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And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  in  the  wilderness  of  Sinai,  1 
in  the  appointed  tent,  on  the  first  day  of  the  second  month, 
in  the  second  year  after  they  were  come  out  of  the  land 
of  Egypt,  saying-,    Take  ye  the  sum  of  all  the  congregation  2 
of  the  children  of  Israel,  after  their  families,  by  the  house 
of  their  fathers ,  with  the  number  of  their  names ,  every  male 
by  their  polls;    From  twenty  years  old  and  upwards,  alls 
that  go  forth  to  the  host  in  Israel:  thou  and  Aaron  shall 
number  them  by  their  hosts.    And  with  you  there  shall  be  4 
a  man  of  every  tribe ;  every  one  head  of  the  house  of  his 
fathers.    And  these  are  the  names  of  the  men  that  shall  5 
stand  with  you :  of  the  tribe  of  Reuben ;  Elizur  the  son  of 
Shedeur.    Of  Simeon;  Shelumiel  the  son  of  Zurishaddai.  Of? 
Judah;  Nashon  the  son  of  Amminadab.    Of  Issachar;  Ne-g 
thaneel  the  son  of  Zuar.     Of  Zebulun;  Eliab   the  son  of  9 
Helon.    Of  the  children  of  Joseph:   of  Ephraim;  ElishamatO 
the  son  of  Ammihud:  of  Manasseh:    Gamaliel  the  son  of 
Pedahzur.    Of  Benjamin ;    Abidan  the  son  of  Gideoni.    Of  J£ 
Dan;  Ahiezer  the  son  of  Ammishaddai.    Of  Asher,  PagieHs 
the  son  of  Ocran.   Of  Gad;  Eliasaph  the  son  of  Deuel.    Of {| 
]\Taphtali;  Ahira  the  son  of  Enan.    These  toere  (the  called  of  15 
the  congregation,  princes  of  the  tribes  of  their  fathers,  heads 
of  thousands  in  Israel.    And  Moses  and  Aaron  took  these  1 7 
men  who  were  expressed  by  their  names :   And  they  assembled  i  8 
all  the  congreg-ation  together  on  the  first  day  of  the  second 
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month,  and  they  declared  their  pedigrees  after  their  families, 
by  the  house  of  their  fathers,  according-  to  the  number  of 
names,  from  twenty  years  old  and  upwards,  by  their  polls. 
As  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses,  so  he  numbered  them  in  19 
the  desert  of  Sinai. 

And  the  children  of  Reuben,  Israel's  first-born,  by  their 20 
generations,  after  their  families,  by  the  house  of  their  fathers, 
according  to  the  number  of  names,  by  their  polls,  every 
male  from  twenty  years  old  and  upwards,  all  that  went  forth 
to  the  host;  Those  that  were  numbered  of  them,  even  of 21 
the  tribe  of  Reuben,  were  forty  and  six  thousand  and  five 
hundred. 

Of  the  children  of  Simeon,  by  their  generations,  after 22 
their  families,  by  the  house  of  their  fathers,  those  that  were 
numbered  of  them,  according  to  the  number  of  names,  by 
their  polls,  every  male  from  twenty  years  old  and  upwards, 
all  that  went  forth  to  the  host ;  Those  that  were  numbered  23 
of  them,  even  of  the  tribe  of  Simeon,  were  fifty  and  nine 
thousand  and  three  hundred. 

Of  the  children  of  Gad,  by  their  generations,  after  their 24 
families,  by  the  house  of  their  fathers,  according  to  the 
number  of  names,  from  twenty  years  old  and  upwards,  all 
that  went  forth  to  the  host ;    Those  that  were  numbered  of  25 
them,  even  the  tribe  of  Gad,  were  forty  and  five  thousand 
six  hundred  and  fifty, 

Of  the  children  of  Judah,  by  their  generations,  after  their 26 
families,  by  the  house  of  their  fathers,   according  to  the 
number  of  names,  from  twenty  years  old  and  upwards,  all 
that  went  forth  to  the  host;    Those  that  were  numbered 27 
Of  them,  even  of  the  tribe  of  Judah,  were  threescore  and 
fourteen  thousand  and  six  hundred. 

Of  the  children  of  Tssachar,  by  their  generations,  after 28 
their  families,  by  the  house  of  their  fathers,  according  to 
the  number  of  names,  from  twenty  years  old  and  upwards, 
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all  that  went  forth  to  the  host ;    Those  that  were  numbered  29 
of  them,  even  of  the  tribe  of  Issachar,  were  fifty  and  four 
thousand  and  four  hundred. 

Of  the  children  of  Zebulun,  by  their  generations,  after  30 
their  families,  by  the  house  of  their  fathers,  according  to 
the  number  of  names,  from  twenty  years  old  and  upwards, 
all  that  went  forth  to  the  host;    Those  that  were  numbered  31 
of  them,  even  of  the  tribe  of  Zebulun,  were  fifty  and  seven 
thousand  and  four  hundred. 

Of  the  children  of  Joseph,  namely,   of  the  children  of 32 
Ephraim,  by  their  g-enerations,  after  their  families,  by  the 
house  of  their  fathers,  according-  to  the  number  of  names, 
from  twenty  years  old  and  upwards,  all  that  went  forth  to 
the  host;    Those  that  were  numbered  of  them,  even  of  the  33 
tribe  of  Ephraim,  were  forty  thousand  and  five  hundred. 

Of  the  children  of  Manasseh,  by  their  g-enerations,  after  34 
their  families,  by  the  house  of  their  fathers,  according-  to 
the  number  of  names,  from  twenty  years  old  and  upwards, 
all  that  went  forth  to  the  host;    Those  that  were  numbered  35 
of  them,  even  of  the  tribe  of  Manasseh,   were  thirty  and 
two  thousand  and  two  hundred. 

Of  the  children  of  Benjamin,  by  their  g-enerations,  after  their  36 
families,  by  the  house  of  their  fathers,  according-  to  the  number  of 
names,  from  twenty  years  old  and  upwards,  all  that  went  forth  to 
the  host ;  Those  that  were  numbered  of  them,  even  of  the  tribe  of  37 
Benjamin,  were  thirty  and  five  thousand  and  four  hundred. 

Of  the  children  of  Dan  by  their  g-enerations,  after  their 38 
families,  by  the  house  of  their  fathers,  according-  to  the 
number  of  names,  from  twenty  years  old  and  upwards,  all 
that  went  forth  to  the  host:    Those  that  were  numbered  of 39 
them,  even  of  the  tribe  of  Dan,  ivere  threescore  and  two 
thousand  and  seven  hundred. 

Of  the  children  of  Asher,  by  their  generations ,  after  their  40 
families,  by  the  house  of  their  fathers,  according  to  the  number 
of  names,  from  twenty  years  old  and  upwards,  all  that  went  forth 
to  the  host ;  Those  that  were  numbered  of  them,  even  of  the  tribe  4 1 
of  Asher,  were  forty  and  one  thousand  and  five  hundred. 
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Of  the  children  of  Naphtali,  throughout  their  generations,  42 
after  their  families,  by  the  house  of  their  fathers,  according 
to  the  number  of  names,  from  twenty  years  old  and  upwards, 
all  that  went  forth  to  the  host;    Those  that  were  numbered 43 
of  them,  even  of  the  tribe  of  Naphtali,  were  fifty  and  three 
thousand  and  four  hundred. 

These  are  those  that  were  numbered,  which  Moses  and  44 
Aaron  numbered,  and  the  princes  of  Israel,  being  twelve 
men :  each  one  was  for  the  house  of  his  fathers.    So  were  45 
all  those  that  were  numbered  of  the  children  of  Israel,  by 
the  house  of  their  fathers,  from  twenty  years  old  and  upwards, 
all  that  went  forth  to  war  in  Israel;    Even  all  they  that 46 
were  numbered  were  six  hundred  thousand  and  three  thou- 
sand and  five  hundred  and  fifty.    But  the  Levites  after  the  47 
tribe  of  their  fathers  were  not  numbered  among  them.    For  48 
the  Eternal  had  spoken  to  Moses,  saying,    Only  thou  shalt49 
not  number  the  tribe  of  Levi,  neither  take  the  sum  of  them 
among  the  children  of  Israel:    But  thou  shalt  appoint  the  50 
Levites  overseers  over  the  dwelling  of  testimony,  and  over 
all  the  vessels  thereof,  and  over  all  things  that  belong  to 
it:  they  shall  bear  the  dwelling,  and  all  the  vessels  thereof: 
and  they  shall  minister  to  it,  and  shall  encamp  round  about 
the  dwelling.    And  when  the  dwelling  setteth  forward,  the 51 
Levites  shall  take  it  down :  and  when  the  dwelling  is  to  be 
pitched,  the  Levites  shall  set  it  up:  and  the  stranger  that 
cometh  nigh  shall  be  put  to  death.   And  the  children  of  52 
Israel  shall  encamp,  every  man  by  his  own  camp,  and  every 
man  by  his  own  standard,  throughout  their  hosts.    But  the 53 
Levites  shall  encamp  round  about  the  dwelling  of  the  testi- 
mony, that  there  be  no  anger  upon  the  congregation  of  the 
children  of  Israel:  and  the  Levites  shall  keep  the  charge  of 
the  dwelling  of  the  testimony.    And  the  children  of  Israel  54 
did  according   to  all  that  the  Eternal   commanded  Moses, 
so  did  they. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  and  to  Aaron ,  saying,  i 
Every  man  of  the  children  of  Israel  shall  encamp  by  his  own  2 
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standard,  with  the  signs  of  their  father's  house:  at  some 
distance  around  the  appointed  tent  shall  they  encamp.    And  3 
eastward  towards  the  rising-  of  the  sun  shall  they  of  the 
standard  of  the  camp  of  Judah  encamp   throughout  their 
hosts:  and  Nashon  the  son  of  Amminadab  ivas  the  prince  of 
the  children  of  Judah.    And  his  host,  and  those  that  were  4 
numbered  of  them,  were  threescore  and  fourteen  thousand 
and  six  hundred.    And  those  that  encamp  next  to  him  shall  5 
be  the  tribe  of  Issachar :  and  Nethaneel  the  son  of  Zuar  was 
the  prince  of  the  children  of  Issachar.    And  his  host,  and  6 
those  that  were  numbered  thereof,  ivere  fifty  and  four  thou- 
sand and  four  hundred.    Then  the  tribe  of  Zebulun:   and  7 
Eliab  the  son  of  Helon  was  the  prince  of  the  children  of 
Zebulun.    And  his  host,    and  those  that   were  numbered  8 
thereof,   %vere  fifty  and  seven  thousand  and  four  hundred. 
AH  that  were  numbered  in  the  camp  of  Judah  were  a  hundred  9 
thousand  and  fourscore  thousand  and  six  thousand  and  four 
hundred,  throughout  their  hosts.    These  shall  first  journey. 
On  the  south  side  shall  be  the  standard  of  the  camp  of  10 
Reuben  according  to  their  hosts:    and  the  prince  of  the 
children  of  Reuben  was  Elizur  the  son  of  Shedeur.    And  11 
his  host,  and  those  that  wTere  numbered  thereof,  were  forty 
and  six  thousand  and  five  hundred.    And  those  who  encamp  12 
by  him  shall  be  the  tribe  of  Simeon:  and  the  prince  of  the 
children  of  Simeon  ivas  Sheluiniel  the  son  of  Zurishaddai. 
And  his  host,   and  those  that  were  numbered  of  them  were  13 
fifty  and  nine  thousand  and  three  hundred.    Then  the  tribe  14 
of  Gad:  and  the  prince  of  the  sons  of  Gad  was  Eliasaph 
the  son  of  Reuel.    And  his  host,  and  those  that  were  nuin-15 
bered  of  them  were  forty  and  five  thousand  and  six  hundred 
and  fifty.    All  that  were  numbered  in  the  camp  of  Reuben  16 
were  a  hundred  thousand  and  fifty  and  one  thousand  and 
four  hundred  and  fifty,  throughout  their  hosts.    And  they 
shall  journey  in  the  second  rank.    Then  the  appointed  tent  17 
shall  set  forward  with  the  camp  of  the  Levites  in  the  midst 
of  the  camp:  as  they  encamp,  so  shall  they  journey,  every 
man  in  his  place  by  their  standards.    On  the  west  side  shall  1 8 
be  the  standard  of  the  camp  of  Ephraim  according  to  their 
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hosts:  and  the  prince  of  the  sons  of  Ephraim  was  Elishama 
the  son  of  Aimnihud.    And  his  host,   and  those  that  were  19 
numbered  of  them  were  forty  thousand  and  five  hundred. 
And  by  him  shall  be  the  tribe  of  Manasseh:  and  the  prince  20 
of  the  children  of  Manasseh  was  Gamaliel  the  son  of  Pedahzur. 
And  his  host,  and  those  that  were  numbered  of  them,  wereli 
thirty  and  two  thousand  and  two  hundred.    Then  the  tribe  22 
of  Benjamin;  and  the  prince  of  the  sons  of  Benjamin  was 
Abidan  the  son  of  Gideoni.    And  his  host,  and  those  that  23 
were  numbered  of  them,  were  thirty  and  five  thousand  and 
four  hundred.    All  that  were  numbered  of  the  camp  of  Eph-  24 
raim  were  a  hundred  thousand  and  eight  thousand  and  a 
hundred,  throughout  their  hosts.    And  they  shall  journey  in 
the  third  rank.    The  standard  of  the  camp  of  Dan  shall  be  25 
on  the  north  side  by  their  hosts:  and  the  prince  of  the 
children  of  Dan  was  Ahiezer  the  son  of  Ammishaddai.    And  26 
his  host,  and  those  that  were  numbered  of  them,  were 
threescore  and  two  thousand  and  seven  hundred.    And  those  27 
that  encamp  by  him  shall  be  the  tribe  of  Asher;  and  the 
prince  of  the  children  of  Asher  was  Pagiel  the  son  of  Ocran. 
And  his  host,  and  those  that  were  numbered  of  them,  were  28 
forty  and  one  thousand  and  five  hundred.    Then  the  tribe  29 
of  Naphtali:  and  the  prince  of  the  children  of  Naphtali  was 
Ahira  the  son  of  Enan.    And  his  host,  and  those  that  were  30 
numbered  of  them,   were  fifty  and  three  thousand  and  four 
hundred.    All  they  that  were  numbered  in  the  camp  of  Dan  31 
were  a  hundred  thousand  and  fifty  and  seven  thousand  and 
six  hundred.    They  shall  journey  hindmost  with  their  stan- 
dards.   These  are  those  which  were  numbered  of  the  children  32 
of  Israel  by  the  house  of  their  fathers:  all  those  that  were 
numbered   of  the  camps  throughout  their  hosts  were  six 
hundred  thousand  and  three  thousand  and  five  hundred  and 
fifty.    But  the  Levites  were  not  numbered  among  the  children  33 
of  Israel;  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses.    And  the  children  34 
of  Israel  did  according  to  all  that  the  Eternal  commanded 
Moses:  so  they  encamped  by  their  standards,  and  so  they 
journeyed,  every  one  after  their  families,  according  to  the 
house  of  their  fathers. 
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These  also  are  the  generations   of  Aaron  and  Moses  in  j 
the  day  that  the  Eternal  spake  with  Moses  in  mount  Sinai. 
And  these  are  the  names  of  the  sons  of  Aaron;   Nadab  the 2 
firstborn,  and  Abihu,  Eleazar,  and  Ithamar.    These  are  the 3 
names  of  the  sons  of  Aaron,  the  priests  who  were  anointed, 
whom  he   consecrated  to  minister  as  priests.    And  Nadab  4 
and  Abihu  died  before  the  Eternal,  when  they  brought  nigh 
strange  fire  before  the  Eternal,  in  the  wilderness  of  Sinai, 
and  they  had  no  children:  and  Eleazar  and  Ithamar  minis- 
tered as  priests  before  the  face  of  Aaron  their  father.    And  5 
the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Bring  the  tribe  of 6 
Levi  near,  and  present  them  before  Aaron  the  priest,  that 
they  may  minister  to  him.    And  they  shall  keep  his  charge,  7 
and   the  charge  of  the  whole  congregation  before  the  ap- 
pointed tent,  to  do  the  service  of  the  dwelling.    And  they 8 
shall  keep  all  the  vessels  of  the  appointed  tent,  and  the 
charge  of  the  children  of  Israel,    to  do  the  service  of  the 
dwelling.    And  thou  shalt  give  the  Levites  to  Aaron  and  to  9 
his  sons:  they  are  wholly  given  to  him  out  of  the  children 
of  Israel.    And  thou  shalt  charge  Aaron  and  his  sons ,  and  1 0 
they  shall  keep  their  priest's  office:  and  the  stranger  that 
cometh  nigh  shall  be  put  to  death.

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,  And  1,  behold,1* 
I  have  taken  the  Levites  from  among  the  children  of  Israel 
instead  of  all  the  firstborn,  the  first  offspring  of  the  womb 
among  the  children  of  Israel:  therefore  1  he  Levites  shall  be  13 
mine;  Because  all  the  firstborn  are  mine;  for  on  the  day 
that  I  smote  all  the  firstborn  in  the  land  of  Egypt  1  sancti- 
fied to  me  all  the  firstborn  in  Israel,  both  man  and  beast: 
mine  shall  they  be:  I  am  the  Eternal. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  in  the  wilderness  of  Sinai,  14 
saying,    Number  the  children   of  Levi  after  the  house  of  15 
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their  fathers,  by  their  faraiies:  every  male  from  a  month 
old  and  upwards  shalt  thou  number  them.    And  Moses  num-16 
bered  them  according  to  the  word  of  the  Eternal ,  as  he  was 
commanded.    And  these  were  the  sons  of  Levi  by  their  1 7 
names;  Gershon,  and  Kohath,  and  Merari.    And  these  are  18 
the  names  of  the  sons  of  Gershon  by  their  families:  Libni, 
and  Shiini.    And  the   sons  of  Kohath  by  their  families;  19 
Ainrain,  and  Izhar,  Hebron,  and  Uzziel.    And  the  sons  of 20 
Merari  by  their  families;  Mahli,  and  Mushi.    These  are  the 
families  of  the  Levites  according-  to  the  house  of  their  fathers. 
Of  Gershon  was  the  family  of  the  Libnites,  and  the  family  21 
of  the  Shimites;  these  are  the  families  of  the  Gershonites. 
Those  that  were  numbered  of  them,  according*  to  the  number  22 
of  all  the  males,  from  a  month  old  and  upwards,  even  those 
that  were  numbered  of  them  were  seven  thousand  and  five 
hundred.    The  families  of  the  Gershonites  shall  encamp  behind  23 
the  dwelling-  westward.    And  the  prince  of  the  house  of  24 
the  father  of  the  Gershonites  was  Eliasaph  the  son  of  Lael. 
And  the  charge  of  the  sons  of  Gershon  in  the  appointed  25 
tent  shall  be  the  dwelling-,  and  the  tent,  the  covering-  thereof, 
and  the  screen  for  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent.    And  26 
the  hangings  of  the  court,  and  the  screen  for  the  entrance 
of  the  court,  which  is  by  the  dwelling*,  and  by  the  altar 
round  about,  and  the  cords  of  it  for  all  the  service  thereof. 
And  of  Kohath  was  the  family  of  the  Amramites,  and  the  27 
family  of  the  lzeharites,  and  the  family  of  the  Hebronites, 
and  (he  family  of  the  Uzzielites:  these  are  the  families  of 
the  Kohathites.    In  the  number  of  all  the  males,  from  a2S 
month  old  and  upwards,  were  eight  thousand  and  six  hundred, 
keeping-  the  charg-e  of  the  sanctuary.    The  families  of  the  29 
sons  of  Kohath  shall  encamp  on  the  side  of  the  dwelling- 
southward.    And  the  prince  of  the  house  of  the  father  of  30 
the  families  of  the  Kohathites  was  Elizaphan  the  son  of 
Uzziel.    And  their  charge  shall  be  the  ark,  and  the  table,  31 
and  the  candelabrum,  and  the  altars,  and  the  vessels  of 
holiness  wherewith  they  minister,  and  the  screen  and  all  the 
2  Vol.  IV. 
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service  thereof.    And  Eleazar  the  son  of  Aaron  the  priest,  32 
was  prince  over,  the  princes  of  the  Levites,  and  had  the 
oversight  of  them  that  keep  the  charge  of  the  sanctuary. 
Of  Merari  was  the  family  of  the  Mahlites,  and  the  family  33 
of  the  Mushites:  these  are  the  families  of  Merari.    And  those  34 
that  were  numbered  of  them,  according-  to  the  number  of 
all  the  males,  from  a  month  old  and  upwards,  were  six 
thousand  and  two  hundred.    And  the  prince  of  the  house  35 
of  the  father  of  the  families  of  Merari  was  Zuriel  the  son 
of  Abihail :  these  shall  encamp  on  the  side  of  the  dwelling- 
northward.    And  under  the  custody  and  charge  of  the  sons  36 
of  Merari  shall  be  the  boards  of  the  dwelling,  and  the  bars 
thereof,  and  the  pillars  thereof,  and  the  sockets  thereof, 
and  all  the  vessels  thereof,  and  all  the  service  thereof,   And  37 
the  pillars  of  the  court  round  about,  and  their  sockets,  and 
their  pins,  and  their  cords.    But  those  that  encamp  before 38 
the  dwelling  towards  the  east,  even  before  the  appointed 
tent  eastward,  shall  be  Moses,  and  Aaron  and  his  sons, 
keeping  the  charge  of  the  sanctuary  for  the  charge  of  the 
children  of  Israel ;   and  the  stranger  that  cometh  nigh  shall 
be  put  to  death.    All  that  were  numbered  of  the  Levites,  39 
whom  Moses  and   Aaron  numbered  at  the  commandment  of 
the  Eternal,  throughout  their  families,  all  the  males  from  a 
month  old  and  upwards,  were  twenty  and  two  thousand. 
And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Number  all  the  firstborn  of 40 
the  males  of  the  children  of  Israel  from  a  month  old  and 
upwards,  and  take  the  number  of  their  names.    And  thou 44 
shalt  take  the  Levites  for  me  who  am  the  Eternal  instead 
of  all  the  firstborn  among  the  children  of  Israel:  and  the 
beasts  of  the  Levites  instead  of  all  the  firstborn  among  the 
beasts  of  the  children  of  Israel.    And  Moses  numbered,  as  42 
the  Eternal  commanded  him,   all  the  firstborn   among  the 
children  of  Israel.    And  all  the  firstborn  males  by  the  num-  43 
ber  of  names,  from  a  month  old  and  upwards,  of  those  that 
were  numbered  of  them,  were  twenty  and  two  thousand  two 
hundred  and  threescore  and  thirteen. 
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And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Take  the  Le-  ^ 
vites  instead  of  all  the  firstborn  among*  the  children  of  Israel, 
and  the  beasts  of  the  Levites  instead  of  their  beasts;  and 
the  Levites  shall  be  mine:  I  am  the  Eternal.    And  for  those  46 
that  are  to  be  redeemed  of  the  two  hundred  and  threescore 
and  thirteen  of  the  firstborn  of  the  children  of  Israel,  of  the 
overplus  of  the  Levites:    Thou  shalt  even  take  five  shekels  47 
apiece  by  the  poll,  after  the  shekel  of  holiness  shalt  thou 
take  them :  the  shekel  is  twenty  gerahs:    And  thou  shalt  48 
give  the  money,  wherewith  the  overplus  of  them  is  to  be 
redeemed,  to  Aaron  and  to  his  sons.    And  Moses  took  the  49 
redemption  money   of  the  overplus  that  were  more  than 
those  redeemed  by  the  Levites:    Of  the  firstborn  of  the 50 
children  of  Israel  took  he  the  money;   a  thousand  three 
hundred  and  threescore  and  five  shekels,  after  the  shekel  of 
holiness:   And  Moses  gave  the  money  of  them  that  were  51 
redeemed  to  Aaron  and  to  his  sons,  according  to  the  word 
of  the  Eternal,  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses.  u 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  and  to  Aaron,  saying,! 
Take  the  sum  of  the  sons  of  Kohath  from  among  the  sons  2 
of  Levi,  after  their  families,  by  the  house  of  their  fathers; 
From  thirty  years  old  and  upwards,  even  until  fifty  years 3 
old,  all  that  enter  into  the  host,  to  do  a  work  in  the  ap- 
pointed tent.   This  shall  be  the  service  of  the  sons  of  Kohath,  4 
in  the  appointed  tent,  about  the  most  holy  things.    And 5 
when  the  camp  setteth  forward,  Aaron  shall  come,  and  his 
sons,  and  they  shall  take  down  the  screening  partition  vail, 
and  cover  the  ark  of  testimony  with  it;    And  shall  put  the- 6 
reon  the  covering  of  tachash  skin,  and  shall  spread  over  it 
a  cloth  wholly  of  blue  purple,   and  shall  put  in  the  staves 
thereof.    And  upon  the  table  of  shew  bread  they  shall  spread  7 
a  garment  of  blue  purple,  and  put  thereon  the  dishes,  and 
the  spoons,  and  the  bowls,  and  covers  to  cover  withal:  arid 
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the  continual  bread  shall  be  thereon.    And  they  shall  spread  8 
upon  them  a  garment  of  crimson,  and  cover  the  same  with 
a  covering-  of  tachash  skins,  and  shall  put  in  the  staves 
thereof.    And  they  shall  take  a  garment  of  blue  purple,  and  9 
cover  the  candelabrum  of  the  ligiit,  and  its  lamps,  and  its 
tongs,  and  its  snulf  dishes,  and  all  the  oil  vessels  thereof, 
wherewith  they  minister  to  it:    And  they  shall  put  it,  and  10 
all  the  vessels  thereof,  within  a  covering-  of  tachash  skins, 
and  shall  put  it  upon  the  bar.    And  upon  the  golden  altar  1 1 
they  shall  spread  a  garment  of  blue  purple,  and  cover  it 
with  a  covering-  of  tachash  skins,  and  shall  put  in  the  staves 
thereof.    And  they  shall  take  all  the  vessels  of  ministry,  1 2 
wherewith  they  minister  in  the  sanctuary,  and  put  them  in 
a  garment  of  blue  purple,  and  cover  them  with  a  covering 
of  tachash  skins,  and  shall  put  them  on  the  bar.    And  they  13 
shall  take  away  the  ashes  from  the  altar,  and  spread  a  gar- 
ment of  red  purple  thereon :    And  they  shall  put  upon  it  all  1 4 
the  vessels  thereof,  wherewith  they  minister  about  it,  even 
the  censers ,  the  flesh-hooks ,  and  the  shovels ,  and  the  bowls, 
all  the  vessels  of  the  altar:  and  they  shall  spread  upon  it 
a  covering  of  tachash  skin,  and  put  in  the  staves  of  it. 
And  when  Aaron  and  his  sous  have  finished  covering  the  1 5 
sanctuary,  and  all  the  vessels  of  the  sanctuary,  as  the  camp 
is  to  set  forward;  after  that,  the  sons  of  Kohath  shall  come 
to  bear  it:  so  that  they  shall  not  touch  any  thing  of  holiness, 
lest  they  die.    These  things  are  the  burden  of  the  sons  of 
Kohath  in  the  appointed  tent.    And  to  the  office  of  Eleazar,  16 
the  son  of  Aaron  the  priest,  pertaineth  the  oil  for  the  light, 
and  the  incense  of  aromatics,   and  the  continual  oblation, 
and  the  anointing  oil,  and  the  oversight  of  all  the  dwelling, 
and  of  all  that  therein  is,  in  the  sanctuary,  and  in  the 
vessels  thereof. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  and  to  Aaron,  saying,  17 
Cut  ye  not  off  the  tribe  of  the  families  of  the  KohathiteslS 
from  among  the  Levites :  But  thus  do  to  them,  that  they  19 
may  live,  and  not  die,  when  they  approach  to  the  most 
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holy  things:   Aaron  and  his  sons  shall  go  in,  and  appoint 
them  every  one  to  his  service  and  to  his  burden:    But  they 20 
shall  not  go  in  to  see  when  the  holy  things  are  covered, 
lest  they  die. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Take  also  the 
sum,  of  the  sons  of  Gershon,  throughout  the  houses  of  their 
fathers,  by  their  families;    From  thirty  years  old,  shalt  thou 23 
number  them ;  all  that  come  to  perform  the  service ,  to  do 
the  work  in  the  appointed  tent.    This  is  the  service  of  the  24 
families  of  the  Gershonites,  to  serve,  and  for  burdens.    And  25 
they  shall  bear  the  curtains  of  the  dwelling,  and  the  appointed 
tent,  its  covering,  and  the  covering  of  the  tachash  skins 
that  is  above  upon  it,  and  the  screen  for  the  entrance  of 
the  appointed  tent.    And  the  hangings  of  the  court,  and2(> 
the  screen  for  the  entrance  of  the  gate  of  the  court  which 
is  by  the  dwelling,  and  by  the  altar  round  about,  and  their 
cords,  and  all  the  vessels  of  their  service,  and  all  that  is 
made  for  them:  so  shall  they  serve.    At  the  appointment  of 27 
Aaron  and  his  sons  shall  be  all  the  service  of  the  sons  of 
the  Gershonites,  in  all  their  burdens,  and  in  all  their  service: 
and  ye  shall  appoint  to  them  in  charge  all  their  burdens. 
This  is  the  service  of  the  families  of  the  sons  of  Gershon  in  2S 
the  appointed  tent :  and  their  charge  shall  be  under  the  hand 
of  Ithamar,  the  son  of  Aaron  the  priest.    As  for  the  sons  29 
of  Merari,  thou  shalt  number  them  after  their  families,  by 
the  house  of  their  fathers:    From  thirty  years  old  and  upwards,  30 
even  to  fifty  years  old  shalt  thou  number  them,   every  one 
that  cometh  into  the  host,  to  do  the  work  of  the  appointed 
tent.    And  this  is  the  charge  of  their  burden,  according  to  3 1 
all  their  service  in  the  appointed  tent;  the  boards  of  the 
dwelling,   and   the   bars  thereof,   and  the  pillars  thereof, 
and  sockets  thereof,    And  the  pillars  of  the  court  round  32 
about,  and  their  sockets,  and  their  pins,  and  their  cords, 
with  all  their  vessels ,  and  with  all  their  service  :  and  by 
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name  ye  shall  reckon  the  vessels  of  the  charge  of  their  burden. 
This  is  the  service  of  the  families  of  the  sons  of  Merari.  33 
according-  to  all  their  service  in  the  appointed  tent,  under 
the  hand  of  Ithamar,  the  son  of  Aaron  the  priest.    And  34 
Moses  and   Aaron,  and  the    princes    of  the  congregation, 
numbered  the  sons  of  the  Kohathites,  after  their  families, 
and  after  the  house  of  their  fathers,    From  thirty  years 35 
old  and  upwards,  even  to  fifty  years  old,  every  one  that 
cometh  into  the  host,  for  the  work  in  the  appointed  tent: 
And  those  that  were  numbered  of  them,  by  their  families, 36 
were  two  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty.    These  were  they  37 
that  were  numbered  of  the  families  of  the  Kohathites,  all 
that  do  service  in  the  appointed  tent,  whom  Moses  and  Aaron 
did  number,  according  to  the  commandment  of  the  Eternal 
by  the  hand  of  Moses.    And  those  that  were  numbered  of  38 
the  sons  of  Gershon,  throughout  their  families,  and  by  the 
house  of  their  fathers,    From  thirty  years  old  and  upwards, 39 
even  to  fifty  years  old,   every  one  that  cometh  into  the 
host,  for  the  work  in  the  appointed  tent,    Even  those  that  40 
were  numbered  of  them,  throughout  their  families,  by  the 
houses  of  their  fathers,  were  two  thousand  and  six  hundred 
and  thirty.    These  are  they  that  are  numbered  of  the  families  41 
of  the  sons  of  Gershon,  of  all  that  do  service  in  the  appointed 
tent,  whom  Moses  and  Aaron  did  number,  according  to  the 
commandment  of  the  Eternal.    And  those  that  were  numbered  42 
of  the  families  of  the  sons  of  Merari,   throughout  their 
families,  by  the  house  of  their  fathers,    From  thirty  years  43 
old  and  upwards,  even  to  fifty  years  old,  every  one  that 
cometh  into  the  host,  for  the  work  in  the  appointed  tent, 
Even  those  that  were  numbered  of  them ,  after  their  families,  44 
were  three  thousand  and  two  hundred.    These  are  those  45 
that  were  numbered  of  the  families  of  the  sons  of  Merari, 
whom  Moses  and  Aaron  numbered,  according  to  the  word 
of  the  Eternal  by  the  hand  of  Moses.    All  those  that  were  46 
numbered  of  the  Levites,  whom  Moses  and  Aaron  and  the 
princes  of  Israel  numbered,  after  their  families,  and  after  the 
house  of  their  fathers,    From  thirty  years  old  and  upwards,  47 
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even  to  fifty  years  old,  every  one  that  came  to  do  the  service 
ot*  the  ministry,  and  the  service  of  the  burden  in  the  appoin- 
ted tent.  Even  those  that  were  numbered  of  them,  were  48 
eight  thousand  and  five  hundred  and  fourscore.  According-  49 
to  the  commandment  of  the  Eternal  they  were  numbered  by 
the  hand  of  Moses,  every  one  according*  to  his  service,  and 
according-  to  his  burden:  thus  were  they  numbered  of  him, 
as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses.  - 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying*,    Command  the1 
children  of  Israel ,  that  they  send  away  from  the  camp  every  ^ 
leper,  and  every  one  that  hath  an  issue,   and  whosoever  is 
unclean  by  the  dead;    Both  male  and  female  shall  ye  send  3 
away,  without  the  camp  shall  ye  send  them  away:  that  they 
defile  not  their  camps,  in  the  midst  whereof  \  dwell.    And  4 
the  children  of  Israel  did  so,  and  sent  them  away  without 
the  camp:  as  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  so  did  the  children 
of  Israel. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying-,    Speak  to  the^ 
children  of  Israel;    When  a  man  or  woman  shall  do  any  of 
the  sins  ag-ainst  man,  to  act  deceitfully  ag-ainst  the  Eternal, 
and  that  person  have  incurred  g-uilt ;    Then  they  shall  confess  7 
their  sin  which  Ihey  have  done:  and  he  shall  restore  that 
wherein  he  is  g-uilty  with  the  principal  thereof,  and  add  to 
it  its  fifth,  and  give  it  to  him  to  whom  he  is  g-uilty.    But 8 
if  the  man  have  no  kinsman  to  restore  that  wherein  he  is 
guilty,  let  that  wherein  he  is  g-uilty 9  and  which  is  to  be 
restored  to  the  Eternal,  be  given  to  the  priest;   besides  the 
rain  of  the  expiation,  whereby  an  expiation  shall  be  made 
for  him.    And  every  heave-otfering-  of  all  the  holy  thing's  of  9 
the  children  of  Israel,  which  they  bring*  to  the  priest,  shall 
be  his.   And  every  man's  holy  things  shall  be  his :  whatsoever  1 0 
any  man  giveth  the  priest,  it  shall  be  his. 

And  Ihe  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying*,    Speak  to  the!* 
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children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them,  If  any  man's  wife  go 
aside,  and  act  deceitfully  against  him.    And  a  man  lie  with  13 
her  carnally,  and  it  be  hid  from  the  eyes  of  her  husband, 
and  be  kept  close,  and  she  be  defiled  ,  and  there  be  no  witness 
against  her,  neither  she  be  coerced;    And   the  spirit  of  14 
jealousy  come  upon  him ,   and  he  be  jealous  of  his  wife  : 
and  she  be  defiled:  or  if  the  spirit  of  jealousy  come  upon 
him,  and  he  be  jealous  of  his  wife,  and  she  be  not  defiled; 
Then  shall  the  man  bring-  his  wife  to  the  priest,   and  he  15 
shall  bring"  her  offering-  for  her,  the  tenth  part  of  an  ephah 
of  barley  meal;   he   shall  pour  no  oil   upon  it,  nor  put 
frankincense  thereon;   for  it  is  an  oblation  of  jealousy,  an 
oblation  of  memorial,  bringing-  iniquity  to  remembrance.    And  16 
the  priest  shall  cause  her  to  approach  and  present  her  before 
the  Eternal:    And  the  priest  shall  take  holy  water  in  an  17 
earthen  vessel;  and  of  the  dust  that  is  in  the  floor  of  the 
dwelling-  the  priest  shall  take,   and  put   it  into  the  water: 
And  the  priest  shall  present  the  woman  before  the  Eternal,  18 
and  put  in  disorder  the  woman's  hair,  and  put  the  oblation 
of  memorial  in  her  hands,  wxhich  is  the  jealousy-oblation: 
and  the  priest  shall  have  in  his  hand  the  bitter  water  that 
causeth  the  curse.    And  the  priest  shall  adjure  her,  and  say  19 
to  the  woman,  If  no  man  have  lain  with  thee,  and  if  thou 
hast  not  gone  aside  to  uncleanness  with  another  instead  of 
thy  husband,  be  thou  free  from  this  bitter  water  that  causeth 
the  curse :    But  if  thou  hast  gone  aside  to  another  instead  20 
of  thy  husband,  and  if  thou  be  defiled,  and  some  man  hath 
lain  with  thee  besides  thy  husband;    Then  the  priest  shall  21 
adjure  the  woman  with  an  oath  of  cursing-;  and  the  priest 
shall  say  to  the  woman,   The  Eternal  make  thee  a  curse, 
and  an  oath  among  thy  people,  when  the  Eternal  doth  make 
thy  thigh  to  waste,  and  thy  belly  to  swell:   And  this  water 22 
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that  causeth  the  curse  shall  go  into  thy  bowels ,  to  make  thy 
belly  to  swell,  and  thy  thigh  to  waste.  And  the  woman  shall 
say,  Amen ,  amen.    And  the  priest  shall  write  these  curses  23 
on  a  bill,  and  he  shall  blot  them  out  with  the  bitter  water: 
And  he  shall  cause  the  woman  to  drink  the  bitter  water  that  24 
causeth  the  curse:   and  the  water  that  causeth  the  curse 
shall  come  into  her,  and  become  bitter.    Then  the  priest 25 
shall  take  the  jealousy-oblation  out  of  the  woman's  hand, 
and  shall  wave  the  oblation  before  the  Eternal,  and  offer  it 
upon  the  altar:    And  the  priest  shall  take  by  grasping-  a  26 
handful  of  the  oblation,  even  the  memorial  part  thereof,  and 
cause  it  to  ascend  in  fumes  upon  the  altar,  and  afterwards 
shall  cause  the  woman  to  drink  the  water.    And  when  he  27 
hath  made  her  to  drink  the  water,  then  it  shall  come  to 
pass,  that  if  she  be  defiled,  and  have  acted  deceitfully  against 
her  husband,  that  the  water  that  causeth  the  curse  shall 
enter  into  her,  and  become  bitter,  and  her  belly  shall  swell, 
and  her  thigh  shall  waste:  and  the  woman  shall  be  a  curse 
among-  her  people.    And  if  the  woman  be  not  defiled,  but 28 
be  clean;  then  she  shall  be  free,  and  shall  conceive  seed. 
This  is  the  law  of  jealousies,  when  a  wife  goeth  aside  to  29 
another  instead  of  her  husband,  and  is  defiled;    Or  when 30 
the  spirit  of  jealousy  cometh  upon  him,  and  he  be  jealous 
over  his  wife,  and  shall  present  the  woman  before  the  Eternal, 
and  the  priest  shall  execute  upon  her  all  this  law;    Then 31 
shall  the  man  be  guiltless  from  iniquity,  and  this  woman  shall 
bear  her  iniquity.  6 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Speak  to  the1 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them,  When  either  man  or^ 
woman  shall  distinguish  themselves  to  vow  a  vow  of  a  Nazarite, 
to  abstain  in  honor  of  the  Eternal    He  shall  abstain  from  3 
wine,  and  strong  drink,  and  shall  drink  no  vinegar  of  wine, 
or  vinegar  of  strong  drink,  neither  shall  he  drink  any  liquor 
3  Vol.  IV. 
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of  grapes,  nor  eat  moist  grapes,  or  dried.    All  the  days  of  4 
his  nazaritehood  shall  he  eat  nothing-  that  is  made  of  the 
vine-tree,  from  the  kernels  even  to  the  husk.    All  the  days  5 
of  the  vow  of  his  nazaritehood  there  shall  no  razor  pass 
over  his  head:  until  the  days  be  fulfilled,  during-  which  he 
abstained  in  honor  of  the  Eternal,  he  shall  be  holy,  and 
shall  let  the  hair  of  his  head  grow  freely.    All  the  days  of  6 
his  abstaining-  in  honor  of  the  Eternal,  he  shall  come  at  no 
dead  body.    He  shall  not  make  himself  unclean  for  his  father,  7 
or  for  his  mother,  for  his  brother,  or  for  his  sister,  when 
they  die;  because  the  diadem  of  his  God  is  upon  his  head. 
All  the  days  of  his  nazariteship  he  is  holy  to  the  Eternal.  8 
And  if  any  man  die  very  suddenly  by  him,  and  he  hath 9 
defiled  the  head  of  his  nazaritehood:  then  he  shall  cut  the 
hair  of  his  head  in  the  day  of  his  cleansing-,  on  the  seventh 
day  shall  he  cut  it.    And  on  the  eigiith  day  he  shall  bring*  10 
two  turtles,  or  two  young-  pig-eons,  to  the  priest,  to  the 
entrance  of  the  appointed  tent:    And  the  priest  shall  offer  ll 
the  one  for  a  sin  offering-,  and  the  other  for  a  burnt  offering-, 
and  make  an  expiation  for  him,  for  that  he  sinned  by  the 
dead,  and  shall  hallow  his  head  that  same  day.    And  he  12 
shall  abstain  anew  in  honor  of  the  Eternal  during-  the  days 
of  his  nazaritehood,  and  shall  bring-  a  lamb  of  one  year  for 
a  g-uilt  offering-:  but  the  days  that  were  before  shall  be  lost, 
because  his  nazaritehood  was  unclean.    And  this  is  the  law  13 
of  the  Nazarite,  when  the  days  of  his  nazaritehood  are  fulfilled: 
they  shall  bring-  him  to  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent; 
And  he  shall  offer  his  offering-  to  the  Eternal,  one  he-lamb  14 
of  one  year  without  blemish  for  a  burnt  offering-,  and  one 
ewe-lamb  of  one  year  without  blemish  for  a  sin  offering-,  and 
one  ram  without  blemish  for  a  feast  offering-,    And  a  basket  15 
of  unleavened  bread,  pierced  cakes  of  flour  mingled  with  oil, 
and  wafers  of  unleavened  bread  anointed  with  oil,  and  their 
oblation,  and  their  drink  offering-s.    And  the  priest  shall  16 
offer  them  before  the  Eternal,  and  shall  offer  his  sin  offering-, 
and  his  burnt  offering-.    And  he  shall  offer  the  ram  for  a  17 
sacrifice  of  a  feast  offering  to  the  Eternal,  with  the  basket 
of  unleavened  bread:  the  priest  shall  offer  also  his  oblation, 
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and  his  drink  offering*.    And  the  Nazarite  shall  cut  the  hair  18 
of  the  head  of  his  nazaritehood  at  the  entrance  of  the  appointed 
tent;  and  shall  take  the  hair  of  the  head  of  his  nazaritehood, 
and  put  it  in  the  fire  which  is  under  the  sacrifice  of  the 
feast  offering*.    And  the  priest  shall  take  the  sodden  shoulder  19 
of  the  rani,  and  one  unleavened  cake  out  of  the  basket,  and 
one  unleavened  wafer,  and  shall  put  them  upon  the  hands  of 
the  Nazarite,  after  he  hath  cut  the  hair  of  his  nazaritehood: 
And  the  priest  shall  wave  them  for  a  wave  offering-  before  20 
the  Eternal :  this  is  holy  for  the  priest ,  with  the  wave-breast 
and  heave-shoulder:  and  after  that  the  Nazarite  may  drink 
wine.    This  is  the  law  of  the  Nazarite  who  hath  vowed,  21 
and  of  his  offering-  to  the  Eternal  for  his  nazaritehood,  besides 
that  which  his  hand  shall  get :  according-  to  the  vow  which 
he  vowed,  so  he  must  do  after  the  law  of  his  nazaritehood.

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying-,  Speak  to  ~~ 
Aaron ,  and  to  his  sons ,  saying- ,  Thus  ye  shall  bless  the  ~ 
children  of  Israel,  saying*  to  them,  The  Eternal  bless  thee,  24 
and  keep  thee ;  The  Eternal  make  his  face  shine  upon  thee,  25 
and  be  gracious  to  thee;  The  Eternal  lift  up  his  countenance  26 
upon  thee,  and  give  thee  peace.  And  they  shall  put  my  27 
name  upon  the  children  of  Israel,  and  I  will  bless  them. 

7 

And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  day  that  Moses  had  finished  i 
raising  the  dwelling,  and  had  anointed  it,  and  sanctified  it, 
and  all  the  vessels  thereof,  the  altar  and  all  the  vessels 
thereof,  and  had  anointed  them,  and  sanctified  them,    That  2 
the  princes  of  Israel,  heads  of  the  house  of  their  fathers, 
who  ivere  the  princes  of  the  tribes,  and  were  over  them  that 
were  numbered,  offered:    And  they  brought  their  offerings 
before  the  Eternal,  six  covered  waggons,  and  twelve  of  the 
herd;  a  waggon  for  two  of  the  princes,  and  for  each  one, 
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one  of  the  herd :  and  they  brought  them  before  the  dwelling*.

And    the    Eternal  spake   to    Moses,    saying,    Take   it  of- 
them,  that  they  may  be  to  serve  the  service  of  the  appointed 
tent;  and  thou  shalt  give  them  to  the  Levites,  to  every 
man  according  to  his  service.    And  Moses  took  the  waggons  6 
and  the  oxen,  and  gave  them  to  the  Levites.    Two  waggons/" 
and  four  of  the  herd  he  gave  to  the  sons  of  Gershon,  accor- 
ding to  their  service:    And  four  waggons  and  eight  of  the 8 
herd  he  gave  to  the  sons  of  Merari,  according  to  their  ser- 
vice, under  the  hand  of  Ithainar,  the  son  of  Aaron  the  priest. 
But  to  the  sons  of  Kohath  he  gave  none;  because  the  ser-9 
vice  of  the  holiness  ivas  incumbent  upon  them,  they  should 
bear  it  upon  their  shoulders.    And  the  princes  offered  for  10 
the  dedicating  of  the  altar,  in  the  day  that  it  was  anointed, 
even  the  princes  offered  their  offering  before  the  altar.    And  1 1 
the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,    They  shall  offer  their  offering, 
each  prince  on  his  day  for  the  dedicating  of  the  altar.   And  12 
he  that  offered  his  offering  the  first  day  was  Nahshon,  the 
son  of  Amminadab,  of  the  tribe  of  Judah:    And  his  offering  13 
tvas  one  silver  dish,  the  weight  thereof  was  a  hundred  and 
thirty  shekels,  one  silver  bowl  of  seventy  shekels,  after  the 
shekel  of  holiness;  both  of  them  were  full  of  flour  mingled 
with  oil,  for  an  oblation:    One  spoon  of  ten  shekels  of  gold,  14 
full  of  incense:    One  young  bullock,  one  ram,  one  lamb  of  15 
one  year,  for  a  burnt  offering:    One  kid  of  the  goats  for  16 
a  sin  offering:    And  for  a  sacrifice  of  the  feast  offerings,  1 7 
two  of  the  herd,  five  rams,  five  he-goats,  five  lambs  of  one 
year.    This    was    the   offering   of  Nahshon,    the   son  of 
Amminadab. 

On  the  second  day  Nethaneel,  the  son  of  Zuar,  prince  18 
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of  Issachar,  did  offer:    He  offered  for  his  offering-  one  silver  19 
dish,  the  weight  whereof  tvas  a  hundred  and  thirty  shekels, 
one  silver  bowl  of  seventy  shekels,  after  the  shekel  of  holiness; 
both  of  them  full  of  flour  mingled  with  oil,  for  an  oblation: 
One  spoon  of  gold  of  ten   shekels,    full  of  incense: 
young  bullock,  one  ram,  one  lamb  of  one  year,  for  a  burnt

offering:    One  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering:  And~3 
for  a  sacrifice  of  the  feast  offerings,  two  of  the  herd,  five 
rams,  five  he-goats,  five  lambs  of  one  year.    This  was  the 
offering  of  Nethaneel ,  the  son  of  Zuar. 

On  the  third  day  Eliab,  the  son  of  Helon,  prince  of  the  24 
children  of  Zebulun,  did  offer:    His  offering  was  one  silver  25 
dish,  the  weight  whereof  was  a  hundred  and  thirty  shekels, 
one  silver  bowl  of  seventy  shekels,  after  the  shekel  of  holiness ; 
both  of  them  full  of  flour  mingled  with  oil  for  an  oblation  :

One  golden  spoon  of  ten  shekels,  full  of  incense:    One  young ^ 
bullock,  one  ram,  one  lamb  of  one  year,  for  a  burnt  offering: 
One  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering:    And  for  a  sacrifice-8 
of  the  feast  offering,  two  of  the  herd,  five  rams,  five  he-" 
goats,  five  lambs  of  one  year.    This  was  the  offering  of 
Eliab,  the  son  of  Helon. 

On  the  fourth  day  Elizur,  the  son  of  Shedeur,  prince  of  30 
the  children  of  Reuben,  did  offer.  His  offering  was  one 31 
silver  dish  of  a  hundred  and  thirty  shekels,  one  silver  bowl 
of  seventy  shekels,  after  the  shekel  of  holiness;  both  of  them 
full  of  flour  mingled  with  oil,  for  an  oblation:  One  golden 32 
spoon  of  ten  shekels,  full  of  incense:  One  young  bullock, 33 
one  ram,  one  lamb  of  one  year,  for  a  burnt  offering:  One 34 
kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering:    And  for  a  sacrifice  of 35 
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the  feast  offerings,  two  of  the  herd,  five  rams,  five  he-goats, 
five  lambs  of  one  year.  This  was  the  offering  of  Elizur, 
the  son  of  Shedeur. 

On  the  fifth  day  Shelumiel,  the  son  of  Zurishaddai,  prince  36 
of  the  children  of  Simeon,  did  offer:    His  offering  was  one 37 
silver  dish,  the  weight  whereof  was  a  hundred  and  thirty 
shekels,  one  silver  bowl  of  seventy  shekels,  after  the  shekel 
of  holiness;  both  of  them  full  of  flour  mingled  with  oil,  for 
an  oblation:    One  golden  spoon  of  ten  shekels,  full  of  incense:  38 
One  young  bullock,  one  ram,  one  lamb  of  one  year,  for  a 39 
burnt  offering:    One  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering:  40 
And  for  a  sacrifice  of  the  feast  offerings,  two  of  the  herd,  41 
five  rams,  five  he-goats,  five  lambs  of  one  year.    This  tvas 
the  offering  of  Shelumiel,  the  son  of  Zurishaddai. 

On  the  sixth  day  Eliasaph,  the  son  of  Deuel,  prince  of  42 
the  children  of  Gad,  offered:    His  offering  was  one  silver  43 
dish,  of  the  weight  of  a  hundred  and  thirty  shekels,  one 
silver  bowl  of  seventy  shekels,  after  the  shekel  of  holiness; 
both  of  them  full  of  flour  mingled  with  oil,  for  an  oblation:

On  the  seventh  day  Elishamah,  the  son  of  Ammihud,  prince  48 
of  the  children  of  Ephraim,  offered:    His  offering  was  one  49 
silver  dish,  the  weight  whereof  was  a  hundred  and  thirty 
shekels,  one  silver  bowl  of  seventy  shekels,  after  the  shekel 
of  holiness;  both  of  them  full  of  flour  mingled  with  oil,  for 
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an  oblation:  One  golden  spoon  of  ten  shekels,  full  of  incense:  50 
One  young-  bullock,  one  ram,  one  lamb  of  one  year,  for  a5l 
burnt  offering-:  One  kid  of  the  g-oats  for  a  sin  offering:  52 
And  for  a  sacrifice  of  the  feast  offerings,  two  of  the  herd, 53 
five  rams,  five  he-goats,  five  lambs  of  one  year.  This  was 
the  offering  of  Elishama,  the  son  of  Ammihud. 

On  the  eighth  day  offered  Gamaliel,  the  son  of  Pedahzur,  54 
prince  of  the  children  of  Manasseh:    His  offering  was  one  55 
silver  dish  of  a  hundred  and  thirty  shekels,  one  silver  bowl 
of  seventy  shekels,  after  the  shekel  of  holiness;  both  of  them 
full  of  flour  mingled  with  oil,  for  an  oblation:    One  golden 56 
spoon  of  ten  shekels,  full  of  incense:    One  young  bullock, 57 
one  ram,  one  lamb  of  one  year,  for  a  burnt  offering:    One 58 
kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering:    And  for  a  sacrifice  of 59 
the  feast  offerings,  two  of  the  herd,  five  rams,  five  he-goats, 
five  lambs  of  one  year.    This  was  the  offering  of  Gamaliel^ 
the  son  of  Pedahzur. 

On  the  ninth  day  Abidan,  the  son  of  Gideoni,  prince  of  60 
the  children   of  Benjamin,  offered:    His   offering  was  one 61 
silver  dish,  the  weight  whereof  was  a  hundred  and  thirty 
shekels,  one  silver  bowl  of  seventy  shekels,  after  the  shekel 
of  holiness;  both  of  them  full  of  flour  mingled  with  oil,  for 
an  oblation:    One  golden  spoon  of  ten  shekels,  full  of  incense:  62 
One  young  bullock,  one  ram,  one  lamb  of  one  year,  for  a 63 
burnt  offering:    One  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering: 64 
And  for  a  sacrifice  of  the  feast  offerings,  two  of  the  herd,  65 
five  rams,  five  he-goats,  five  lambs  of  one  year.    This  tvas 
the  offering  of  Abidan,  the  son  of  Gideoni. 
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On  the  tenth  day  Ahiezer,  the  son  of  Aminishaddai ,  prince  66 
of  the  children  of  Dan,  offered:    His  offering*  was  one  silver  67 
dish,  the  weight  whereof  was  a  hundred  and  thirty  shekels, 
one  silver  bowl  of  seventy  shekels,  after  the  shekel  of  holiness; 
both  of  them  full  of  flour  mingled  with  oil,  for  an  oblation: 

68 

One  golden  spoon  of  ten  shekels,  full  of  incense:    One  young-  ^ 
bullock,  one  ram,  one  lamb  of  the  first  year,  for  a  burnt 
offering-:    One  kid  of  the  g-oats  for  a  sin  offering-:    And  for  7® 
a  sacrifice  of  the  feast  offerings,  two  of  the  herd,  five  rams, 
five  he-goats,  five  Iambs  of  one  year.    This  was  the  offering 
of  Ahiezer,  the  son  of  Ammishaddai. 

On  the  eleventh  day  Pagiel,  the  son  of  Ocran,  prince  of  72 
the  children  of  Asher,  offered:    His  offering*  ivas  one  silver  73 
dish,  the  weight  whereof  was  a  hundred  and  thirty  shekels, 
one  silver  bowl  of  seventy  shekels,  after  the  shekel  of  ho- 
liness; both  of  them  full  of  flour  mingled  with  oil,  for  an 
oblation.    One  golden  spoon  of  ten  shekels,  full  of  incense :  74 
One  young  bullock,  one  ram,  one  lamb  of  one  year,  for  a  75 
burnt  offering:    One  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering:  76 
And  for  a  sacrifice  of  the  feast  offerings,  two  of  the  herd,  77 
five  rams,  five  he-goats,  five  lambs  of  one  year.    This  ivas 
the  offering  of  Pagiel,  the  son  of  Ocran. 

On  the  twelfth  day  Ahira,  the  son  of  Enan,  prince  of  the  78 
children  of  Naphtali,  offered:    His  offering  was  one  silver 79 
dish,  the  weight  whereof  ivas  a  hundred  and  thirty  shekels, 
one  silver  bowl  of  seventy  shekels,  after  the  shekel  of  holiness, 
both  of  them  full  of  flour  mingled  with  oil,  for  an  oblation: 

80 

One  golden  spoon  of  ten  shekels,  full  of  incense:    One  young 81 
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bullock,  one  rani,  one  lamb  of  one  year,  for  a  burnt  offering": 
One  kid  of  the  groats  for  a  sin  offering*:    And  for  a  sacrifice ^~ 
of  the  feast  offering's ,  two  of  the  herd ,  five  ranis ,  five  he- 
goats,  five  lambs  of  one  year:  this  ivas  the  offering-  of 
Ahira,  the  son  of  Enan. 

This  was  the  dedication  of  the  altar  in  the  day  when  it  84 
was  anointed,  by  the  princes  of  Israel:  twelve  dishes  of 
silver,  twelve  silver  bowls,  twelve  spoons  of  gold:    Each 85 
dish  of  silver  weighing  a  hundred  and  thirty  shekels,  each 
bowl  seventy :  all  the  silver  vessels  weighed  two  thousand 
and  four  hundred  shekels,  after  the  shekel  of  holiness :    The  86 
golden  spoons  were  twelve,  full  of  incense,  tveighing  ten 
shekels  apiece ,  after  the  shekel  of  holiness :  all  the  gold  of 
the  spoons  tvas  a  hundred  and  twenty  shekels.    All  of  the  87 
herd  for  the  burnt  offering  were  twelve  bullocks,  the  rams 
twelve ,  the  lambs  of  one  year  twelve ,  with  their  oblations  : 
and  the  kids  of  the  goats  for  sin  offering,  twelve.    And  all 88 
of  the  herd  for  the  sacrifice  of  the  feast  offerings  were  twenty 
and  four  bullocks,  the  rams  sixty,  the  he-goats  sixty,  the 
lambs  of  one  year  sixty.    This  was  the  dedication  of  the 
altar,  after  that  it  was  anointed.    And  when  Moses  had  come  89 
into  the  appointed  tent  to  speak  with  him,  then  he  heard 
the  voice  speaking  to  him  from  off  the  covering  that  was 
upon  the  ark  of  testimony,  from  between  the  two  cherubim: 
and  he  spake  to  him.  3 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,  Speak  to  Aaron,  * 
and  say  to  him ,  When  thou  lightest  the  lamps ,  the  seven  ~ 
lamps  shall  give  light  over  against  the  face  of  the  candelabrum. 
And  Aaron  did  so :  he  lighted  the  lamps  thereof  over  against  3 
the  face  of  the  candelabrum,  as  the  Eternal  commanded 
Moses.  And  this  was  the  work  of  the  candelabrum ;  it  tvas  4 
4  Vol.  IV. 
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of  beaten  gold,  unto  the  shaft  thereof,  to  the  flowers  thereof, 
it  was  beaten  work :  according-  to  the  pattern  which  the 
Eternal  had  shewed  Moses,  so  he  made  the  candelabrum. 

5 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying-,    Take  the  Levites  5 
from  among-  the  children  of  Israel,  and  cleanse  them.    And  7 
thus  shalt  thou  do  to  them,  to  cleanse  them:  Sprinkle  water 
of  purifying-  upon  them,  and  let  them  pass  a  razor  over  all 
their  flesh,  and  let  them  wash  their  garments,  and  so  make 
themselves  clean.    Then  let  them  take  a  young  bullock  with  8 
its  oblation,  even  flour  mingled  with  oil,  and  a  second  young 
bullock  shalt  thou  take  for  a  sin  offering.    And  thou  shalt  9 
bring  the  Levites  before  the  appointed  tent:  and  thou  shalt 
assemble  the  whole  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel: 
And  thou  shalt  bring  the  Levites  before  the  Eternal;  and  10 
the  children  of  Israel  shall  lay  their  hands  upon  the  Levites : 
And  Aaron  shall  offer  the  Levites  before  the  Eternal  for  an  1 1 
offering  of  the  children  of  Israel,  that  they  may  serve  the 
service  of  the  Eternal.    And  the  Levites  shall  lay  their  hands  12 
upon  the  heads  of  the  bullocks:  and  thou  shalt  offer  the 
one  for  a  sin  offering,  and  the  other  for  a  burnt  offering, 
to  the  Eternal,  to  make  an  expiation  for  the  Levites.    And  13 
thou  shalt  present  the  Levites  before  Aaron,  and  before  his 
sons,  and  offer  them  for  an  offering  to  the  Eternal.    Thus  14 
shalt  thou  separate  the  Levites  from  among  the  children  of 
Israel:  and  the  Levites  shall  be  mine.    And  after  that  shall  15 
the  Levites  go  in  to  do  the  service  of  the  appointed  tent  : 
and  thou  shalt  cleanse  them,  and  offer  them  for  an  offering. 
For  they  are  wholly  given  to  me  from  among  the  children  16 
of  Israel;  instead  of  the  first  offspring  of  every  womb,  even 
instead  of  the  firstborn  of  all  the  children  of  Israel,  have 
I  taken  them  to  me.    For  all  the  firstborn  of  the  children  1 7 
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of  Israel  are  mine,  both  man  and  beast:   on  the  day  that  I 
smote  every  firstborn  in  the  land  of  Egypt  I  sanctified  them 
for  myself.    And  I  have  taken  the  Levites  for  all  the  first-  1 8 
born  of  the  children  of  Israel.    And  I  have  given  the  Levites  19 
as  a  gift  to  Aaron  and  to  his  sons  from  among  the  children 
of  Israel,  to  do  the  service  of  the  children  of  Israel  in  the 
appointed  tent,  and  to  make  an  expiation  for  the  children 
of  Israel:  that  there  be  no  plague  among  the  children  of 
Israel,  when  the  children  of  Israel  come  nigh  to  the  sanctuary. 
And  Moses,   and  Aaron,  and  all  the  congregation  of  the  20 
children  of  Israel,  did  to  the  Levites  according  to  all  that 
the  Eternal  commanded  Moses  concerning  the  Levites,  so  did 
the  children  of  Israel  to  them.    And  the  Levites  purified  21 
themselves,  and  they  washed  their  garments;   and  Aaron 
offered  them  as  an  offering  before  the  Eternal;   and  Aaron 
made  an  expiation  for  them  to  cleanse  them.    And  after  that  22 
came  the  Levites  in  to  do  their  service  in  the  appointed 
tent  before  Aaron,  and  before  his  sons:  as  the  Eternal  had 
commanded  Moses  concerning  the  Levites,  so  did  they  to 
ihem.    And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    This  is^ 
touching  the  Levites :  from  twenty  and  five  years  old  and  ^4 
upwards  they  shall  come  to  wait  upon  the  service  of  the 
appointed  tent:   And  from  the  age  of  fifty  years  they  shall  25 
cease  waiting  upon  the  service  thereof,  and  shall  serve  no 
more:    But  shall  minister  to  their  brethren  in  the  appointed 26 
tent,  to  keep  the  charge,  and  shall  do  no  service.  Thus 
shalt  thou  do  to  the  Levites  touching  their  charge. 

9 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  in  the  wilderness  of  | 
Sinai,  in  the  first  month  of  the  second  year  after  they  were 
gone  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  saying,    Let  the  children  of  2 
Israel  also  bring  the  passover  lamb  at  its  appointed  season. 
In  the  fourteenth  day  of  this  month,  at  even,  ye  shall  brings 
it  in  its  appointed  season:  according  to  all  the  ordinances 
of  it,  and  according  to  all  the  manner  thereof,  shall  ye  bring 
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it.    And  Moses  spake  to  the  children  of  Israel,  that  they  4 
should  bring-   the   passover   lamb.    And  they  brought  the  5 
passover  lamb  on  the  fourteenth  day  of  the  first  month,  at 
even,  in  the  wilderness  of  Sinai,  according*  to  all  that  the  Eternal 
commanded  Moses,  so  did  the  children  of  Israel.    And  there  6 
were  men  who  were  unclean  by  the  dead  body  of  a  man, 
that  they  could  not  bring  the  passover  lamb  on  that  day : 
and  they  came  before  Moses  and  before  Aaron  on  that  day: 
And  those  men  said  to  him ,    We  are  unclean  by  the  dead  7 
body  of  a  man:    wherefore  are  we  kept  back,  that  we  may 
not  olfer  an  offering-  of  the  Eternal  in  its  appointed  season 
among  the  children  of  Israel  ?    And  Moses  said  to  them,  $ 
Stand  still;  and  I  will  hear  what  the  Eternal  will  command 
concerning  you. 

9 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Speak  to  thejQ 
children  of  Israel,  saying,   If  any  man  of  you  or  of  your 
generations  shall  be  unclean  by  a  dead  body,  or  be  on  a 
distant  way;  yet  he  shall  bring  the  passover  lamb  to  the 
Eternal.    The  fourteenth  day  of  the  second  month  at  even  1 1 
they  shall  bring  it,  and  eat  it  with  unleavened  bread  and 
bitter  herbs.    They  shall  leave  none  of  it  to  the  morning,  12 
nor  break  any  bone  of  it :  according  to  all  the  ordinances 
of  the  passover  they  shall  bring  it.    But  the  man  that  is  13 
clean,  and  is  not  on  a  journey,  and  forbeareth  to  bring  the 
passover  lamb,  even  the  same  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  his 
peoples:  because  he  offered  not  the  offering  of  the  Eternal 
in  its  appointed  season,  that  man  shall  bear  his  sin.    And  14 
if  a  stranger  shall  sojourn  among  you,  and  will  bring  the 
passover  lamb   to  the  Eternal;  according  to  the  ordinance 
of  the  passover,  and  according  to  the  manner  thereof,  so  shall 
he  do:  ye  shall  have  one  ordinance,  both  for  the  stranger, 
and  for  the  native  of  the  land.    And  on  the  day  that  the  15 
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dwelling"  was  raised  up,  the  cloud  covered  the  dwelling-,  na- 
mely, the  tent  of  the  testimony:  and  at  even  there  was  upon 
the  dwelling-  as  it  were  the  appearance  of  fire,  until  the 
morning:.    So  it  was  always:  the  cloud  covered  it  by  day,\b 
and  the  appearance  of  fire  by  night.    And  when  the  cloud  17 
was  taken  up  from  the  dwelling-,  then  after  that  the  children 
of  Israel  journeyed:  and  in  the  place  where  the  cloud  abode, 
there  the  children  of  Israel  encamped.    At  the  commandment  18 
of  the  Eternal  the  children  of  Israel  journeyed,  and  at  the 
commandment  of  the  Eternal  they  encamped:  as  long-  as  the 
cloud  abode  upon  the   dwelling-   they   remained  encamped. 
And  when  the  cloud  tarried  long-  upon  the  dwelling-  many  19 
days,  then  the  children  of  Israel  kept  the  charg-e  of  the 
Eternal  and  journeyed  not.    And  so  it  was,  when  the  cloud  20 
was  a  few  days  upon  the  dwelling-,  according  to  the  com- 
mandment of  the  Eternal  they  encamped,  and  according  to 
the  commandment   of  the  Eternal   they  journeyed.    And  it  21 
was,  that  the  cloud  abode  from  even  to  the  morning,  and 
when  the  cloud  was  taken  up  in  the  morning,  then  they 
journeyed;   or  a  day  or  a  night  when  the  cloud  was  taken 
up,  they  journeyed;    Or  two  days,  or  a  month,  or  a  year,  22 
when  the  cloud  tarried  upon  the  dwelling,  remaining  thereon, 
the  children  of  Israel  encamped  and  journeyed  not :  but  when 
it  was  taken  up,  they  journeyed.    At  the  commandment  of 23 
the  Eternal  they  encamped,  and  at  the  commandment  of  the 
Eternal  they  journeyed:  they  kept  the  charge  of  the  Eternal, 
at  the  commandment  of  the  Eternal  by  the  hand  of  Moses.  10 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Make  thee  two9 
trumpets  of  silver :  of  beaten  work  shalt  thou  make  them, 
that  thou  mayst  use  them  for  the  calling  of  the  congregation, 
and  for  the  journeying  of  the  camps.    And  when  they  shall  3 
blow  with  them,  all  the  congregation  shall  meet  thee  at  the 
entrance  of  the  appointed  tent.    And  if  they  blow  bid  with  4 
one  trumpet,  then  the  princes,  who  are  heads  of  the  thou- 
sands of  Israel,  shall  meet  thee.    When  ye  blow  an  alarm,  5 
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then  the  camps  that  are  encamped  eastward ,  shall  go  forward. 
When  ye  blow  an  alarm  the  second  time,  then  the  camps  6 
that  are  encamped  southward  shall  take  their  journey  :  they 
shall  blow  an  alarm    for  their  journeys.     But  when  the  7 
congregation  is  to  be  gathered  tog-ether,  ye  shall  blow,  but 
ye  shall  not  sound  an  alarm.    And  the  sons  of  Aaron ,  the  8 
priests,  shall  blow  with  the  trumpets;  and  they  shall  be  to 
you  for  an  ordinance  for  ever  throughout  your  generations. 
And  if  you  go  to  war  in  your  land  against  the  adversary  9 
that  oppresseth  you,  then  ye  shall  blow  an  alarm  with  the 
trumpets;  and  ye  shall  be  remembered  before  the  Eternal 
your  God,  and  ye  shall  be  saved  from  your  enemies.    Also  10 
in  the  day  of  your  joy,  and  in  your  appointed  seasons,  and 
in  the  beginnings  of  your  months,  ye  shall  blow  with  the 
trumpets  over  your  burnt  offerings,  and  over  the  sacrifices 
of  your  feast  offerings;  that  they  may  be  to  you  for  a 
memorial  before  your  God:  I  am  the  Eternal  your  God. 

And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  twentieth  day  of  the  second  1 1 
month,  in  the  second  year,  that  the  cloud  was  taken  up  from 
off  the  dwelling  of  the  testimony.    And  the  children  of  Israelis 
journeyed  on  their  journeys  out  of  the  wilderness  of  Sinai; 
and  the  cloud  rested  in  the  wilderness  of  Paran.    And  they  13 
first  journeyed  according  to  the  commandment  of  the  Eternal 
by  the  hand  of  Moses.    In  the  first  place  went  the  standard  1 4 
of  the  camp  of  the  children  of  Judah  according  to  their 
hosts:  and  over  his  host  was  Nahshon  the  son  of  Aminadab. 
And  over  the  host  of  the  tribe  of  Issachar  was  Nethaneell5 
the  son  of  Zuar.    And  over  the  host  of  the  tribe  of  the  16 
children  of  Zebulun  was  Eliab  the  son  of  Helon.    And  the  17 
dwelling  was  taken  down;  and  the  sons  of  Gershon  and  the 
sons  of  Merari  journeyed  bearing  the  dwelling.    And  the  18 
standard  of  the  camp  of  Reuben  journeyed  according  to  their 
hosts :  and  over  his  host  tvas  Elizur  the  son  of  Shedeur. 
And  over  the  host  of  the  tribe  of  the  children  of  Simeon  19 
was  Shelumiel  the  son  of  Zurishaddai.    And  over  the  host  20 
of  the  tribe  of  the  children  of  Gad  tvas  Eliasaph  the  son  of 
Deuel.    And  the  Kohathites  journeyed  bearing  the  sanctuary:  21

and  the  others  did  raise  the  dwelling-  against  they  came. 
And  the  standard  of  the  camp  of  the  children  of  Ephraim  22 
journeyed  according*  to  their  hosts:  and  over  his  host  was 
Elishama  the  son  of  Ammihud.    And  over  the  host  of  the  23 
tribe  of  the  children  of  Manasseh  was  Gammaliel  the  son  of 
Pedhazur.    And  over  the  host  of  the  tribe  of  the  children  24 
of  Benjamin  was  Abidan  the  son  Gideoni.    And  the  standard  25 
of  the  camp  of  the  children  of  Dan  set  forward  which  was 
the  rereward  of  all  the  camps  throughout  their  hosts:  and 
over  his  host  was  Ahiezer  the  son  of  Ammishaddai.    And  26 
over  the  host  of  the  tribe  of  the  children  of  Asher  was 
Pagiel  the  son  of  Ocran.    And  over  the  host  of  the  tribe  27 
of  the  children  of  Naphtali  was  Ahira  the  son  of  Enan.  Thus  28 
were  the  journeying-s  of  the  children  of  Israel  according-  to 
their  hosts,   when  they  journeyed.    And  Moses  said  unto  29 
Hobab,  the  son  of  Rag-uel  the  Midianite,  Moses'  father-in-law. 
We  are  journeying-  to  the  place  of  which  the  Eternal  said, 
I  will  give  it  you:  come  thou  with  us,  and  we  will  do  thee 
g-ood:  for  the  Eternal  hath  spoken  good  concerning-  Israel. 
And  he  said  to  him,  I  will  not  g-o;  but  I  will  g-o  to  mine 30 
own  land,  and  to  my  kindred.    And  he  said,  Forsake  us  31 
not,  I  pray  thee:  forasmuch  as  thou  knowest  how  we  are  to 
encamp  in  the  wilderness,  and  thou  mayest  be  to  us  instead 
of  eyes.    And  it  shall  be,  if  thou  g-o  with  us,  yea,  it  shall 32 
be,  that  what  g-oodness  the  Eternal  shall  do  to  us,  the  same 
will  we  do  to  thee.    And  they  journeyed  from  the  mount  33 
of  the  Eternal  three  days'  journey:    and  the  ark  of  the 
covenant  of  the  Eternal  went  before  them  in  the  three  days' 
journey,  to  search  out  a  resting-  place  for  them.    And  the  34 
cloud   of  the  Eternal  tvas  upon  them  by  day,  when  they 
journeyed  out  of  the  camp.    And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  35 
ark  set  forward,  that  Moses  said,  Rise  up,  Eternal,  and  let 
thine  enemies  be  scattered,  and  let  them  that  hate  thee  flee 
before  thee.  And  when  it  rested,  he  said,  Return,  0  Eternal,  36 
to  the  myriads  of  thousands  of  Israel. 
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And  when  the  people  complained,  it  was  evil  in  the  eyes  1 
of  the  Eternal:  and  the  Eternal  heard  it;  and  his  anger 
was  kindled;   and  the  fire  of  the  Eternal  burnt  among  them, 
and  destroyed  them  that  were  in  the  extremity  of  the  camp. 
And  the  people  cried  to  Moses ;  and  when  Moses  prayed  to  2 
the  Eternal,  the  fire  sank  down.    And  he  called  the  name  3 
of  that  place  Taberah;  because  the  fire  of  the  Eternal  burnt 
among  them.    And  the  multitude  that  was  among  them  fell  4 
a  lusting:  and  the  children  of  Israel  also  wept  again,  and 
said,  Who  shall  give  us  flesh  to  eat?    We  remember  the  5 
fish  which  we  did  eat  in  Egypt  for  nothing;  the  cucumbers 
and  the  melons,  and  the  leeks,  and  the  onions,  and  the  garlic: 
But  now  our  soul  is  dried  away:  there  is  nothing  at  all,  saved 
that  our  eyes ,  are  on  this  manna ,    And  the  manna  was  as  7 
coriander  seed,  and  the  colour  thereof  as  the  colour  of  be- 
dolach.    And  the  people  went  about,  and  gathered  it,  and  8 
ground  it  with  mill-stones,  or  pounded  it  in  the  mortar,  and 
baked  it  in  pans,  and  made  hearth  cakes  of  it:  and  the  taste 
of  it  was  as  the  taste  of  fresh  oil.    And  when  the  dew  9 
came  down  upon  the  camp  in  the  night,  the  manna  fell  upon 
it.    Then  Moses  heard  the  people  weep  throughout  their  10 
families,  every  man  at  the  entrance  of  his  tent:  and  the 
anger  of  the  Eternal  was  kindled  greatly:   and  in  the  eyes 
of  Moses  it  was  also  evil.    And  Moses  said  to  the  Eternal,  1 1 
Wherefore  hast  thou  done  evil  to  thy  servant?  and  where- 
fore have  I  not  found  favour  in  thine  eyes,  that  thou  puttest 
the  burden  of  all  this  people  upon  me?  Have  I  conceived  12 
all  this  people?  have  I  born  them,  that  thou  shouldest  say 
to  me,  Carry  them  in  thy  bosom,  as  a  nursing  father  beareth 
the  suckling,  to  the  land  which  thou  swarest  to  their  father? 
Whence  should  I  have  flesh  to  give  to  all  this  people?  for  13 
they  weep  to  me,  saying,  Give  us  flesh,  that  we  may  eat. 
I  am  not  able  to  bear  all  this  people  alone,  because  it  is  a 
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too  heavy  for  me.    And  if  thou   do  thus  to  me ,  kill  me,  1 5 
]  pray  thee,  out  of  hand,  if  I  have  found  favour  in  thine 
eyes;  and  let  me  not  see  my  evil. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Gather  to  me  seventy  men  18 
of  the  elders  of  Israel,  whom  thou  knowest  to  be  the  elders 
of  the  people,  and  bailiffs  over  them;   and  bring-  them  to 
the  appointed  tent,  and  let  them  stand  there  with  thee.    And  17 
I  will  come  down  and  speak  with  thee  there:    and  I  will 
take  of  the  spirit  which  is  upon  thee,  and  will  put  it  upon 
them ;  and  they  shall  bear  the  burden  of  the  people  with 
thee,  that  thou  bear  it  not  thyself  alone.    And  say  thou  to  18 
the  people,  Sanctify  yourselves  against  to-morrow,  and  ye 
shall  eat  flesh:  for  ye  have  wept  in  the  ears  of  the  Eternal, 
saying",  Who  shall  give  us  flesh  to  eat  ?  for  it  was  well  with 
us  in  Egypt:  therefore  the  Eternal  will  give  you  flesh,  and 
ye  shall  eat.    Ye  shall  not  eat  one  day,  nor  two  days,  nor  19 
five  days,  neither  ten  days,  nor  twenty  days;    But  even  a 20 
whole  month,  until  it  come  out  at  your  nostrils,  and  it  be 
loathsome  to  you :  because  that  ye  have  despised  the  Eternal 
who  is  among  you,  and  have  wept  before  him,  saying, 
Wherefore  came  we  forth  out  of  Egypt?    And  Moses  said,  21 
The  people,  amongst  whom  I  am,  are  six  hundred  thousand 
footmen;  and  thou  hast  said,  I  will  give  them  flesh,  that 
they  may  eat  a  whole  month.    Shall  flocks  and  herds  be  22 
slain  for  them,  to  suffice  them?  or  shall  all  the  fish  of  the 
sea  be  gathered  together  for  them,  to  suffice  them?    And  23 
the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Is  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  waxed 
short?  thou  shalt  see  now  whether  my  word  shall  come  to 
pass  to  thee  or  not.    And  Moses  went  out,  and  told  the 24 
people  the  words  of  the  Eternal,  and  gathered  the  seventy 
men  of  the  elders  of  the  people,  and  set  them  round  about 
5  Vol.  IV. 
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the  tent.   And  the  Eternal  came  down  in  a  cloud ,  and  spake  25 
to  him,  and  look  of  the  spirit  that  was  upon  him,  and  gave 
it  to  the  seventy  elders:   and  it  came  to  pass,  that,  when 
the  spirit  rested  upon  them,  they  prophesied,  bud  did  not 
continue.    But  there  remained  two  of  the  men  in  the  camp,  26 
the  name  of  the  one  was  Eldad,  and  the  name  of  the  other 
Medad:  and  the  spirit  rested  upon  them;  and  they  were  of 
them  that  were  written ,  but  went  not  out  to  the  tent :  and 
they  prophesied  in  the  camp.    And  there  ran  the  lad,  and  27 
told  Moses,  and  said,   Eldad  and  Medad  do  prophesy  in  the 
Camp.    And  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  the  minister  of  Moses,  28 
from  his  youth,  answered  and  said,  My  lord  Moses,  forbid 
them.    And  Moses  said  to  him,  Enviest  thou  for  my  sake?  29 
Would  God  that  all  the  people  of  the  Eternal  were  prophets, 
and  that  the  Eternal  would  give  his  spirit  to  them !    And  30 
Moses  gat  him  into  the  camp ,  he  and  the  elders  of  Israel. 
And  there  went  forth  a  wind  from  the  Eternal,  and  brought 31 
quails  from  the  sea,  and  let  them  fall  by  the  camp,  about 
a  day's  journey  on  this  side,  and  about  a  day's  journey  on 
the  other  side,  round  about  the  camp,  about  two  cubits  high 
upon  the  face  of  the  earth.   And  the  people  rose  all  that  32 
day,  and  all  that  night,  and  all  the  next  day,  and  they 
gathered  the  quails:  he  that  gathered  least  gathered  ten 
homers:  and  they  spread  them  all  abroad  for  themselves 
round  about  the  camp.    And  while  the  flesh  was  yet  between  33 
their  teeth,  ere  it  was  chewed,  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal 
was  kindled  against  the  people,  and  the  Eternal  smote  the 
people  with  a  very  great  slaughter.    And  he  called  the  name  34 
of  that  place  Kibroth-hattaavah :  because  there  they  buried 
the    people   that  lusted.    And  the   people  journeyed  from  35 
Kibroth-hattaavah  to  Hazeroth;  and  abode  at  Hazeroth. 

And  Miriam  and  Aaron  spake  against  Moses  because  of  | 
the  Cushite  woman,  whom  he  had  married:  for  he  had 
married  a  Cushite  woman.    And  they  said,  Hath  the  Eternal 
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indeed  spoken  only  by  Moses  ?  hath  he  not  spoken  also  by 
us  ?  And  the  Eternal  heard  it    Now  the  man  Moses  was  3 
very  meek,  above  all  the  men  who  were  upon  the  face  of 
the  earth.    And  the  Eternal  spake  suddenly  to  Moses,  and  4 
to  Aaron,  and  to  Miriam,  Go  out  ye  three  to  the  appointed 
tent.    And  they  three  went  out.    And  the  Eternal  came  down  5 
in  the  pillar  of  the  cloud,  and  stood  in  the  entrance  of  the 
dwelling-,  and  called  Aaron  and  Miriam:  and  they  both  went 
forth.    And  he  said,  Hear  now  my  words:   If  there  be  a  6 
prophet  among*  you,  /  the  Eternal  will  make  myself  known 
to  him  in  a  vision ,  and  will  speak  to  him  in  a  dream.   My  7 
servant  Moses  is  not  so,  who  is  faithful  in  all  my  house. 
With  him  will  I  speak  mouth  to  mouth ,  in  a  plain  vision,  8 
and  not  in  riddles ;  and  the  similitude  of  the  Eternal  shall 
he  behold;  why  then  were  ye  not  afraid  to  speak  ag-ainst 
my  servant  Moses  ?    And  the  wrath  of  the  Eternal  was  9 
kindled  against  them;  and  he  went  away.    And  the  cloud  10 
departed  from    off  the  tent;   and,  behold,  Miriam  became 
leprous,  white  as  snow:  and  Aaron  turned  towards  Miriam, 
and,  behold,  she  was  leprous.    And  Aaron  said  to  Moses.  11 
Alas,  my  lord,  I  beseech  thee,  lay  not  the  sin  upon  us, 
wherein  we  have  done  foolishly,  and  wherein  we  have  sinned. 
Let  her  not  be  as  one  dead,  of  whom  the  flesh  is  half  12 
consumed  when  he  cometh  out  of  his  mother's  womb.    And  13 
Moses  cried  to  the  Eternal,  saying-,  Heal  her  now,    0  God, 
I  beseech  thee. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  If  her  father  had  but  spit  14 
in  her  face,  should  she  not  be  ashamed  seven  days?  Let 
her  be  shut  out  from  the  camp  seven  days,  and  after  that 
let  her  be  gathered  in  again.    And  Miriam  was  shut  out  15 
from  the  camp  seven  days:   and  the  people  journeyed  not 
till  Miriam  was  brought  in  again.    And  afterwards  the  people  16 
journeyed  from  Hazeroth,  and  encamped  in  the  wilderness 
of  Paran. 
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And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying",    Send  thou  men,  1 

that  they  may  search  the  land  of  Canaan,  which  I  give  to 

(he  children  of  Israel:  of  every  tribe  of  their  fathers  shall 

ye  send  a  man ,  every  one  a  prince  among-  them.    And  Moses  3 

by  the  commandment  of  the  Eternal  sent  them  from  the 

wilderness  of  Paran:  all  those  men  were  heads  of  the  children 

of  Israel.    And  these  were  their  names :    Of  the  tribe  of  4 

Reuben ,  Shammua  the  son  of  Zaccur.    Of  the  tribe  of  Simeon  5 

Shaphat  the  son  of  Hori.    Of  the  tribe  of  Judah,  Caleb  the  6 

son  of  Jephunneh.    Of  the  tribe  of  Issachar ,  Igal  the  son  7 

of  Joseph.    Of  the  tribe  of  Ephraim,  Hoshea,  the  son  of  8 

Nun.    Of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin,  Palti  the  son  of  Raphu.  9 

Of  the  tribe  of  Zebulun,  Gaddiel  the  son  of  Sodi.   Of  the10 

11 

tribe  of  Joseph,  namely,  of  the  tribe  of  Manasseh,  Gaddi  the 
son  of  Susi.    Of  the  tribe  of  Dan,  Ammiel  the  son  of  Gemalli.  12 
Of  the  tribe  of  Asher,  Sethur  the  son  of  Michael.    Of  the  {4 
tribe  of  Naphtali,  Nahbi  the  son  of  Vophsi.    Of  the  tribe  15 
of  Gad,   Geuel  the  son  of  Machi.    These  are  the  names  of  16 
the  men  whom  Moses  sent  to  search  the  land.    And  Moses 
called  Hoshea  the  son  of  Nun,  Joshua.   And  Moses  sent  them  17 
to  search  the  land  of  Canaan,  and  said  unto  them,  Go  up 
this  way  southward,  and  go  up  into  the  mountain:    And  see  18 
the  land,  what  it  is;  and  the  people  that  abideth  therein, 
whether  they  are  strong  or  weak ,  few  or  many ;   And  what  1 Q 
the  land  is  that  they  abide  in ,  whether  it  is  good  or  bad : 
and  what  cities  they  are  that  they  dwell  in,  whether  in  camps, 
or  in  strongholds;    And  what  the  land  is,  whether  it  is  fat  20 
or  lean,  whether  there  are  trees  therein  or  not:   and  be  ye 
of  good  courage,  and  bring  of  the  fruit  of  the  land.  Now 
the  days  were  the  days  of  the  firstlings  of  the  grapes.  S021 
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they  went  up  and  searched  the  land,  from  the  wilderness  of 
Zin  to  Rehob ,  as  men  come  to  Hainath.    And  they  went  up  22 
by  the  south,  and  came  to  Hebron,  where  Ahiman,  Sheshai, 
and  Talmai,  the  children  of  Anak  were.    Now  Hebron  was 
built  seven  years  before  Zoan  in  Egypt.    And  they  came  to  23 
the  brook  of  Eshcol,  and  cut  down  from  thence  a  branch 
with  one  cluster  of  grapes,  and  they  bare  it  between  two 
upon  a  pole,  and  they  brought  of  the  pomegranates,  and  of 
the  figs.    The  place  was  called  the  brook  Eshcol,  because  24 
of  the  cluster  of  grapes  which  the  children  of  Israel  cut 
down  from  thence.    And  they  returned  from  searching  of  the  25 
land  at  the  end  of  forty  days.    And  they  went  and  came  to  26 
Moses,  and  to  Aaron,  and  to  all  the  congregation  of  the 
children  of  Israel,  to  the  wilderness  of  Paran,  to  Kadesh: 
and  brought  back  word  to  them,  and  to  all  the  congregation, 
and  shewed  them  the  fruit  of  the  land.    And  they  told  him,  27 
and  said,    We  came  to  the  land  whither  thou  sentest  us, 
and  surely  it  floweth  with  milk  and  honey;  and  this  is  the 
fruit  of  it.    Nevertheless  the  people  are  powerful  that  abide  28 
in  the  land ,  and  the  cities  are  fortified  and  very  great :  and, 
moreover,  we  saw  the  children  of  Anak  there.    The  Amale-29 
kides  abide  in  the  land  of  the  south;  and  the  Hittites,  and 
the  Jebusites,  and  the  Amorites,  abide  in  the  mountains ;  and 
the  Canaanites  abide  by  the ~  sea,  and  by  the  coast  of  the 
Jordan.    And  Caleb  stilled  the  people  concerning  Moses,  and  30 
said,  Let  us  go  up  at  once  and  possess  it;  for  we  are  well 
able  to  overcome  it.    But  the  men  that  went  up  with  him  31 
said,  We  are  not  able  to  go  up  against  the  people;  for  they 
are  stronger  than  we.    And  they  brought  up  an  evil  report  32 
of  the  land  which  they  had  searched  to  the  children  of  Israel, 
saying,  The  land ,  through  which  we  have  gone  to  search  it, 
is  a  land  that  eateth  up  the  inhabitants  thereof;  and  all  the 
people  that  we  saw  in  it  are  men  of  a  great  stature.    And  33 
there  we  saw  the  giants,  the  sons  of  Anak,  who  come  of  the 
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giants;  and  we  were  in  our  own  eyes  as  grasshoppers,  and 
so  we  must  have  been  in  their  eyes. 

,  14 

And  all  the  congregation  lifted  up ,  and  raised  their  voice ;  \ 
and  the  people  wept  that  night.    And  all  the  children  of  2 
Israel  murmured  against  Moses  and  against  Aaron:  and  the 
whole  congregation  said  to  them,  Would  God  that  we  had 
died  in  the  land  of  Egypt !   or  would  God  we  had  died  in 
this  wilderness!    And  wherefore  hath  the  Eternal  brought 3 
us  to  this  land,  to  fall  by  the  sword,  that  our  wives  and 
our  little  ones  should  be  a  prey  ?  were  it  not  better  for  us 
to  return  into  Egypt?    And  they  said  one  to  another,  Let 4 
us  make  a  captain,   and  let  us  return  into  Egypt.    Then 5 
Moses  and  Aaron  fell  on  their  faces  before  all  the  assembly 
of  the  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel.    And  Joshua  6 
the  son  of  Nun,  and  Caleb  the  son  of  Jephunneh,  who  were 
of  them  that  searched  the  land,  rent  their  garments:    And 7 
they  spake  to  all  the  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel, 
saying,  The  land,  which  we  passed  through  to  search  it,  is 
an  exceeding  good  land.    If  the  Eternal  delight  in  us,  then  8 
he  will  bring  us  into  this  land,  and  give  it  us;  a  land  which 
floweth  with  milk  and  honey.    Only  rebel  not  ye  against  the  9 
Eternal ;  neither  fear  ye  the  people  of  the  land ;  for  they 
are  bread  for  us  :  their  defence  is  departed  from  them,  and 
the  Eternal  is  with  us:  fear  them  not.    But  all  the  con- 10 
gregation  bade  stone  them  with  stones.    And  the  glory  of 
the  Eternal  appeared  in  the  appointed  tent,  before  the  children 
of  Israel. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses ,  How  long  will  this  people  1 1 
provoke  me?  and  how  long  will  it  be  ere  they  believe  me, 
for  all  the  signs  which  I  have  shewed  among  them  ?    I  will  1 2 
smite  them  with  the  pestilence,  and  disinherit  them,  and  will 
make  of  thee  a  greater  nation  and  mightier  than  they.  And  13 
Moses  said  to  the  Eternal,  When  the  Egyptians  shall  hear 
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it,  for  thou  broughtest  up  this  people  in  thy  strength  from 
among  them;    And  they  will  say  to  the  inhabitants  of  this  14 
land:  who  have  heard  that  thou,  Eternal,   art  among  this 
people;  that  thou,  Eternal,  art  seen  face  to  face;   and  that 
thy  cloud  standeth  over  them;   and  that  thou  goest  before 
them,  by  day  time  in  a  pillar  of  a  cloud,  and  in  a  pillar  of 
fire  by  night.    If  thou  shalt  put  to  death  all  this  people  as  15 
one  man,  then  the  nations  who  have  heard  the  fame  of  thee 
will  say  as  follows:    Because  of  the  inability  of  the  Eternal  16 
to  bring  this  people  into  the  land  which  he  sware  to  them, 
therefore  he  hath  slaughtered  them  in  the  wilderness.    And  17 
now,  I  beseech  thee,  let  the  strength  of  my  Lord  be  great, 
according  as   thou   hast   spoken,   saying,    The  Eternal  isiS 
long-suffering,  and  of  much  mercy,   forgiving  iniquity  and 
transgression,  and  by  no  means  clearing  the  guilty;  visiting 
the  iniquity  of  the  fathers  upon  the  children  unto  the  third 
and  fourth  generation.    Forgive,  I  beseech  thee,  the  iniquity  19 
of  this  people,  according  to  the  greatness  of  thy  mercy,  and 
as  thou  hast  borne  with  this  people  from  Egypt  even  until 
hither.    And  the  Eternal  said,  I  have  forgiven,  according  to  20 
thy  word:    But  as  truly  as  I  live,  and  as  all  the  earth  is  21 
filled  with  the  glory  of  the  Eternal ;    Because  all  the  men  who  22 
have  seen  my  glory ,  and  my  signs  which  I  showed  in  Egypt 
and  in  the  w  ilderness ,  and  have  tried  me  now  these  ten  times, 
and  have  not  hearkened  to  my  voice;    If  they  shall  see  the  23 
land  wrhich  I  sware  to  their  fathers,  .  .  .  none  of  them  that 
provoked  me  shall  see  it:    But  my  servant  Caleb ,  because  he  24 
had  another  spirit  with  him,  and  hath  followed  me  fully, 
him  will  I  bring  into  the  land  whereinto  he  went,  and  his 
seed  shall  possess  it  And  the  Amalekites  and  the  Canaanites  25 
abode  in  the  valley.    To-morrowr  turn  you,  and  journey  into 
the  wilderness  by  the  way  of  the  Red  Sea. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  and  to  Aaron,  saying,  26 
How  long  shall  I  bear  with  this  evil  congregation,  which 27 
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murmur  against  me  ?   I  have  heard  the  murmurings  of  the 
children  of  Israel ,  which  they  murmur  against  me.    Say  to  28 
them,  as  truly,  as  I  live,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal, 
as  ye  have  spoken  in  mine  ears,  so  will  I  do  to  you:   Your 29 
carcases  shall  fall  in  this  wilderness;  and  all  that  were  num- 
bered of  you,  according  to  your  whole  number,  from  twenty 
years  old  and  upwards,  who  have  murmured  against  me.    If 30 
ye  come  into  the  land  concerning  which  I  sware  to  make 
you  dwell  therein,  .  .  .  save  Caleb  the  son  of  Jephunneh, 
and  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun.    But  your  little  ones,  which  ye 31 
said  should  be  a  prey,  them  will  I  bring  in,  and  they  shall 
know  the  land  which  ye  have  despised.    But  as  for  you,  32 
your  carcases,  they  shall  fall  in  this  wilderness.    And  your 33 
children  shall  wander  in  the  wilderness  forty  years,  and  bear 
your  whoredoms,  until  your  carcases  be  wasted  in  the  wilder- 
ness.   After  the  number  of  the  days  in  which  ye  searched  34 
the  land,  even  forty  days,  each  day  for  a  year,  shall  ye  bear 
your  iniquities ,  even  forty  years ;  and  ye  shall  know^  my 
estrangement  from  you:  I  the  Eternal  have  said,  If  I  do  not 35 
this  to  all  this  evil  congregation,  that  are  convened  against 
me:  ...  in  this  wilderness  they  shall  be  consumed,  and 
there  they  shall  die.   And  the  men  whom  Moses  sent  to  36 
search  the  land,  who  returned,  and  made  all  the  congregation 
to  murmur  against  him,    by   bringing   up   an  evil  report 
upon  the  land,    Even  those  men,  that  did  bring  up  the 37 
evil  report  upon  the  land,   died  by  the  plague  before  the 
Eternal,   But  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  and  Caleb  the  son  38 
of  Jephunneh,  who  were  of  the  men  that  went  to  search 
the  land,  lived  still.   And  Moses  spake  these  words  to  all 39 
the  children  of  Israel :    and   the   people  mourned  greatly. 
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And  they  rose  up  early  in  the  morning-,  and  went  up  to  the  40 
top  of  the  mountain,  saying,  Lo,  we  are  here,  and  will  go 
up  to  the  place  which  the  Eternal  hath  promised:  for  we 
have  sinned.    And   Moses   said,    Wherefore  now   do  you  41 
transgress  the  commandment  of  the  Eternal  ?    but  it  shall 
not  prosper.    Go  not  up,  for  the  Eternal  is  not  among  you;  42 
that  ye  be  not  defeated   before   your   enemies.    For  the  43 
Amalekites  and  the  Canaanites  are  there  before  you,  and  ye 
shall  fall  by  the  sword:   because  ye  are  turned  away  from 
the  Eternal,   therefore  the  Eternal  will  not  be  with  you. 
But  they  presumed  to  go  up  to  the  mountain-top:  never- 44 
theless  the  ark  of  the  covenant  of  the  Eternal,  and  Moses 
departed  not  out  of  the  camp.    Then  the  Amalekites  came  45 
down,  and  the  Canaanites  who  abode  on  that  mountain,  and 
smote  them,  and  completely  discomfited  them,  even  to  Hormah.  j~ 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Speak  to  the1 
children  of  Israel ,  and  say  to  them ,  When  ye  are  come  into  2 
the  land  of  your  habitations,  which  I  give  to  you,    And 3 
will  make  a  fire  offering  to  the  Eternal ,  a  burnt  offering, 
or  a  sacrifice  to  distinguish  yourselves  by  a  vow.  or  by  a 
free-will  offering,  or  in  your  appointed  seasons,  to  make  a 
pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal,  of  the  herd,  or  of  the  flock; 
Then  shall  he  that  offereth  his  offering  to  the  Eternal  bring  4 
an  oblation  of  a  tenth  deal  of  flour,  mingled  with  the  fourth 
part  of  a  hin  of  oil.    And  the  fourth  part  of  a  hin  of  wine  5 
for  a  drink  offering  shalt  thou  prepare,   with   the  burnt 
offering  or  sacrifice,  for  one  lamb.    Or  for  a  ram,  thou  6 
shalt  prepare  for  an  oblation  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  mingled 
with  the  third  part  of  a  hin  of  oil.    And  for  a  drink  7 
offering  thou  shalt  offer  the  third  part  of  a  hin  of  wine, 
for   a  pleasing   odour   to   the  Eternal ;    And  when  thou  8 
preparest  a  bullock  for  a  burnt  offering,  or  for  a  sacrifice 
in  distinguishing  thyself  by  a  vow,  or  feast  offerings  to  the 
Eternal ;    Then  shall  he  bring  with  the  bullock  an  oblation  9 
of  three  tenth  deals  of  flour  mingled  with  half  a  hin  of  oil. 
And  thou  shalt  bring  for  a  drink  offering  half  a  hin  of  10 
6  Vol.  IV. 
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wine,  for  a  fire  offering:'  of  a  pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal. 
Thus  shall  it  be  done  for  one  of  the  herd,  or  for  one  ram,  n 
or  for  one   of  the  flock,  be  it  of  the  lambs  or  goats. 
According  to  the  number  that  ye  shall  prepare,    so  shall  ye  J 2 
do  to  every  one,  according  to  their  number.    Every  native  13 
shall  thus  do  these  things  in  offering  a  fire  offering  of  a 
pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal.    And  if  a  stranger  sojourn  14 
with  you,  or  whosoever  be  among  you  in  your  generations, 
and  will  offer  a  fire  offering  of  a  pleasing  odour  to  the 
Eternal;  as  ye  do,  so  he  shall  do.    One  ordinance  shall  bel§ 
both  for  you  of  the  assembly,  and  also  for  the  stranger  that 
sojourneth  with  you,  an  ordinance  for  ever  in  your  genera- 
tions :   as  ye  are  so  shall  the  stranger  be  before  the  Eternal. 
One  law  and  one  manner  shall  be  for  you,   and  for  the  15 
stranger  that  sojourneth  with  you. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Speak  to  the1' 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them,  When  ye  come  into  the*** 
land  whither  I  bring  you;    Then  it  shall  be,  that,  when  yeig 
eat  of  the  bread  of  the  land,  ye  shall  heave  an  offering  to 
the  Eternal.    Ye  shall  heave  a  cake  of  the  first  of  your  20 
dough  for  a  heave  offering :  as  ye  do  the  heave  offering  of 
the  threshing-floor,  so  shall  ye  heave  it.    Of  the  first  of21 
your  dough  ye  shall  give  to  the  Eternal  a  heave  offering  in 
your  generations.    And  if  ye  have  erred,  and  not  done  all  22 
these  commandments  which  the  Eternal  hath  spoken  to  Moses, 
Even  all  that  the  Eternal  hath  commanded  you  by  the  hand  23 
of  Moses,  from  the  day  that  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses, 
and  henceforward  among  your  generations;    Then  it  shall  24 
be,  if  ought  be  done  by  error,  hidden  from  the  eyes  of  the 
congregation,  that  all  the  congregation  shall  offer  one  young 
bullock  for  a  burnt-offering,  for  a  pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal, 
with  its  oblation,  and  its  drink  offering,  according  to  the 
manner,  and  one  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering.    And 25 
the  priest  shall  make  an  expiation  for  all  tbe  congregation 
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of  the  children  of  Israel,  and  it  shall  be  pardoned  them; 
for  it  is  an  error:    and  they  shall  bring*    their  offering, 
a  fire  offering-  to  the  Eternal,  and  their  sin  offering-  before 
the  Eternal,  for  their  error:    And  it  shall  be  pardoned  all 26 
the  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel,  and  the  stranger 
that  sojourneth  among-  them;  all  the  people  were  in  error. 
And  if  any  soul  sin  through  error,  then  he  shall  bring  a 27 
she-goat  of  one  year  for  a  sin  offering.    And  the  priest  28 
shall  make  an  expiation  for  the  erring  soul  when  he  sinneth 
through  error  before  the  Eternal,  to  make  an  expiation  for 
him;  and  it  shall  be  pardoned  him.    You  shall  have  one 29 
law  for  him  that  sinneth  through  error,  both  for  the  native 
amongst  the  children  of  Israel,  and  for  the  stranger  that 
sojourneth  among  them.    But  the  soul  that  doeth  ought  with  30 
a  high  hand,  whether  he  he  a  native  in  the  land,  or  a 
stranger,  the  same  revileth  the  Eternal;  and  that  soul  shall 
be  cut  off  from  among  his  people.    Because  he  hath  despised  31 
the  word  of  the  Eternal,   and  hath  made  void  his  com- 
mandment, that  soul  shall  utterly  be  cut  off;  his  iniquity 
shall  be  upon  him. 

And  while  the  children  of  Israel  were  in  the  wilderness,  32 
they  found  a  man  that  picked  up  wood  upon  the  sabbath 
day.    And  they  that  found  him  picking  up  wood  brought  33 
him  to  Moses  and   Aaron,    and  to  all  the  congregation: 
And  they  put  him  in  ward,  because  it  was  not  explained  34 
what  should  be  done  to  him.    And  the  Eternal  said  to  35 
Moses,   The  man  shall  be  surely  put  to  death:  all  the  con- 
gregation shall  stone  him  with  stones  without  the  camp. 
And  all  the  congregation  brought  him  without  the  camp,  35 
and  stoned  him  with  stones,  and  he  died;  as  the  Eternal 
commanded  Moses. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  unto  Moses,  saying,  Speak  to  the37 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them  that  they  make  them  a  ^ 
fringe  in  the  borders  of  their  garments,   throughout  their 
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generations .   and  that  they   put  upon  the   fringes  of  the 
borders  a  thread    of  blue  purple:     And  it  shall  be  unto  39 
you  for  a  fringe,  that  ye  may  see  it,  and  remember  all  the 
commandments  of  the  Eternal,  and  do  them:  and  that  ye 
search  not  after  your  own  heart,  and  your  own  eyes,  after 
which  ye  use  to  go  a  whoring:    That  ye  may  remember,  40 
and  do  all  my  commandments,  and  be  holy  to  your  God. 
I  am  the  Eternal  your  God,  who  brought  you  out  of  the 41 
land  of  Egypt,  to  be  your  God:   I  am  the  Eternal  your  God. 

Now  Korah  the  son  of  Izhar,  the  son  of  Kohath,  the  \ 
son  of  Levi,   and  Dathan  and  Abiram  the  sons  of  Eliab, 
and  On  the  sou  of  Peleth,  sons  of  Reuben,  presumed:    And  2 
they  rose  up  before  Moses,   and  certain  men  of  the  children 
of  Israel ,  two  hundred  and  fifty  princes  of  the  congregation 
called  into  the  assembly  men  of  renown:    And  they  were 3 
assembled  agaiust  Moses,  and  against  Aaron,  and  said  to 
them,   Ye  take  too  much  upon  you,  for  all  the  congregation 
are  holy,  every  one  of  them,  and  the  Eternal  is  among 
them :  why  then  lift  you  up  yourselves  above  the  assembly 
of  the  Eternal  ?    And  when  Moses  heard  it,  he  fell  upon  4 
his  face:    And  he  spake  to  Korah,   and  to  all  his  congre- 5 
gation,  saying,  Even  to-morrow  the  Eternal  will  make  known 
who  are  his,  and  who  is  holy;  and  will  cause  him  to  come 
near  to  him:  even  him  whom  he  hath  chosen  will  he  cause 
to  come  near  to  him.    This  do :   Take  you  censers ,  Korah,  6 
and  all  his  assembly;   And  put  fire  therein,  and  put  incense  7 
in  them  before  the  Eternal  to-morrow:  and  it  shall  be,  that 
the  man  whom  the  Eternal  doth  choose,  he  shall  be  the 
holy  one:  ye  take  too  much  upon  you,  ye  sons  of  Levi. 
And  Moses  said  to  Korah,  Hear,  I  pray  you,  ye  sons  of 8 
Levi.    Is  it  too  little  for  you ,  that  the  God  of  Israel  hath  9 
separated  you  from  the  congregation  of  Israel,  to  bring  you 
near  to  himself;  to  perform  the  service  of  the  dwelling  of 
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the  Eternal,  and  to  stand' before  the  congregation ,  to  minister 
to  them?    And  he  hath  brought  thee  near  to  him,  and  all  10 
thy  brethren  the  sons  of  Levi  with  thee :  and  seek  ye  the 
priesthood  also?  Therefore  both  thou  and  all  thy  congregation  1 1 
are  convened  against  the  Eternal:   and  what  is  Aaron,  that 
ye  murmur  against  him?    And  Moses  sent  to  call  Dathan  12 
and  Abiram,  the  sons  of  Eliab;  and  they  said,   We  will  not 
come  up.    Is  it  a  small  thing  that  thou  hast  brought  us  up  13 
out  of  the  land  flowing  with  milk  and  honey,  to  kill  us  in 
the  wilderness,  that  thou  wouldst  make  thyself  altogether  a 
prince  over  us  ?    Neither  hast  thou  brought  us  into  a  land  1 4 
flowing  with  milk  and  honey,  nor  given  us  inheritance  of 
fields  and  vineyards:  wilt  thou  put  out  the  eyes  of  these 
men  ?  we  will  not  come  up.    And  Moses  was  very  wroth,  1 5 
and  said  to  the  Eternal,    Turn  not  thou  to  their  oblation: 
I  have  not  taken  one  ass  from  them,  neither  have  I  done 
evil  to  one  of  them.    And  Moses  said  to  Korah,    Be  thou  1 6 
and  all  thy  congregation  before  the  Eternal,  thou,  and  they, 
and  Aaron,    to-morrow:    And  take   every  man  his  censer,  17 
and  put  incense  in  them,  and  olfer  ye  before  the  Eternal 
every  man  his  censer,  two  hundred  and  fifty  censers;  thou 
also,  and  Aaron,  each  of  you  his  censer.    And  they  took  18 
every  man  his  censer,  and  put  fire  in  them ,  and  put  incense 
thereon,  and  stood  in  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent 
with  Moses  and  Aaron.    And  Korah  convened  all  the  con- 19 
gregation  against  them,  to  the  entrance  of  the  appointed 
tent:  and  the  glory  of  the  Eternal  appeared  to  all  the  con- 
gregation.   And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  and  to  Aaron,  20 
saying,    Separate  yourselves  from  among  this  congregation,  21 
that  I  may  consume  them  in  a  moment.    And  they  fell  upon  22 
their  faces,  and  said,    0  God,  the  God  of  the  spirits  of  all 
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flesh,  shall  one  man  sin,  and  wilt  thou  be  angry  with  all 
the  cong-reg-ation ?   And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying*.  23 
Speak  to  the  congregation,  saying-,    Get  you  up  from  about 24 
the  dwelling*  of  Korah,    Dathan  and  Abiram.    And  Moses  25 
rose  up,  and  went  to  Dathan  and  Abiram;  and  the  elders 
of  Israel  went  behind  him.    And  he  spake  to  the  congre-26 
g-ation,  saying-,  Depart,  I  pray  you  from  the  tents  of  these 
wicked  men,  and  touch  nothing-  of  theirs,  lest  ye  be  consumed 
in  all  their  sins.    So  they  grat  up  from  the  dwelling-  of  27 
Korah.  Dathan,  and  Abiram,  round  about:  and  Dathan  and 
Abiram  came  out,  and  stood  in  the  entrance  of  their  tents, 
and  their  wives,  and  their  sons,  and  their  little  ones.    And  28 
Moses  said,   Hereby  ye  shall  know  that  the  Eternal  hath 
sent  me  to  do  all  these  works;  for  I  have  not  done  them 
of  mine  own  mind.    If  these  men  die  the  common  death  of  29 
all  men,   or  if  they  be  visited  after  the  visitation  of  all 
men;  then  the  Eternal  hath  not  sent  me:    But  if  the  Eternal  30 
create  a  new  thing*,  and  the  earth  open  wide  her  mouth, 
and  swallow  them  up,  with  all  that  appertain  unto  them, 
and  they  g*o  down  alive  into  the  grave;  then  ye  shall  know 
that  these  men  have  provoked  the  Eternal.    And  it  came  31 
to  pass,  as  he  had  finished  speaking-  all  these  words,  that 
the  ground  clave  asunder  that  ivas  under  them:    And  the  32 
earth  opened  her  mouth,  and  swallowed  them  up,  and  their 
houses,  and  all  the  men  that  appertained  unto  Korah,  and 
all  their  substance.    They,  and  all  that  appertained  to  them,  33 
went  down  alive  into  the  grave,  and  the  earth  covered 
them:    and   they   perished    from  among-   the  congreg-ation. 
And  all  Israel  that  tvere  round  about  them  fled   at  their  34 
voice:  for  they  said,   Lest  the  earth  swallow^  us  up  also. 
And  there  came  out  a  fire  from  the  Eternal,  and  consumed 35 
the  two  hundred  and  fifty  men  that  offered  incense. 
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And   the   Eternal   spake    to  Moses,    saying-.    Speak  to  * 
Eleazar  the  son  of  Aaron  the  priest,  that  he  take  up  the" 
•censers  out  of  the  burning- ,  and  scatter  thou  the  fire  yonder ; 
lor  they  are  hallowed.    The  censers  of  these  sinners  against  3 
their  own  souls,  let  them  make  them   broad  plates  for  a 
covering  of  the  altar,   for  they  offered   them  before  the 
Eternal,  therefore  they  are  hallowed:   and  they  shall  be  for 
a  sign  to  the  children  of  Israel.    And  Eleazar  the  priest  4 
took  the  copper  censers,  wherewith  they  that  were  burnt 
had  offered ;  and  they  were  made  broad  plates  for  a  covering 
for  the  altar:    To  be  a  memorial  to  the  children  of  Israel,  5 
that  no  stranger,  who  is  not  of  the  seed  of  Aaron,  come 
near  to  cause  incense  to  ascend  in  fumes  before  the  Eternal; 
that  he  be  not  as  Korah,  and  as  his  congregation :   as  the 
Eternal  said  to  him  by  the  hand  of  Moses. 

But,  on  the.  morrow,  all  the  congregation  of  the  children  6 
of  Israel  murmured  against  Moses  and  against  Aaron,  saying, 
Ye  have  killed  the  people  of  the  Eternal.    And  it  came  to  7 
pass  when  the  congregation  was  assembled  against  Moses 
and  against  Aaron,  that  they  looked  towards  the  appointed 
tent:  and,  behold,  the  cloud  covered  it,  and  the  glory  of 
the  Eternal  appeared.    And  Moses  and  Aaron  came  before  8 
the  appointed  tent.    And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,  9 
Get  you  up  from  the  midst  of  this  congregation,  that  I  may  10 
consume  them  as  in  a  moment.    And  they  fell  upon  their 
faces.    And  Moses  said  to  Aaron,  Take  the  censer,  and  put  11 
fire  therein  from  off  the  altar,  and  put  on  incense,  and  go 
quickly  to  the  congregation ,  and  make  an  expiation  for  them : 
for  there  is   wrath   gone   out  from  the  Eternal;  and  the 
plague  is  begun.    And  Aaron  took,  as  Moses  commanded,  12 
-and  ran  into  the  midst  of  the  congregation;  and,  behold, 
the  plague  was  begun  among  the  people:   and  he  put  on 
incense,  and  made  an  expiation  for  the  people.    And  he  13 
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stood  between  the  dead  and  the  living-;   and  the  pestilence 
was  stayed.    Now  they  that  died  in  the  pestilence  were  14 
fourteen  thousand   seven  hundred,  besides  them   that  died 
about  the  matter  of  Korah.    And  Aaron  returned  to  Moses.  1 5 
to  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent:  and  the  pestilence 
was  stayed. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  .Moses,  saying-,    Speak  to  the  ^ ^ 
children  of  Israel,  and  take  of  every  one  of  them  a  statf, 
according-  to  the  house  of  their  fathers,  of  all  their  princes 
according-  to  the  house   of  their  fathers ,   twrelve  staves : 
write  thou  every  man's  name  upon  his  staff.    And  thou  shalt  18 
write  Aaron's  name  upon  the  statf  of  Levi :  for  one  statf 
shall  be  for  the  head  of  the  house  of  their  fathers.    And  19 
thou  shalt  lay  them  up  in  the  appointed  tent,   before  the 
testimony,  where  I  have  my  appointments  with  you.    And  20 
it  shall  come  to  pass  that  the  man's  staff,  whom  I  shall 
choose,  shall  blossom:   and  I  will  cause  to  cease  from  me 
the  murmuring-s   of  the  children    of   Israel   whereby  they 
murmur  ag-ainst  you.    And  Moses  spake  to  the  children  of  21 
Israel;  and  every  one  of  their  princes  gave  him  a  statf 
apiece,  for  each  prince  one,  according-  to  their  fathers'  houses, 
even  twelve  staves :  and  the  staff  of  Aaron  was  in  the  midst 
of  their  staves.    And  Moses  placed  the  staves  before  the  22 
Eternal  in  the  tent  of  the  testimony.    And  it  came  to  pass,  23 
that,  on  the  morrow,  Moses  came  into  the  tent  of  testimony; 
and,  behold,  the  staff  of  Aaron,  for  the  house  of  Levi,  was 
budded,   and    brought  forth   buds,    and   bloomed  blossoms, 
and  ripened  into  almonds.    And  Moses  brought  out  all  the  24 
staves  from  before  the  Eternal  to  the  children  of  Israel : 
and  they  saw  and  took  every  man  his  staff. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Bring  Aaron's  staff  again  25 
before  the  testimony,  to  be  kept  as  a  charge  and  a  sign 
against  the  sons  of  rebellion;  and  thou  shalt  quite  take  away 
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their  murmurings  from  me,  that  they  die  not.  And  Moses  20 
did  so:  as  the  Eternal  commanded  him,  so  did  he. 

And  the  children  of  Israel  spake  to  Moses,  saying1,  Behold, 27 
we  expire,  we  perish,  we  all  perish.    Whosoever  cometh28 
anything  near  to  the  dwelling  of  the  Eternal  shall  die:  shall 
we  be  consumed  with  expiring? 

18 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Aaron,  Thou,  and  thy  sons,  and  l 
thy  father's  house  with  thee,  shall  bear  the  iniquity  of  the 
sanctuary,  and  thou  and  thy  sons  with  thee  shall  bear  the 
iniquity  of  your  priesthood.    And  thy  brethren  also  of  the  2 
tribe  of  Levi,  the  tribe  of  thy  father,  bring  thou  with  thee, 
that  they  may  be  joined  to  thee,  and  minister  to  thee:  but 
thou  and  thy  sons  with  thee  shall  minister  before  the  tent 
of  the  testimony.    And  they  shall  keep  thy  charge,  and  the 3 
charge  of  all  the  tent:  only  they  shall  not  come  nigh  the 
vessels  of  holiness  and  the  altar,  that  neither  they  nor  you 
also  die.    And  they  shall  be  joined  to  thee,  and  keep  the  4 
charge  of  the  appointed  tent ,  for  all  the  service  of  the  tent : 
and  a  stranger  shall  not  come  nigh  to  you.    And  ye  shall  5 
keep  the  charge  of  the  holiness,  and  the  charge  of  the 
altar;  that  there  be  no  wrath  any  more  upon  the  children 
of  Israel.    And  I,  behold  I,  have  taken  your  brethren  the  6 
Levites  from  the  midst  of  the  children  of  Israel;  to  you 
they  are  given  as  a  gift  for  the  Eternal,  to  perform  the 
service  of  the  appointed  tent    Therefore  thou  and  thy  sons  7 
with  thee  shall  keep  your  priesthood  for  every  thing  of  the 
altar,  and  within  the  partition  vail;  and  ye  shall  serve:  I 
have  given  your  priesthood  to  you  as  a  service  of  gift :  and 
the  stranger  that  cometh  nigh  shall  be  put  to  death. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Aaron,  Behold,  I  also  haves 
given  thee  the  charge  of  my  heave  offerings  of  all  the 
hallowed  things  of  the  children  of  Israel;  to  thee  have  I 
given  them,  by  reason  of  the  anointing,  and  to  thy  sons

by  a  statute  for  ever.    This  shall  be  thine  of  the  most  holy  9 
thing's,  from  the  fire  offerings:  every  offering-  of  theirs,  every 
oblation  of  theirs,   and   every  sin  offering-  of  theirs,  and 
every  guilt  offering-  of  theirs ,  which  they  shall  render  to  me, 
they  being  most  holy  are  for  thee  and  for  thy  sons.    In  the  10 
most  holy  place  shalt  thou  eat  it;  every  male  shall  eat  it: 
it  shall  be  holiness  to  thee.    And  this  is  thine :  the  heave  1 1 
offering-  of  their  gift,  with  all  the  wave  offerings  of  the 
children  of  Israel:   I  have  given  them  to  thee,  and  to  thy 
sons,  and  to  thy  daughters  with  thee,  by  a  statute  for  ever: 
every  one  that  is  clean  in  thy  house  shall  eat  of  it.    All  12 
the  best  of  the  oil,  and   all  the  best  of  the  must,  and  of 
the  corn,  the  first-fruits  of  them,  which  they  shall  give  to 
the  Eternal,  them  have  I  given  thee.    The  firstling  of  every  i& 
thing  in  their  land,  which  they  shall  bring  to  the  Eternal, 
shall  be  thine:  every  one  that  is  clean  in  thy  house  shall 
eat  of  it.    Every  thing  doomed  in  Israel  shall  be  thine.  14 
Every  first  offspring  of  the  womb  in  all  flesh,  which  they  15 
offer  to  the  Eternal,  whether  it  be  of  men  or  beasts,  shall 
be  thine :  nevertheless  the  firstborn  of  man  shalt  thou  surely 
redeem,  and  the  firstborn  of  unclean  beasts  shalt  thou  redeem. 
And  those  that  are  to  be  redeemed,  from  a  month  old  shalt  15 
thou  redeem,  according  to  thy  valuation,  for  the  money  of 
five  shekels,  after  the  shekel  of  the  holiness,  which  is  twenty 
gerahs.    But  the  firstborn  of  any  of  the  herd,  the  firstborn  17 
of  a  lamb,  or  the  firstborn  of  a  goat,  thou  shalt  not  redeem ; 
they  are  holy:  thou  shalt  sprinkle  their  blood  upon  the 
altar,  and  shalt  cause  their  fat  to  ascend  in  fumes  for  a  fire 
offering,  for  a  pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal.    And  the  flesh  ig 
of  them  shall  be  thine,  as  the  wave  breast  and  as  the  right 
shoulder  are   thine.    All  the  heave  offerings  of  the  holyig 
things,  which  the  children  of  Israel  heave  for  the  Eternal, 
have  I  given  thee  and  thy  sons,  and  thy  daughters  with 
thee,  by  a  statute  for  ever:  it  is  a  covenant  of  salt  for 
ever  before  the  Eternal  to  thee,  and  to  thy  seed  with  thee. 
AM  the  Eternal  said  to  Aaron,   Thou  shalt  not  inherit  in  20 
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their  land,  neither  shalt  thou  have  any  portion  in  the  midst 
of  them:   I  am  thy  portion  and  thine  inheritance  among*  the 
children  of  Israel.    And,  behold,  I  have  given  the  children  21 
of  Levi  all  the  tithes  in  Israel  in  exchange  for  an  inheritance, 
for  their  service  which  they  perform,  even  the  service  of 
the  appointed  tent.    Neither  must  the  children   of  Israel  22 
further  come  nigh  the  appointed  tent,  lest  they  bear  sin  and 
die.  But  the  Levites  shall  perform  the  service  of  the  appointed  23 
tent,  and  they  shall  bear  their  iniquity.   It  shall  be  an  ordi- 
nance throughout  your  generations,  that  among  the  children 
of  Israel  they  have  no  inheritance.    But  the  tithes  of  the  21 
children  of  Israel,  which  they  heave  as  a  heave  offering,  for 
the  Eternal,  I  have  given  to  the  Levites  as  an  inheritance: 
therefore  I  have  said  to  them,  Among-  the  children  of  Israel 
they  shall  have  no  inheritance. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying-,    And  to  the~^ 
Levites  shalt  thou  speak,  and  say  to  them,  When  ye  take" 
of  the  children  of  Israel  the  tithes,  which  I  have  given  you 
from  them  for  your  inheritance,  then  ye  shall  heave  a  heave 
offering  of  it  for  the  Eternal ,  even  a  tithe  of  the  tithe.    And  27 
this  your  heave  offering-  shall  be  reckoned  to  you  as  though 
it  were  the  corn  of  the  threshing-floor,  and  as  the  fulness 
of  the  winepress.    Thus  ye  also  shall  heave  a  heave  offering  28 
to  the  Eternal  of  all  your  tithes  which  ye  take  from  the 
children  of  Israel;  and  ye  shall  give  thereof  the  heave  offering 
of  the   Eternal,    to  Aaron   the  priest.    Out   of  all   your 29 
gifts  ye  shall  heave  every  heave  offering-  of  the  Eternal,  all 
the  best  thereof,  even  the  hallowed  part  thereof,  out  of  it. 
And  thou  shalt  say  to  them,  When  ye  have  heaved  the  best 30 
thereof  from  it,  then  it  shall  be  counted  to  the  Levites  as 
the  increase  of  the  threshing--floor,  and  as  the  increase  of 
the  winepress*    And  ye  shall  eat  it  in  every  place,  ye  aud31 
your  households :  for  it  is  your  hire  in  exchange  for  your 
service  in  the  appointed  tent.    And  ye  shall  bear  no  sin  by  32 
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reason  of  it,  when  ye  have  heaved  from  it  the  best  of  it: 
neither  shall  ye  profane  the  holy  thing's  of  the  children 
of  Israel,  lest  ye  die. 

in 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  and  to  Aaron,  saying,! 
This  is  the  ordinance  of  the  law  which  the  Eternal  hath  2 
commanded,  saying-,  Speak  to  the  children  of  Israel,  that 
they  take  thee  a  red  cow  without  spot ,  wherein  is  no  blemish, 
and  upon  which  never  came  yoke.    And  ye  shall  give  her  3 
to  Eleazar  the  priest,  that  he  may  bring  her  forth  without 
the  camp ,  and  one  shall  kill  her  before  his  face.    And  4 
Eleazar  the  priest  shall  take  of  her  blood  with  his  finger, 
and  sprinkle  of  her  blood  towards  the  front  side  of  the  ap- 
pointed tent  seven  times.    And  one  shall  burn  the  cow  before  5 
his  eyes;  her  skin,  and  her  flesh,  and  her  blood,  with  her 
dung,  shall  he  burn :    And  the  priest  shall  take  cedar  wood,  6 
and  hyssop,  and  crimson,  and  cast  it  into  the  midst  of  the 
burning  of  the  cow.    Then  the  priest  shall  wash  his  garments,  7 
and  he  shall  bathe  his  flesh  in  water,  and  afterwards  he 
shall  come  into  the  camp,  but  the  priest  shall  be  unclean 
until  the  even.    And  he  that  burnetii  her  shall  wash  his  8 
garments  in  water,  and  bathe  his  flesh  in  water,  and  shall 
be  unclean  until  the  even.    And  a  man  that  is  clean  shall  9 
gather  the  ashes  of  the  cow,  and  lay  them  up  without  the 
camp  in  a  clean  place ,  and  it  shall  be  as  a  charge  for  the 
congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel,  for  a  water  of  sepa- 
ration :  it  is  a  purification  for  sin.    And  he  that  gathereth  1 0 
the  ashes  of  the  cow  shall  wash  his  garments  and  be  unclean 
until  the  even :  and  it  shall  be  to  the  children  of  Israel, 
and  to  the  stranger  that  sojourneth  among  them,  for  an 
ordinance  for  ever.    He  that  toucheth  a  dead  body  of  any  1 1 
man  shall  be  unclean  seven  days.    He  shall  purify  himself  \  2 
with  it  on  the  third  day,  and  on  the  seventh  day  he  shall 
be  clean:  but  if  he  purify  not  himself  on  the  third  day. 
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then  on  the  seventh  day  he  shall  not  be  elean.    Whosoever  13 
toucheth  a  dead  body  of  any  man  that  died,  and  purifieth 
not  himself,  defileth  the  dwelling  of  the  Eternal;  and  that 
soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  Israel:    because  the  water  of 
separation  was  not  sprinkled  upon  him,  he  shall  be  unclean; 
his  uncleannes  is  yet  upon  him.    This  is  the  law  when  a  1 4 
man  dieth  in  a  tent;  all  that  come  into  the  tent,  and  all 
that  is  in  the  tent,  shall  be  unclean  seven  days.    And  every  15 
open  vessel,  which  hath  no  lid  bound  upon  it,  is  unclean. 
And  whosoever  toucheth  one  that  is  slain  with  a  sword  in  16 
the  open  fields,  or  a  dead  body,  or  a  bone  of  a  man,  or  a 
grave,  shall  be  unclean  seven  days.    And  for  an  unclean  17 
person  they  shall  take  of  the  dust  of  the  burnt  cow  of 
purification  for  sin,  and  running  water  shall  be  put  thereto 
iu  a  vessel;   And  a  clean  person  shall  take  hyssop,  aud  dip  18 
it  in  the  water,  and  sprinkle  it  upon  the  tent,  and  upon  all 
the  vessels,  and  upon  the  persons  that  were  there,  and  upon 
him  that  touched  a  bone,  or  one  slain,  or  one  dead,  or  a 
grave :    And  the  clean  person  shall  sprinkle  upon  the  unclean  1 9 
on  the  third  day,  and  on  the  seventh  day;  and  on  the 
seventh  day  he  shall  purify  him,   and  he  shall  wash  his 
garments,  and  bathe  himself  in  water,  and  shall  be  clean  at 
even.    But  the  man  that  shall  be  unclean,  and  shall  not  20 
purify  himself,  that  soul  shall  be  cut  off  from  among  the 
assembly,  because  he  hath  defiled  the  sanctuary  of  the  Eternal: 
the  water  of  separation  hath  not  been  sprinkled  upon  him; 
he  is  unclean.    And  it  shall  be  an  ordinance  for  ever  to  21 
them;  he  that  sprinkled  the  water  of  separation  shall  wash 
his  garments,  and  he  that  toucheth  the  water  of  separation 
shall  be  unclean  until  the  even.    And  whatsoever  the  unclean  22 
person  toucheth  shall  be  unclean;  and  the  soul  that  toucheth 
him  shall  be  unclean  until  the  even.  ^ 

Then  came  the  children  of  Israel,  even  the  whole  con-  1 
gregation,  into  the  wilderness  of  Zin,  in  the  first  month: 
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and  the  people  abode  in  Kadesh;  and  Miriam  died  there, 
and  was  buried  there.    And  there  was  no  water  for  the  2 
congregation  :  and  they  gathered  themselves  together  against 
Moses  and  against  Aaron.    And  Ihe  people  chode  with  Moses,  3 
and  spake,   saying,    Would  that  we  had  died   when  our 
brethren  died  before  the  Eternal !    And  why  have  ye  brought  4 
up  the  assembly  of  the  Eternal  into  this  wilderness,  that 
we  and  our  beasts  should  die  there  ?    And  wherefore  have  5 
ye  made  us  to  come  up  out  of  Egypt,  to  bring  us  in  unto 
this  evil  place?  it  is  no  place  of  seed,  or  of  figs,  or  of  vines, 
or  of  pomegranates;  neither  is  there  any  water  to  drink. 
And  Moses  and  Aaron  went  from  the  presence  of  the  assembly  6 
to  the  entrance  of  the  appointed  tent,  and  they  fell  upon 
their  faces :  and  the  glory  of  the  Eternal  appeared  to  them. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Take  the  staff,  ^ 
and  gather  thou  the  assembly  together,  thou  and  Aaron  thy 
brother,  and  speak  ye  to  the  rock  before  their  eyes;  and  it 
shall  give  forth  its  water,  and  thou  shalt  bring  forth  to 
Ihem  water  out  of  the  rock:   so  thou  shalt  give  the  con- 
gregation and  their  beasts  drink.    And  Moses  took  the  staff  9 
from  before  the  Eternal ,  as  he  commanded  him.    And  Moses  1 0 
and  Aaron  assembled  the  congregation  before  the  rock;  and 
he  said  to  them,  Hear  now,  ye  rebels;  must  we  bring  you 
forth  water  out  of  this  rock  ?    And  Moses  lifted  up  his  hand,  1 1 
and  with  his  staff  he  smote  the  rock  twice;  and  the  water 
came  out  abundantly:  and  the  congregation  drank,  and  their 
beasts  also.    And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  and  Aaron,  12 
Because  ye  believed  me  not,  to  sanctify  me  in  the  eyes  of 
the  children  of  Israel,  therefore  ye  shall  not  bring  this  as- 
sembly into  the  land  which  I  have  given  them.    This  is  the  13 
water   of  Meribah;   because  the  children   of  Israel  strove 
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with  the  Eternal ,  and  he  was  sanctified  in  them.    And  Moses  1 4 
sent  messengers  from  Kadesh  to  the  king"  of  Edom,  Thus 
saith  thy  brother  Israel,  Thou  knowest  all  the  travail  that 
hath  befallen  us.    How  our  fathers  went  down  into  Egypt.  15 
and  we  have  abode  in  Egypt  a  long  time;  and  the  Egyptians 
tlid  evil  to  us  and  our  fathers :    And  when  we  cried  to  the  1 6 
Eternal,  he  heard  our  voice,  and  sent  a  messenger,  and  hath 
brought  us  forth  out  of  Egypt;    and,  behold,  we  are  in 
Kadesh,  a  city  in  the  uttermost  of  thy  boundary.    Let  us  17 
pass,  I  pray  thee,  through  thy  country:  we  will  not  pass 
through  the  fields,  or  through  the  vineyards,  neither  will  we 
drink  of  the  water  of  the  wells:  we  will  go  by  the  king's 
high-way,  we  will  not  turn  to  the  right  nor  to  the  left, 
until  we  have  passed  thy  boundary.    And    Edom  said  to  18 
him,  Thou  shalt  not  pass  by  me,  lest  I  come  out  against 
thee  with  the  sword.    And  the  children  of  Israel  said  to  19 
him,  We  will  go  by  the  highway;  and  if  I  and  my  cattle 
drink  of  thy  water,  then  I  will  pay  its  price:    I  will  only, 
without  doing  any  thing  else,  go  through  on  my  feet.    And  20 
he  said,  Thou  shalt  not  go  through.    And  Edom  came  out 
against  him  with  much  people,  and  with  a  strong  hand. 
Thus    Edom   refused   to   give  Israel  passage  through  his  21 
boundary  :  wherefore  Israel  turned  away  from  him.    And  the  22 
children  of  Israel,  even  the  whole  congregation,  journeyed 
from  Kadesh,  and   came  to  mount  Hor.    And  the  Eternal  23 
spake  to  Moses  and  Aaron  in  mount  Hor,  by  the  boundary 
of  the  land  of  Edom,  saying,    Aaron  shall  be  gathered  to  24 
his  peoples  :  for  he  shall  not  come  into  the  land  which  I 
have  given  to  the  children  of  Israel,  because  ye  rebelled 
against  my  word  at  the  water  of  Meribah.    Take  Aaron  and  25 
Eleazar  his  son,  and  bring  them  up  to  mount  Hor;    And  26 
strip  Aaron  of  his  garments,  and  put  them  upon  Eleazar 
his  son:  and  Aaron  shall  be  gathered  to  his  people,  and 
shall  die  there.    And  Moses  did  as  the  Eternal  commanded:  27 
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arid  they  went  up  to  mount  Hor,  in  the  eyes  of  all  the 
congregation.  And  Moses  stripped  Aaron  of  his  garments,  28 
and  put  them  upon  Eleazar  his  son;  and  Aaron  died  there 
on  the  top  of  the  mount:  and  Moses  and  Eleazar  came 
down  from  the  mount.  And  when  all  the  congregation  saw  29 
that  Aaron  had  expired,  they  wept  for  Aaron  thirty  days, 
even  all  the  house  of  Israel.

And  tvhen  the  king  of  Arad  the  Canaanite,  the  inhabitant  1 
of  the  south,  heard  that  Israel  came  by  the  way  of  Atharim; 
then  he   fought   against  Israel,    and  took  some   of  them 
prisoners.    And  Israel  vowed  a  vow  to  the  Eternal ,  and  2 
said,   If  thou  wilt  indeed  give  this  people  into  my  hand, 
then  I  will  doom  their  cities  to  destruction.   And  the  Eternal  3 
hearkened  to  the  voice  of  Israel,  and  delivered  up  the  Ca- 
naanites;  and  they  doomed  them  and  their  cities  to  destruction  : 
and  he  called  the  name  of  the  place  Hormah. 

And  they  journeyed  from  mount  Hor  by  the  way  of  the  4 
Red  Sea,  to  compass  the  land  of  Edom:  and  the  soul  of 
the  people  was  much  discouraged  because  of  the  way.    And  5 
the  people  spake  against  God,  and  against  Moses,  Wherefore 
have  ye  brought  us  up  out  of  Egypt,  to  die  in  the  wilder- 
ness ?  for  there  is  no  bread,  neither  is  there  any  water;  and 
our  soul  loatheth  this  light  bread.    And  the  Eternal  sent  6 
forth  burning  serpents  among  the  people,  and  they  bit  the 
people ;    and  much  people   of  Israel  died.    Therefore  the  7 
people  came  to  Moses,  and  said,  We  have  sinned,  for  we 
have  spoken  against  the  Eternal  and  against  thee;   pray  to 
the  Eternal,  that  he  take  away  the  serpents  from  us.  And 
Moses  prayed  for  the  people.     And  the  Eternal  said  to  8 
Moses,  Make  thee  a  burning  serpent,  and  set  it  upon  a 
banner:   and  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  every  one  that  is 
bitten,  when  he  seeth  it,  shall  live.    And  Moses  made  a 9 
serpent  of  copper,  and  put  it  upon  a  banner:  and  it  came 
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to  pass,  that  if  a  serpent  had  bitten  any  man,  when  he 
beheld  the  serpent  of  copper,  he  lived.    And  the  children  10 
of  Israel  journeyed,   and   encamped  in   Oboth.     And  they  11 
journeyed  from  Oboth,  and  encamped  at  Ije-abarim,  in  the 
wilderness  which  is  before  Moab,  towards  the  sun-rising-. 
From  thence  they  journeyed,  and  encamped  at  the  brook  of  12 
Zered,    From  thence  they  journeyed,  and  encamped  on  the  13 
other  side  of  Arnon,  which  is  in  the  wilderness  that  cometh 
out  of  the  boundary  of  the  Amorites;  for  Arnon  is  the 
boundary  of  Moab,  between  Moab  and  the  Amorites.    Where- 14 
fore  it  is  said  in  the  book  of  the  wars  of  the  Eternal, 
Waheb  in  Sufa  and  Arnon  among  the  brooks ,    And  the  1 5 
discharge  of  the  brooks  that  inclineth  to  Shebeth-Ar  and 
leaneth  upon  the  boundary  of  Moab.    And  from  thence  they  16 
went  to  a  well:  that  is  the  well  whereof  the  Eternal  spake 
to  Moses,  Assemble  the  people,  and  I  will  give  them  water. 
Then  Israel  sang-  this  song-,  Come  up,  0  well;  sing-  ye  unto  17 
it:    Princes  digged  the  well,  the  nobles  of  the  people  hoi- 18 
lowed  it,  by  the  direction  of  the  law-giver,  with  their  staves. 
And  from  the  wilderness  they  went  to  Mattanah:    And  from  19 
Mattanah  to  Nahaliel:  and  from  Nahaliel  to  Bainoth:  And  from  20 
Bamoth  to  the  valley,  that  is  in  the  field  of  Moab,  to  the 
top  of  Pisgah,  and  is  descried  upon  the  face  of  the  wilderness. 

And  Israel  sent  messengers  to  Sihon  king  of  the  Amorites,  21 
saying,    Let  me  pass  through  thy  land:  we  will  not  turn  22 
into  the  fields,  or  into  the  vineyards;  we  will  not  drink  of 
the  waters  of  the  well:  but  we  will  go  along  by  the  king's 
high-way,  until  we  be  past  thy  boundaries.    And  Sihon  would  23 
not  suffer  Israel  to  pass  through  his  boundary;  but  Sihon 
gathered  all  his  people  together,  and  went  out  against  Israel 
into  the  wilderness:    and  he  came  to  Jahaz,  and  fought 
against  Israel.    And  Israel  smote  him  with  the  edge  of  the  24 
sword,  and  possessed  his  land  from  Arnon  to  Jabbok,  even 
8  Vol.  IV. 
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to  the  children  of  Ammon:  for  the  boundary  of  the  children 
of  Ammon  was  powerful.    And  Israel  took  all  these  cities :  25 
and  Israel  abode  in  all  the  cities  of  the  Amorites,  in  Heshbon, 
and  in  all  the  villages  thereof.    For  Heshbon  was  the  city  26 
of  Sihon  the  king-  of  the  Amorites,  who  had  fought  against 
the  former  king-  of  Moab,  and  taken  all  his  land  out  of  his 
hand,  even  to  Arnon.    Wherefore  they  that  speak  in  parables  27 
say,  Come  into  Heshbon,  let  the  city  of  Sihon  be  built  and 
established:   For  there  is  a  fire  gone  out  of  Heshbon,  a 28 
flame  from  the  city  of  Sihon:  it  hath  consumed  Ar  of  Moab, 
and  the  lords  of  the  high  places  of  Arnon.    Woe  to  thee,  29 
Moab!  thou  art  perished,    0  people  of  Chemosh:   he  bath 
given  his  sons  that  escaped,  and  his  daughters,  into  captivity 
to  Sihon  king-  of  the  Amorites.    We  have  shot  at  them :  30 
Heshbon  is  perished  even  to  Dibon,  and  we  have  laid  them 
waste  even  to  Nophah,  which  reacheth  to  Medeba.    Thus  31 
Israel  abode  in  the  land  of  the  Amorites.    And  Moses  sent  32 
to  spy  out  Jaazer:  and  they  conquered  the  villages  thereof, 
and  dispossessed  the  Amorites  that  were  there.    And  they  33 
turned,   and  went  up  by  the  way  of  Bashan:  and  Og  the 
King  of  Bashan  went  out  towards  them,  he  and  all  his  people, 
to  the  war  at  Edrei.    And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,   Fear  34 
him  not:  for  I  have  given  him  into  thy  hand,  and  all  his 
people,  and  his  land;  and  thou  shalt  do  to  him  as  thou 
didst  to  Sihon  king  of  the  Amorites,  who  abode  at  Heshbon. 
So  they  smote  him,  and  his  sons,  and  all  his  people,  until 35 
there  remained  no  remnant  of  him :   and   they  possessed 
his  land.

And  the  children  of  Israel  journeyed,  and  encamped  in  1 
the  plains  of  Moab,  on  this  side  of  the  Jordan  ly  Jericho. 
And  Balak,  the  son  of  Zippor,  saw  all  that  Israel  had  done  2 
to  the  Amorites.    And  Moab  was  sore  afraid  of  the  people,  3 
because  they  were  many:  and  Moab  was  distressed  because 
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of  the  children  of  Israel.    And  Moab  said  to  the  elders  of  4 
Midian,  Now  shall  this  assembly  lick  np  all  that  are  round 
about  us,  as  one  of  the  herd  licketh  up  the  green  herb  of 
the  field.    And  Balak,  the  son  of  Zippor,  zvas  king-  of  the 
Moabites  at  that  time.    He  sent  messengers,  therefore,  to  5 
Balaam,  the  son  of  Beor,  to  Pethor,  which  is  by  the  river 
of  the  land  of  the  children  of  his  people,  to  call  him,  saying, 
Behold,  there  is  a  people  come  out  from  Egypt:  behold, 
they  cover  the  face  of  the  earth,  and  they  abide  over  against 
me.    Come  now,  therefore,  I  pray  thee,  curse  me  this  people,  6 
for  they  are  too  mighty  for  me  :  peradventure  I  shall  prevail, 
that  we  may  smite  them,  and  that  I  may  drive  them  out  of 
the  land:  for  I  know  that  he  whom  thou  blessest  is  blessed, 
and  he  whom  thou  cursest  is  cursed,    And  the  elders  of 7 
Moab,  and  the  elders  of  Midian,  went  with  the  rewards  of 
divination  in  their  hand;  and  they  came  to  Balaam,  and 
spake  to  him  the  words  of  Balak.    And  he  said  to  them,  8 
Lodge  here  this  night,  and  I  will  bring  you  word  again, 
as  the  Eternal  shall  speak  to  me:   And  the  princes  of  Moab 
abode  with  Balaam.    And  God  came  to  Balaam,  and  said, 9 
Who  are  these  men  with  thee?    And  Balaam  said  to  God,  10 
Balak,  the  son  of  Zippor,  king  of  Moab,  hath  sent  to  me 
saying,    Behold,  there  is  a  people  come  out  of  Egypt,  and  11 
it  covereth  the  face  of  the  earth:   come  now,  curse  me 
them ;  peradventure  I  shall  be  able  to  fight  with  them,  and 
drive  them  out.    And  God  said  to  Balaam,  Thou  shalt  not  12 
go  with  them;  thou  shalt  not  curse  the  people:  for  they 
are  blessed.    And  Balaam  rose  up  in  the  morning,  and  said  13 
to  the  princes  of  Balak,  Go  into  your  land:  for  the  Eternal 
refuseth  to  give  me  leave  to  go  with  you.    And  the  princes  14 
of  Moab  rose  up,  and  they  went  to  Balak,  and  said,  Balaam 
refuseth  to  go  with  us*    And  Balak  sent  yet  again  princes,  15 
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more ,  and  more  honorable  than  they.    And  they  came  to  1 6 
Balaam,  and  said  to  him,  Thus  saith  Balak,  the  son  of  Zippor, 
Let  nothing,  I  pray  thee,  hinder  thee  from  coming-  to  me: 
For  I  will  honor  thee  exceedingly ,  and  I  will  do  whatsoever  1 7 
thou  say  est  to  me:  come,  therefore,  I  pray  thee,  curse  me 
this  people.    And  Balaam  answered  and  said  to  the  servants  18 
of  Balak,  If  Balak  would  give  me  his  house  full  of  silver 
and  gold,  I  cannot  go  beyond  the  word  of  the  Eternal  my 
God,  to  do  less  or  more.   Now,  therefore,  I  pray  you,  abide  19 
ye  also  here  this  night,  that  I  may  know  what  the  Eternal 
will  say  to  me  more.  And  God  came  to  Balaam  at  night,  20 
and  said  to  him ,  If  the  men  come  to  call  thee ,  rise  up ,  and 
go  with  them;  but  yet  the  word  which  I  shall  speak  to 
thee,  that  shalt  thou  do.  And  Balaam  rose  up  in  the  morning,  21 
and  saddled  his  she-ass,  and  went  with  the  princes  of  Moab. 
And  God's  anger  was  kindled  because  he  went :  and  the  22 
angel  of  the  Eternal  stood  in  the  way  for  an  obstructor 
against  him.   Now  he  was  riding  upon  his  she-ass,  and  his 
two  lads  were  with  him.    And  the  she-ass  saw  the  angel  23 
of  the  Eternal  standing  in  the  way,  and  his  sword  drawn 
in  his  hand:  and  the  she-ass  turned  aside  out  of  the  way, 
and  went  into  the  field;  and  Balaam  smote  the  she-ass,  to 
turn  her  into  the  way.   But  the  angel  of  the  Eternal  stood  24 
in  a  hollow  path  of  the  vineyards,  a  fence  being  on  this 
side,  and  a  fence  on  that  side.    And  when  the  she-ass  saw  25 
the  angel  of  the  Eternal,  she  thrust  herself  to  the  wall, 
and  crushed  Balaam's  foot  against  the  wall;   and  he  smote 
her  again.    And  the  angel  of  the  Eternal  went  further,  and  26 
stood  in  a  narrow  place,  where  was  no  way  to  turn,  either 
to  the  right  or  the  left.   And  when  the  she-ass  saw  the  27 
angel  of  the   Eternal,    she  crouched  under  Balaam:  and 
Balaam's  anger  was  kindled ,  and  he  smote  the  she-ass  with 
a  stick.    And  the  Eternal  opened  the  mouth  of  the  she-ass;  28 
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and  she  said  to  Balaam,   What  have  I  done  to  thee,  that 
thou  hast  smitten  me  these  three  times  ?    And  Balaam  said  29 
to  the  she-ass,  Because  thou  hast  mocked  me:  I  would  there 
were  a  sword  in  my  hand,  for  now  would  I  slay  thee.   And  30 
the  she-ass  said  to  Balaam,  Am  not  I  thy  she-ass,  upon 
which  thou  hast  ridden  ever  since  thy  existence  to  this  day  ? 
was  I  ever  wont  to  do  so  to  thee?   And  he  said,  Nay. 
Then  the  Eternal  opened  the  eyes  of  Balaam,  and  he  saw 31 
the  angel  of  the  Eternal  standing-  in  the  way,  and  his  sword 
drawn  in  his  hand:  and  he   bowed  down  his  head  and 
prostrated  himself  on  his  face.    And  the  angel  of  the  Eternal  32 
said  to  him,  Wherefore  hast  thou  smitten  thy  she-ass  these 
three  times?  behold,  I  went  out  as  an  obstructor,  because 
thy  way  is  perverse  before  me:    And  the  she-ass  saw  me, 33 
and  turned  from  me  these  three  times :  unless  she  had  turned 
from  me,   surely  now  also  I  had  slain  thee,  and  kept  her 
alive.    And  Balaam  said  to  the  angel  of  the  Eternal,  I  have 34 
sinned ;  for  I  knew  not  that  thou  stoodest  in  the  way  against 
me:  now,  therefore,  if  it  be  evil  in  thine  eyes,  I  will  return. 
And  the  angel  of  the  Eternal  said  to  Balaam,   Go  with  the 35 
men:   but  only  the  word  that  I  shall  speak  to  thee,  that 
thou  shalt  speak.    So   Balaam  went  with  the  princes  of 
Balak.    And  when  Balak  heard  that  Balaam  was  come,  he 36 
went  out  towards  him  unto  Eir  Moab,  which  is  in  the 
boundary  of  Arnon,  which  is  the  extremity  of  the  boundary. 
And  Balak  said  to  Balaam,  Did  I  not  earnestly  send  to  thee 37 
to  call  thee?  wherefore  earnest  thou  not  to  me?  am  I  not 
able  indeed  to  honor  thee?    And  Balaam  said  to  Balak, 38 
Lo,  I  am  come  to  thee:  have  I  now  any  power  at  all  to 
say  any  thing  ?  the  word  that  God  putteth  in  my  mouth, 
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that  shall  I  speak.    And  Balaam  went  with  Balak,  and  1hey39 
came  to  Kirjath-huzoth.    And  Balak  sacrificed  of  the  herd  40 
and  flock,  and  sent  away  of  it  to  Balaam,  and  to  the  princes 
that  were  with  him.    And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  morrow,  41 
that  Balak  took  Balaam,  and  brought  him  up  to  Bamoth 
Baal,  that  thence  he  might  see  the  utmost  part  of  the  people.  ^ 

And  Balaam  said  to  Balak,  Build  me  here  seven  altars,  l 
and  prepare  me  here  seven  bullocks  and  seven  rams.    And  2 
Balak  did  as  Balaam  had  spoken;   and  Balak  and  Balaam 
otfered  on  every  altar  a  bullock  and  a  ram.    And  Balaam  3 
said  to  Balak,  Stand  by  thy  burnt-offering,  and  I  will  go; 
peradventure  the  Eternal  will  happen  to  meet  me :   and  what 
thing  soever  he  sheweth  me  I  will  tell  thee.    And  he  went 
to  a  high  place.    And  God  happened  to  meet  Balaam :   and  4 
he  said  to  him,  The  seven  altars  I  have  set  in  order,  and 
I  Jiave  offered  upon  every  altar  a  bullock  and  a  ram.    And  5 
the  Eternal  put  a  word  in  Balaam's  mouth,  and  said,  Return 
to  Balak,  and  thus  thou  shalt  speak.    And  he  returned  to  6 
him;  and,  lo,  he  stood  by  his  burnt-offering,  he,  and  all  the 
princes  of  Moab.    And  he  took  up  his  parable,  and  said,  7 
Balak  the  king  of  Moab  hath  brought  me  from  Aram,  out 
of  the  mountains  of  the  east,  saying,  Come,  curse  me  Jacob, 
and  come,  defy  Israel.    How  shall  I  curse,  whom  God  hath 8 
not  cursed?  or  how  shall  I  defy,  if  the  Eternal  hath  not 
defied?    For  from  the  top  of  the  rocks,  I  see  him,  and  9 
from  the  hills  I  view  him:  lo,  the  people  shall  dwell  solitary, 
and  shall  not  reckon  itself  among  the  nations.    Who  hathio 
counted  the  dust  of  Jacob,  and  the  number  of  the  fourth 
part  of  Israel?    Let  me  die  the  death  of  the  upright,  and 
let  my  last  end  be  like  his!    And  Balak  said  to  Balaam,  n 
What  hast  thou  done  to  me?   I  took  thee  to  curse  mine 
enemies,  and,  behold,  thou  hast  blessed  them  altogether. 
And  he  answered  and  said,  Must  I  not  take  heed  to  speak  \  % 
that  which  the  Eternal  hath  put  in  my  mouth?    And  Balak  13 
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said  to  him,  Come,  I  pray  thee,  with  me  to  another  place, 
from  whence  thou  mayest  see  them:   thou  shalt  see  but  a 
part  of  them,  and  shalt  not  see  them  all;  and  curse  me 
them  from  thence.    And  he  took  him  up  to  the  field  of  14 
Zophira,  to  the  top  of  Pisgah,  and  built  seven  altars,  and 
offered  a  bullock  and  a  ram  on  every  altar.    And  he  said  15 
to  Balak,  Stand  here  by  thy  burnt-offering-,  while  I  repair 
yonder.    And  the  Eternal  happened  to  meet  Balaam,  and  16 
put  a  word  in  his  mouth,  and  said,   Return  to  Balak,  and 
thus  shalt  thou  speak.    And  when  he  came  to  him,  behold,  17 
he  stood  by  his  burnt-offering-,  and  the  princes  of  Moab 
with  him.    And  Balak  said  to  him,    What  hath  the  Eternal 
spoken?    And  he  took  up  his  parable,  and  said,   Rise  up,  18 
Balak,  and  hear;  hearken  to  me,  thou  son  of  Zippor:    God  19 
is  not  a  man,  that  he  should  lie;  neither  the  son  of  man, 
that  he  should  repent:  hath  he  said,  and  shall  he  not  do 
it?  or  hath  he  spoken,  and  shall  he  not  establish  it?    Be- 20 
hold,  I  have  received  commandment  to  bless;  and  he  hath 
blessed;  and  I  cannot  reverse  it.  He  hath  not  beheld  iniquity  21 
in  Jacob,  neither  hath  he  seen  trouble  in  Israel:  the  Eternal 
his  God  is  with  him,  and  the  shout  of  a  king-  is  among 
them.    God  that  brought  them  out  of  Egypt:  is  to  them 22 
as  the  strength  of  a  buffalo.    Surely  there  is  no  enchantment  23 
in  Jacob,  neither  is  there  any  divination  in  Israel:  in  due 
time  it  shall  be  said  to  Jacob  and  to  Israel,  What  God  hath 
wrought.    Behold,  the  people  shall  rise  up  as  a  lioness, 24 
and  lift  up  himself  as  a  lion :   he  shall  not  lie  down  until 
he  eat  of  the  prey,  and  drink  the  blood  of  the  slain,    And  25 
Balak  said  to  Balaam,  Neither  curse  them  at  all,  nor  bless 
them  at  all.   But  Balaam  answered  and  said  to  Balak,  Told 26 
not  I  thee,  saying,  All  that  the  Eternal  speaketh  that  I  must 
do?    And  Balak  said  to  Balaam,  Come,  I  pray  thee,  I  will 27 
take  thee  to  another  place :  peradventure  it  will  be  right 
in  the  eyes  of  God  that  thou  mayest  curse  me  them  from 
thence.    And  Balak  took  Balaam  to  the  top  of  Peor,  that  28 
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is  descried  upon  the  face  of  the  wilderness.    And  Balaam  29 
said  to  Balak,  Build  me  here  seven  altars,  and  prepare  me 
here  seven  bullocks  and  seven   rams.    And  Balak  did  as  30 
Balaam  had  said,  and  offered  a  bullok   and   a   ram  on 
every  altar.

And  when  Balaam  saw  that  it  was  good  in  the  eyes  ofi 
the  Eternal  to  bless  Israel,  he  went  not,  as  at  other  times, 
to  seek  for  enchantments,  but  he  set  his  face  towards  the 
wilderness.    And  Balaam  lifted  up  his  eyes,  and  he  saw 2 
Israel  dwelling*  in  his  tents  according*  to  their  tribes;  and 
the  spirit  of  the  Eternal  was  upon  him.    And  he  took  up  3 
his  parable,  and  said,  Declaration  of  Balaam  the  son  of  Beor 
and  the  declaration  of  the  strong  man  with  the  penetrating 
eye ;    Declaration  of  him  that  heard  the  sayings  of  God,  4 
who  saw  the  vision  of  the  Almighty,  falling,  but  having  his 
eyes  open:    How  goodly  are  thy  tents,  0  Jacob,  and  thy 5 
dwellings,  0  Israel!    As  the  brooks  that  wind,  as  gardens  6 
beside  the  river,  as  the  trees  of  lign-aloes  which  the  Eternal 
hath  planted ,  and  as  cedar  trees  beside  the  waters.    Water  7 
shall  flow  out  of  his  buckets,  and  his  seed  shall  be  in  many 
waters,  and  his  king  shall  be  higher  than  Agag,  and  his 
kingdom  shall  be  exalted.    God  that  brought  him  out  of  8 
Egypt,  is  to  him  as  the  strength  of  a  buffalo:  he  shall  eat 
up  the  nations  his  adversaries,  and  shall  crush  their  bones, 
and  pierce  them  through  with  his  arrows.    He  crouched ,  he  9 
lay  down  as  a  lion,  and  as  a  lioness:  who  shall  stir  him 
up?  Blessed  is  he  that  blesseth  thee,  and  cursed  is  he  that 
curseth  thee.   And  Balak's  anger  was  kindled  against  Balaam,  10 
and  he  smote  his  hands  together:  and  Balak  said  to  Balaam, 
I  called  thee  to  curse  mine  enemies,  and,  behold,  thou  hast 
altogether  blessed  them  these  three  times.    Therefore  now  1 1 
flee  thou  to  thy  place :  I  thought  to  honour  thee  exceedingly ; 
but,  lo,  the  Eternal  hath  kept  thee  back  from  honour.   And  12 
Balaam  said  to  Balak,  Spake  I  not  also  to  thy  messengers 
which  thou  sentest  to  me,  saying,  If  Balak  would  give  mei3 
his  house  full  of  silver  and  gold,  I  cannot  go  beyond  the 
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commandment  of  the  Eternal,  to  do  either  good  or  bad  of 
mine  own  mind;  but  what  the  Eternal  saith,  that  will  I 
speak?    And  now,  behold,  I  go  to  my  people;  come  therefore,  14 
and  I  will  advertise  thee  what  this  people  shall  do  to  thy 
people  in  the  remoteness  of  days.    And  he   took  up  his  15 
parable,  and  said,  Declaration  of  Balaam  the  son  of  Beor  and 
declaration  of  the  man  with  the  penetrating-  eye:    Declaration  16 
of  him  that  heard  the  sayings  of  God,  and  knoweth  the 
knowledge  of  the  Most  High,  who  seeth  the  vision  of  the 
Almighty,  falling,  bnt  having  his  eyes  open.    I  see  him,  17 
but  not  now;  I  perceive  him,  but  not  nigh:  a  Star  cometh 
out  of  Jacob,  and  a  rod  riseth  out  of  Israel,  and  pierceth 
the  corners  of  Moab,  and  undermineth  all  the  children  of 
Sheth.    And  Edom  shall  be  a  possession,  Seir  also  shall  be  18 
a  possession  for  his  enemies;  and  Israel  shall  do  valiantly. 
And  out  of  Jacob  he  shall  rule,  and  destroy  the  remnant  19 
of  the  city.    And  when  he  saw  Amalek,   he  took  up  his  20 
parable,  and  said,   Amalek  was  the  beginning  of  nations; 
but  his  latter  end  shall  be,  that  he  perish  everlastingly. 
And  he  saw  the  Kenites,  and  he  took  up  his  parable,  and  21 
said,  Firm  is  thy  dwelling-place,  and  thou  puttest  thy  nest 
in  a  rock.    Nevertheless  the  Kenite  shall  be  a  waste ,  how  22 
long  ere  Ashur  will  carry  thee  away  captive?    And  he  took  23 
up  his  parable,  and  said,  Alas,  who  shall  live  when  he 
doeth  this!  And  ships  from  the  land  of  Chittim  shall  afflict 24 
Ashur,  and  shall  afflict  Eber,  and  he  also  shall  perish  ever- 
lastingly.   And  Balaam  rose  up,  and  returned  to  his  place:  25 
and  Balak  also  went  his  way. 

And  Israel  abode  in  Shittim,  and  the  people  began  to  i 
commit  whoredom  with  the  daughters  of  Moab.    And  they  2 
called  the  people  to  the  sacrifices  of  their  gods:  and  the 
people  did  eat,  and  prostrated  themselves  before  their  gods. 
And  Israel  joined  himself  to  Baal-peor :  and  the  anger  of  the  3 
Eternal  was  kindled  against  Israel.    And  the  Eternal  said  4 
to  Moses,  Take  all  the  heads  of  the  people,  and  hang  them 
up  before  the  Eternal  against  the  sun,  that  the  fierce  wrath 
9  Vol.  IV. 
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of  the  Eternal  may  be  turned  away  from  Israel.    And  Moses  5 
said  to  the  judges  of  Israel,  Kill  every  one  his  men  that 
were  joined  to  Baal-peor.    And,  behold,  one  of  the  children  6 
of  Israel  came,  and  brought  to  his  brethren  the  Midianitish 
woman,  in  the  eyes  of  Moses,  and  in  the  eyes  of  all  the 
congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel,  who  ivere  weeping 
before   the    entrance   of  the   appointed    tent.     And  when  7 
Fhinehas  the  son  of  Eleazar,  the  son  of  Aaron  the  priest, 
saw  it,  he  rose  up  from  among  the  congregation,  and  took 
a  javelin  in  his  hand;    And  he  went  after  the  man  of  Israels 
into  the  recess,  and  thrust  both  of  them  through,  the  man 
of  Israel,  and  the  woman  in  her  stomach.    So  the  pestilence 
was  restrained  from  the  children  of  Israel.    And  those  thatg 
died  in  the  pestilence  were  twenty  and  four  thousand. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,  Phinehas  the  son 
of  Eleazar,  the  son  of  Aaron. the  priest,  hath  turned  my11 
wrath  away  from  the  children  of  Israel ,  while  he  was  zealous 
with  my  jealousy  in  the  midst  of  them,  that  I  consumed  not 
the  children  of  Israel  in  my  jealousy,  Wherefore,  say,  Behold,  1 2 
I  give  to  him  my  covenant  of  peace:   And  he  shall  have  is 
it,  and  his  seed  after  him,  even  the  covenant  of  a  priesthood 
for  ever:    because  he  was  zealous  for  his  God,  and  made 
an  expiation  for  the  children  of  Israel.    Now  the  name  of  1 4 
the  Israelite  that  was  smitten,  even  that  was  smitten  with 
the  Midianitish  woman,  was  Zimri,  the  son  of  Salu,  a  prince 
of  a  chief  house  among  the  Sirneonites.    And  the  name  of  15 
the  Midianitish  woman  that  was  smitten  was  Cozbi,  the 
daughter  of  Zur;  head  of  nations,   and  of  a  chief  house 
in  Midian. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    Vex  the  Midia-17 
nites,  and  smite  them:   For  they  vex  you  with  their  guiles,  ig 
wherewith  they  have  beguiled  you,  in  the  matter  of  Peor, 
and  in  the  matter  of  Cozbi,  the  daughter  of  a  prince  of 
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Midian,  their  sister,  who  was  smitten  in  the  day  of  the 
plague,  for  Peor's  sake.

And  it  came  to  pass,  after  the  pestilence,  1 
that  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  and  to  Eleazar,  the  son 
of  Aaron  the  priest,  as  follows,    Take  the  sum  of  all  the 2 
congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel,  from  twenty  years 
old  and  upwards,  throughout  their  father's  house,  every  one 
of  Israel  that  goeth  to  the  host.    And  Moses  and  Eleazar  3 
the  priest  spake  with  them  in  the  plains  of  Moab,  toy  the 
Jordan,  near  Jericho,  saying,    Take  the  sum  of  the  people,  4 
from  twenty  years  old  and  upwards:  as  the  Eternal  com- 
manded Moses,  and  the  children  of  Israel,  who  went  forth 
out  of  the  land  of  Egypt.    Reuben  the  firstborn  of  Israel: 5 
the  children  of  Reuben;  Hanoch,  the  family  of  the  Hanochite: 
of  Pallu,  the  family  of  the  Palluites :   Of  Plezron,  the  family  5 
of  the  Hezronites :   of  Carmi,  the  family  of  the  Carmites. 
These  are  the  families  of  the  Reubenites:    and  they  that  7 
were  numbered  of  them  were  forty  and  three  thousand  and 
seven  hundred  and  thirty.    And  the  sons  of  Pallu:  Eliab. g 
And  the  sons  of  Eliab;  Nemuel  and  Dathan,  and  Abiram.  9 
This  is  that  Dathan  and  Abiram  the  called  ones  of  the  con- 
gregation, who  excited  strife  against  Moses  and  against  Aaron 
in  the  congregation  of  Korah,  when  they  excited  strife  against 
the  Eternal.   And  the  earth  opened  its  mouth,  and  swallowed  10 
them  up  together  with  Korah,  when  that  congregation  died; 
when  the  fire  devoured  two  hundred  and  fifty  men:  and 
they  became  a  sign.    Notwithstanding  the  children  of  Korah  1 1 
died  not.    The  sons  of  Simeon  after  their  families:   of  Ne-12 
muel,  the  family  of  the  Nemuelites:  of  Jamin,  the  family 
of  the  Jaminites:   of  Jachin,  the  family  of  the  Jachinites: 
Of  Zerab,  the  family  of  the  Zarhites:  of  Shaul,  the  family  13 
of  the  Shaulites.  These  are  the  families  of  the  Simeonites,  1 4 
twenty  and  two  thousand  and  two  hundred.    The  children  1 5 
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of  Gad,  after  their  families:  of  Zephon,  the  family  of  the 
Zephonites  :  of  Haggi,  the  family  of  the  Haggites:  of  Shuni, 
the  family  of  the  Shunites:    Of  Ozni,  the  family  of  the  16 
Oznites:    of  Eri,  the  family  of  the  Erites.    Of  Arod,  the  17 
family  of  the  Arodites:  of  Areli,  the  family  of  the  Arelites. 
These  are  the  families  of  the  children  of  Gad,  according  to  18 
those  that  were  numbered  of  them,  forty  thousand  and  five 
hundred.    The  sons  of  Judah  were  Er  and  Onan:  and  Eri9 
and  Onan  died  in  the  land  of  Canaan.    And  the  sons  of  20 
Judah  after  their  families  were;  of  Shelah,  the  family  of  the 
Shelanites :  of  Pharez ,  the  family  of  the  Pharzites :  of  Zerah, 
the  family  of  the  Zarhites.    And  the  sons  of  Pharez  were;  21 
of  Hezron  the  family  of  the  Hezronites :  of  Hamul ,  the  family 
of  the  Hamulites.    These  are  the  families  of  Judah  according  22 
to  those  that  were  numbered  of  them,  threescore  and  sixteen 
thousand  and  five  hundred.    Of  the  sons  of  Issachar  after  23 
their  families:  of  Tola,  the  family  of  the  Tolaites:   of  Pua, 
the  family  of  the  Punites :    Of  Jashub,  the  family  of  Jashub-24 
ites:  of  Shimron,  the  family  of  the  Shimronites.    These  are  25 
the  families  of  Issachar  according  to  those  that  were  num- 
bered of  them,  threescore  and  four    thousand    and  three 
hundred.    Of  the  sons  of  Zebulun  after  their  families:   of 26 
Sered,  the  family  of  the  Sardites:  of  Elon,  the  family  of 
the  Elonites :  of  Jahleel  the  family  of  the  Jahleelites.    These  27 
are  the  families  of  the  Zebulunites ,  according  to  those  that 
were  numbered  of  them ,  threescore  thousand  and  five  hundred. 
The  sons  of  Joseph,  after  their  families,  ivere  Manasseh  and  28 
Ephraim.    Of  the  sons  of  Manasseh:  of  Machir,  the  family  29 
of  the  Machirites;  and  Machir  begat  Gilead:  of  Gilead  come 
the  family  of  the  Gileadites.    These  are  the  sons  of  Gilead:  30 
of  Jeezer,  the  family  of  the  Jeezerites:  of  Helek,  the  family 
of  the  Helekites:    And  of  Asriel,  the  family  of  the  Asrielites:  31 
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and  of  Shechein,  the  family  of  the  Shecheinites :    And  of  32 
Shemida,  the  family  of  the  Shemidaites :  and  of  Hepher, 
the  family  of  the  Hepherites.    And  Zelophehad  the  son  of  33 
Hepher  had  no  sons,  but  daughters:  and  the  names  of  the 
daughters  of  Zelophehad  were  Mahlah,  and  Noah,  Hoglah, 
Milcah,  and  Tirzah.    These  are  the  families  of  Manasseh,  34 
and  those  that  were  numbered  of  them,  fifty  and  two  thou- 
sand and  seven  hundred.    These  are  the  sons  of  Ephraim  35 
after  their  families:   of  Shuthelah,  the  family  of  the  Shu- 
thalhites:  of  Becher,  the  family  of  the  Bachrites:  of  Tahan, 
the  family  of  the  Tahanites.    And  these  are  the  sons  of  36 
Shuthelah:   of  Eran,  the  family  of  the  Eranites.    These  are  37 
the  families  of  the  sons  of  Ephraiin,   according  to  those 
that  were  numbered  of  them,  thirty  and  two  thousand  and 
five  hundred.    These  are  the   sons  of  Joseph   after  their 
families.    The  sons  of  Benjamin  after  their  families :  of  Bela,  38 
the  family  of  the  Belaites:  of  Ashbel,  the  family  of  the 
Ashbelites:  of  Ahiram,   the  family  of  the  Ahiramites:    Of  39 
Shupham,  the  family  of  the  Shuphamites:  of  Hupham,  the 
family  of  the  Huphamites.    And  the  sons  of  Bela  were  Aid  40 
and  Naaman :   of  Ard,  the  family  of  the  Ardites :  and  of 
Naaman,  the  family  of  the  Naamites.    These  are  the  sons  41 
of  Benjamin,  after  their  families:  and  they  that  were  numbered 
of  them  were  forty    and  five  thousand  and  six  hundred. 
These  are  the  sous  of  Dan,  after  their  families:  of  Shuham,  42 
the  family  of  the  Shuhamites.    These  are  the  families  of 
Dan,  after  their  families.    All  the  families  of  the  Shuhamites,  43 
according  to  those  that  were  numbered  of  them,  were  three- 
score and  four  thousand  and  four  hundred.    Of  the  children  44 
of  Asher,  after  their  families:  of  Jimna,  the  family  of  the 
Jimnites:  of  Jesui,  the  family  of  the  Jesuites:   of  Beriah, 
the  family  of  the  Beriites.    Of  the  sons  of  Beriah:  of  He- 45 
ber,  the  families  of  the  Heberites:  of  Malchiel,  the  family 
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of  the  Malchielites.    And  the  name  of  the  daughter  of  Asher46 
was  Sarach.    These  are  the  families  of  the  sons  of  Asher,  47 
according:  to  those  that  were  numbered  of  them,  who  were 
fifty  and  three  thousand  and  four  hundred.    Of  the  sons  of  48 
Naphtali,  after  their  families:  of  Jahzeel,  the  family  of  the 
Jahzeelites:  of  Guni,  the  family  of  the  Gunites:    Of  Jezer,  49 
the  family  of  the  Jezerites:   of  Shillem,  the  family  of  the 
Shillemites.    These  are  the  families  of  Naphtali,  according- 50 
to  their  families:   and  they  that  were  numbered  of  them 
were  forty  and  five  thousand  and  four  hundred.    These  werebl 
the  numbered  of  the  children  of  Israel,  six  hundred  thousand, 
and  a  thousand  seven  hundred  and  thirty.

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    To  these  the  53 
land  shall  be  divided  for  an  inheritance,  according  to  the 
number  of  names.    To  the  numerous  thou  shalt  increase  the  54 
inheritance,  and  to  few  thou  shalt  give  the  less  inheritance: 
to  every  one  shall  his  inheritance  be  given  according  to 
those  that  were  numbered  of  him.   Notwithstanding  the  land  55 
shall  be  divided  by  lot:    according  to  the  names  of  the 
tribes  of  their  fathers  they  shall  inherit.    According  to  the  56 
lot  shall  the  possession  thereof  be  divided  between  the  nu- 
merous and  the  few.    And  these  are  they  that  were  numbered  57 
of  the  Levites,  after  their  families:  of  Gershon,  the  family 
of  the  Gershonites:  of  Kohath,  the  family  of  the  Kohathites: 
of  Merari,  the  family  of  the  Merarites.    These  are  the  families  58 
of  the  Levites:    the  family  of  the  Libnites,  the  family  of 
the  Hebronites,  the  family  of  the  Mahlites,  the  family  of 
the  Mushites,  the  family  of  the  Korathites:  and  Kohath  begat 
Amram.    And  the  name  of  Amram's  wife  was  Jochebed,  the  59 
daughter  of  Levi,  whom  her  mother  bare  to  Levi  in  Egypt: 
and  she  bare  to  Amram,  Aaron,  and  Moses,  and  xMiriam 
their  sister.    And   to  Aaron  was  born  Nadab,  and  Abihu,  60 
Eleazar,  and  Ithamar.    And  Nadab  and  Abihu  died,  when  61 
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they  offered  strange  fire  before  the  Eternal.   And  those  that  62 
were  numbered  of  them  were  twenty  and  three  thousand,  all 
males,  from  a  month  old  and  upwards:  for  they  were  not 
numbered  among*  the  children  of  Israel,  because  there  was 
no  inheritance  given  them  in  the  midst  of  the  children  of 
Israel.    These  are  they  that  were  numbered  by  Moses  and  63 
Eleazar  the  priest  ,  who  numbered  the  children  of  Israel  in 
the  plains  of  Moab,  by  the  Jordan  near  Jericho.    But  among- 64 
these  there  was  not  a  man  of  them  whom  Moses  and  Aaron 
the  priest  numbered,  when  they  numbered  the  children  of 
Israel  in  the  wilderness  of  Sinai:    For  the   Eternal  had  65 
said  of  them,  They  shall  surely  die  in  the  wilderness.  And 
there  was  not  left  a  man  of  them,  save  Caleb  the  son  of 
Jephunneh,  and  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun.

Then  came  the   daughters  of  Zelophehad,    the  son   of  l 
Hepher,  the  son  of  Gilead,  the  son  of  Machir,  the  son  of 
Manasseh,  of  the  families  of  Manasseh  the  son  of  Joseph: 
and  these  are  the  names  of  his  daug-hters;  Mahlah,  Noah, 
and    Hog-lah,   and  Milcah,    and  Tirzah.    And  they  stood  2 
before  Moses,  and  before  Eleazar  the  priest,  and  before  the 
princes  and  all  the  congregation,  by  the  entrance  of  the 
appointed  tent,  saying-,    Our  father  died  in  the  wilderness,  3 
and  he  was  not  in  the  congreg-ation  of  them  that  were 
convened  ag-ainst  the  Eternal  in  the  congregation  of  Korah; 
but  died  in  his  own  sin,  and  had  no  sons,   Wherefore  should  4 
the  name  of  our  father  be  done  away  from  among  his  family, 
because  he  hath  no  son?  Give  to  us,  therefore,  a  possession 
among  the  brethren  of   our   father.    And  Moses   brought  5 
their  cause  before  the  Eternal. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,    The  daughters^ 
of  Zelophehad  speak  right:  thou  shalt  surely  give  them  a 
possession  of  an  inheritance  in  the  midst  of  their  father's 
brethren ;  and  thou  shalt  cause  the  inheritance  of  their  father 
to  pass  to  them.   And  thou  shalt  speak  to  the  children  of  8 
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Israel,  saying-,  If  a  man  die,  and  have  no  son.  then  ye  shall 
cause  his  inheritance  to  pass  to  his  daughter.    And  if  he  9 
have  no  daughter,  then  ye  shall  give  his  inheritance  to  his 
brethren.    And  if  he  have  no  brethren,  then  ye  shall  give  10 
his  inheritance  to  his  father's  brethren.    And  if  his  father  11 
have  no  brethren,  then  ye  shall  give  his  inheritance  to  his 
kin  that  is  next  to  him  of  his  family,  and  he  shall  possess 
it:  and  it  shall  be  to  the  children  of  Israel  an  ordinance 
of  judgment,  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Go  up  into  this  mount  12 
Abarim ,  and  see  the  land  which  I  have  given  to  the  children 
of  Israel.    And  when  thou  hast  seen  it  thou  also  shalt  be  13 
gathered  to  thy  peoples ,  as  Aaron  thy  brother  was  gathered. 
Since  ye  rebelled  against  my  commandment  in  the  wilderness  14 
of  Zin,  in  the  strife  of  the  congregation,  to  sanctify  me 
with  the  water  before  their  eyes :  that  is  the  water  of 
Meribah  in  Kadesh,  in  the  wilderness  of  Zin.    And  Moses  15 
spake  to  the  Eternal ,  saying ,  Let  the  Eternal ,   the  God  of  1 6 
the  spirits  of  all  flesh,  set  a  man  over  the  congregation, 
Who  may  go  out  before  them,  and  who  may  come  in  before  17 
them,  and  who  may  lead  them  out,  and  who  may  bring  in; 
that  the  congregation  of  the  Eternal  be  not  as  a  flock 
which  have  no  shepherd.    And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses.  1 8 
Take  thee  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun,  a  man  in  whom  is  spirit, 
and  lay  thy  hand  upon  him ;    And  present  him  before  Eleazar  1 9 
the  priest,  and  before  all  the  congregation:   and  give  him 
a   charge  before  their  eyes.    And  thou  shalt  put  some  of  20 
thine  honour  upon  him,   that  all  the  congregation  of  the 
children  of  Israel  may  be  obedient.    And  he  shall  stand  21 
before  Eleazar  the  priest,  who  shall  ask  eounsel  for  him, 
after  the  judgment  of  the  Urim  before  the  Eternal:  at  his 
word  shall  they  go  out,  and  at  his  word  they  shall  come 
in,  both  he,  and  all  the  children  of  Israel  with  him,  even 
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all  the  congregation :    And  Moses  did  as  the  Eternal  com-  22 
inanded  him:  and  he  took  Joshua,  and  presented  him  before 
Eleazar  the  priest,   and  before  all  the  congregation:    And 23 
he  laid  his  hands  upon  him,  and  gave  him  a  charge,  as 
the  Eternal  spoke  by  the  hand  of  Moses. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,  Command  the1 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them,  My  offering,  my  bread ^ 
for  my  fire  offerings  for  a  pleasing  odour  to  me,  shall  ye 
keep  to  offer  to  me  in  its   appointed  season.    And  thou  3 
shalt  say  to  them,  This  is  the  fire  offering  which  ye  shall 
offer  to  the  Eternal;  two  lambs  of  one  year  without  blemish, 
for  every  day,  for  a  continual  burnt  offering.    The  one  lamb  4 
shalt  thou  offer  in  the  morning,  and  the  other  lamb  shalt 
thou  offer  at  even ;    And  a  tenth  part  of  an  ephah  of  flour  5 
for  an  oblation,  mingled  with  the  fourth  part  of  a  hin  of 
beaten  oil.    It  is  a  continual  burnt  offering,  ordained  in  6 
mount  Sinai  for  a  pleasing  odour,  a  fire  offering  to  the 
Eternal.    And  the  drink  offering  thereof  shall  be  the  fourth  7 
part  of  a  hin  for  the  one  lamb:  in  the  holy  place  shalt 
thou  cause  the  strong  drink  to  be  poured  to  the  Eternal 
for  a  drink  offering.    And  the  second  lamb  shalt  thou  offers 
at  even:  as  the  oblation  of  the  morning,  and  as  the  drink 
offering  thereof,  thou  shalt  offer  it,   a  fire  offering  of  a 
pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal. 

And  on  the  sabbath  day  two  lambs  of  one  year,  without  9 
blemish,  and  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled 
with  oil,  and  the  drink  offering  thereof.    This  is  the  burnt  10 
offering  of  every  sabbath  besides  the  continual  burnt  offering, 
and   its    drink   offering.    And  in  the   beginnings  of  your  11 
months  ye  shall  offer  a  burnt  offering  to  the  Eternal;  two 
young  bullocks,  and  one  ram,  seven  lambs  of  one  year, 
without  blemish ;   And  three  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  1 2 
mingled  with  oil,  for  one  bullock:  and  two  tenth  deals  of 
flour  for   an   oblation,  mingled  with   oil,    for  one  ram; 
10  Vol.  IV. 
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And  a  several  tenth  deal  of  flour  mingled  with  oil  for  an  obla-  13 
tion  to  the  one  lamb,  for  a  burnt  offering  of  a  pleasing-  odour, 
a  fire  offering   to  the  Eternal.    And  their  drink  offerings  1 4 
shall  be  half  a  hin  of  wine  to  a  bullock,  and  the  third  part 
of  a  hin  to  a  ram ,  and  a  fourth  part  of  a  hin  to  a  lamb : 
this  is  the  burnt  offering  of  every  month   in   its  month 
throughout  the  months  of  the  year.    And  one  kid  of  the  15 
goats  for  a  sin  offering  to  the  Eternal  shall  be  offered, 
besides  the  continual  burnt  offering,  and  its  drink  offering. 
And  in  the  fourteenth  day  of  the  first  month  is  the  passover  1  ft 
of  the  Eternal.    And  in  the  fifteenth  day  of  this  month  is  17 
a  festival:  seven  days  shall  unleavened  bread  be  eaten.    In  18 
the  first  day  shall  be  a  convocation  of  holiness :  ye  shall  do 
no  manner  of  servile  work  therein :    But  ye  shall  offer  aid 
fire  offering  for  a  burnt  offering  to  the  Eternal:  two  young 
bullocks,  and  one  ram ,  and  seven  lambs  of  one  year:  they 
shall  be  to  you  without  blemish:    And  their  oblation  shall  20 
be  of  flour  mingled  with  oil ;  three  tenth  deals  shall  ye  offer 
for  a  bullock,  and  two  tenth  deals  for  a  ram;  A  several 21 
tenth  deal  shalt  thou  offer  for  the  one  lamb,  throughout 
the  seven  lambs:    And  one  goat  for  a  sin  offering,  to  make 22 
an  expiation  for  you.    Ye  shall  offer  these  besides  the  burnt  23 
offering  in  the  morning,  which  is  for  a  continual  burnt  offer- 
ing, Like  these  ye  shall  offer  on  each  day  throughout  the  24 
seven  days,  the  food  of  the  fire  offering  of  a  pleasing  odour 
to  the  Eternal :  it  shall  be  offered  besides  the  continual 
burnt  offering,  and  its  drink  offering.    And  on  the  seventh 25 
day  ye  shall  have  a  convocation  of  holiness:  ye  shall  do  no 
servile  work.    Also  in  the  day  of  the  firstlings,  when  ye 26 
bring  a  new  oblation  to  the  Eternal,  after  your  weeks  be 
out,  ye  shall  have  a  convocation  of  holiness;  ye  shall  do  no 
servile  work:   But  ye  shall  offer  a  burnt  offering  for  a 27 
pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal;  two  young  bullocks,  one  ram,

and  two  tenth  deals  for  a  ram ,  And  one  tenth  deal  for  the  4 
one  lamb,  throughout  the  seven  lambs;   And  one  kid  of  the 5 
goats  for  a  sin  offering,  to  make  an  expiation  for  you: 
Besides  the  burnt  offering  of  the  month,  and  its  oblation,  6 
and  the  continual  burnt  offering,  and  its  oblation,   and  their 
drink  offerings,  according  to  their  manner,  for  a  pleasing 
odour  a  fire  offering  to  the  Eternal.    And  ye  shall  have  on  7 
the  tenth  day  of  this  seventh  month  a  convocation  of  holiness ;

And  their 9 
oblation  shall  be  of  flour  mingled  with  oil,  three  tenth  deals 
to  a  bullock,  and  two  tenth  deals  to  one  ram,    A  several  10 
tenth  deal  for  one  lamb,  throughout  the  seven  lambs:    One  11 
kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering  of  expiation,  and  the 
continual  burnt  offering,  and  the  oblation  of  it,  and  their 
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drink  offerings.    And  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  seventh  1 2 
month  ye  shall  have  a  convocation  of  holiness;  ye  shall  do 
no  servile  work,  and  ye  shall  celebrate  a  festival  to  the 
Eternal  seven  days:    And  ye  shall  offer  a  burnt  offering-,  13 
a  fire  offering*,  of  a  pleasing-  odour  to  the  Eternal:  thirteen 
young*  bullocks,  two  rams,  and  fourteen  lambs  of  one  year; 
they  shall  be  without  blemish:    And  their  oblation  shall  be  14 
of  flour  mingled  with  oil,  three  tenth  deals  to  every  bullock 
of  the  thirteen  bullocks,  two  tenth  deals  to  each  ram  of  the 
two  rams,   And  a  several  tenth  deal  to  each  lamb  of  the  15 
fourteen  lambs ;  And  one  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering,  1 6 
besides  the  continual  burnt  offering,  its  oblation,  and  its 
drink  offering.    And  on  the  second  day  ye  shall  offer  twelve  1 7 
young  bullocks,  two  rams,  fourteen  lambs,   of  one  year, 
without  blemish :    And  their  oblation ,  and  their  drink  offer-  1 8 
ings,  for  the  bullocks,  for  the  rams,  and  for  the  lambs, 
shall  be  according  to  their  number,  after  the  manner:    And  19 
one  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering;  besides  the  continual 
burnt  offering,  and  the   oblation  thereof,  and  their  drink 
offerings.    And  on  the  third  day  eleven  bullocks,  two  rams  20 
fourteen  lambs  of  one  year,  without  blemish;    And  their 21 
oblation,  and  their  drink  offerings,  for  the  bullocks,  for  the 
rams,  and  for  the  lambs,  shall  be  according  to  their  number, 
after  the  manner:    And  one  goat  for  a  sin  offering;  besides  22 
the  continual  burnt  offering,  and  its  oblation,  and  its  drink 
offering.    And  on  the  fourth  day  ten  bullocks,  two  rams, 23 
and  fourteen  lambs  of  one  year,   without  blemish:    Their 24 
oblation,  and  their  drink  offerings,  for  the  bullocks,  for  the 
rams,  and  for  the  lambs,  shall  be  according  to  their  number, 
after  the  manner:    And  one  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin 25 
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offering-;   besides  a  continual   burnt  offering-,    its  oblation, 
and  its  drink  offering-.   And  on  the  fifth  day  nine  bullocks,  26 
two  ranis,  and  fourteen  lambs  of  one  year,  without  blemish: 
And  their  oblation,  and  their  drink  offerings,  for  the  bullocks,  27 
for  the  rams,  and  for  the  lambs,  shall  be  according-  to  their 
number,  after  the  manner:    And  one  g-oat  for  a  sin  offering-;  28 
besides  th(?  continual  burnt  offering-,  and  its  oblation,  and 
its  drink  offering*.    And  on  the  sixth  day  eight  bullocks,  29 
two  rams,  and  fourteen  lambs  of  one  year,  without  blemish: 
And  their  oblation,  and  their  drink  offerings,  for  the  bullocks, 30 
for  the  rams,  and  for  the  lambs,  shall  be  according  to  their 
number,  after  the  manner:   And  one  goat  for  a  sin  offering; 31 
besides  the  continual  burnt  offering,   its  oblation,    and  its 
drink  offering.   And  on  the  seventh  day  seven  bullocks,  two 32 
rams,  and  fourteen  lambs  of  one  year,   without  blemish: 
And  their  oblation,  and  their  drink  offerings,  for  the  bullocks, 33 
for  the  rams,  and  for  the  lambs,  shall  be  according  to  their 
number,  after  the  manner:    And  one  goat  for  a  sin  offer- 34 
ing;  besides  the  continual  burnt  offering,  its  oblation,  and 
its  drink  offering.    On  the  eighth  day  there  shall  be  a  35 
restriction  from  labor  to  you;  ye  shall  do  no  servile  work 
therein:    But  ye  shall  offer  a  burnt  offering,  a  fire  offering,  36 
of  pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal;    one  bullock,   one  ram, 
seven  lambs  of  one  year,  without  blemish:    Their  oblation,  37 
and  their  drink  offerings,  for  the  bullock,  for  the  ram,  and 
for  the  lambs,  shall  be  according  to  their  number,  after  the 
manner:  And  one  goat  for  a  sin  offering;  besides  the  con- 38 
tinual  burnt  offering,  its   oblation,   and  its  drink  offering. 
These  things  ye  shall  do  to  the  Eternal  in  your  appointed  39 
festivals,  besides  your  vows,  and  your  free-will-offerings,  for 
your  burnt  offerings,  and  for  your  oblations,  and  for  your 
drink  offerings,  and  for  your  feast  offerings.  ^ 

And  Moses  told  the  children  of  Israel ,  according  to  all  j 
that  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses. 
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And  Moses  spake  to  the  heads  of  the  tribes  concerning-  the  2 
children  of  Israel,  saying,  This  is  the  word  which  the  Eternal 
hath  commanded.    If  a  man  vow  a  vow  to  the  Eternal,  or 3 
swear  on  oath  to  bind  his  soul  with  a  bond:  he  shall  not 
violate  his  word,  he  shall  do  according*  to  all  that  goeth 
forth  from  his  mouth.   If  a  woman  also  vow  a  vow  to  the  4 
Eternal,  and  bind  herself  by  a  bond,  being  in  her  fathers 
house  in  her  youth;    And  her  father  heard  her  vow,  and 5 
her  bond  wherewith  she  hath  bound  her  soul,  and  her  father 
held  his  peace  at  her;  then  all  her  vows  shall  stand,  and 
every  bond  wherewith  she  hath  bound  her  soul  shall  stand. 
But  if  her  father  disallow  her  in  the  day  that  he  heareth;6 
not  any  of  her  vows,  or  of  her  bonds,  wherewith  she  hath 
bound  her  soul,  shall  stand:  and  the  Eternal  shall  forgive 
her,  because  her  father  disallowed  her.   And  if  she  were  at  7 
all  betrothed  to  a  man,  and  there  are  vows  upon  her,  or  an 
utterance  of  her  lips,  wherewith  she  bound  her  soul;   And 8 
her  bretrothed  heard  it,  and  held  his  peace  at  her  in  the 
day  that  he  heard  it;  then  her  vows  shall  stand,  and  her 
bonds  wherewith  she  bound  her  soul  shall  stand.    But  if  9 
her  husband  disallow  her  on  the  day  that  he  hear  it;  then 
he  shall  make  void  her  vow  which  is  upon  her,  and  the 
utterance  of  her  lips,  wherewith  she  bound  her  soul:  and 
the  Eternal  shall  forgive  her.    But  the  vow  of  a  widow,  10 
and  of  her  that  is  divorced,  with  whatever  they  have  bound 
their  souls,  shall  stand  against  her.  And  if  she  vowed  in  11 
her  husband's  house,  or  bound  her  soul  by  a  bond  with  an 
oath;    And  her  husband  heard  it,  and  held  his  peace  at  her,  12 
and  disallowed  her  not;  then  all  her  vows  shall  stand,  and 
every  bond  wherewith  she  bound  her  soul  shall  stand.   But  i  3 
if  her  husband  hath  utterly  made  them  void  on  the  day  he 
heard  them;  then  whatsoever  goeth  forth  from  her  lips  con- 
cerning her  vows,  or  concerning  the  bond  of  her  soul,  shall 
not  stand;  her  husband  hath  made   them  void,    and  the 
Eternal  shall  forgive  her.    Every  vow,  and  every  binding  14 
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oath  to  afflict  the  soul,  her  husband  may  establish  it,  or 
her  husband  may  make  it  void.    But  if  her  husband  alto- 15 
gether  hold  his  peace  at  her,  from  day  to  day;  then  he 
establisheth  all  her  vows,  or  all  her  bonds,  which  are  upon 
her :  he  establisheth  them ,  because  he  held  his  peace  at  her 
in  the  day  that  he  heard  them.    But  if  he  shall  any  ways  1 6 
make  them  void,  some  time  after  that  he  hath  heard  them; 
then  he  shall  bear  her  iniquity.    These  are  the   statutes  17 
which  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses,  between  a  man  and 
his  wife;  between  a  father  and  his  daughter,  being  yet  in 
her  youth  in  her  father's  house.  31 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,    saying,    Avenge  the* 
children  of  Israel  of  the  Midianites ;  afterwards  shalt  thou 
be  gathered  to  thy  peoples.   And  Moses  spake  to  the  people,  3 
saying,  Equip  some  of  yourselves  for  the  host,  and  let  them 
g"o  against  the  Midianites,  to  execute  the  vengeance  of  the 
Eternal  against  Midian.    Of  every  tribe  a  thousand,  troughout4 
all  the  tribes  of  Israel,  shall  ye  send  to  the  host.   So  there  5 
were  delivered  out  of  the  thousands  of  Israel,  a  thousand 
of  every  tribe;  twelve  thousand  equipped  for  the  host.  And  6 
Moses  sent  them  to  the  host,  a  thousand  of  every  tribe, 
them  and  Phinehas  the  son  of  Eleazar  the  priest,  to  the 
host,  with  the  vessels  of  holiness,  and  the  trumpets  to  blow, 
in  his  hand.    And  they  warred  against  the  Midianites,  as  7 
the  Eternal  commanded  Moses;  and  they  slew  every  male. 
And  they  slew  the  kings  of  Midian,  among  those  slain  by 8 
them;  namely,  Evi,  and  Rekem,   and  Zur,  and  Hur,  and 
Reba,  five  kings  of  Midian:   Balaam  also,  the  son  of  Beor, 
they  slew  with  the  sword.    And  the  children  of  Israel  took  9 
all  the  women  of  Midian  captives,  and  their  little  ones,  and 
took  all  their  beasts,  and  all  their  cattle,  and  all  their  goods. 
And  they  burnt  all  their  cities  wherein  they  dwelt,  and  all  10 
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their  strongholds,  with  fire.    And  they  took  all  the  spoil,  11 
and  all  the  prey,  loth  of  men  and  of  beasts.    And  they  12 
brought  the  captives,  and  the  prey,  and  the  spoil,  to  Moses 
and  Eleazar  the  priest,    and  to  the  congregation  of  the 
children  of  Israel,  to  the  camp  at  the  plains  of  Moab,  which 
are  by  the  Jordan  near  Jericho.    And  Moses,  and  Eleazar  13 
the  priest,  and  all  the  princes  of  the  congregation,  went 
forth  towards  them  without  the  camp.  And  Moses  was  angry  14 
with  those  appointed  over  the  force,  with  the  captains  over 
thousands,  and  captains  over  hundreds,  who  came  from  the 
host  of  the  war.    And  Moses  said  to  them ,  Have  ye  kept  1 5 
all  the  females  alive?   Behold,  these  were  an  enticement  16 
to  the  children  of  Israel,  through  the  word  of  Balaam,  to 
commit  a  perfidy  against  the  Eternal  in  the  matter  of  Peor, 
and  there  was  a  pestilence  among  the  congregation  of  the 
Eternal.    Now  therefore   kill  every  male  among  the  little  1 7 
ones,  and  kill  every  woman  that  hath  known  man  by  lying 
with  a  male.    But  all  the  little  ones  among  women  that  18 
have  not  known  a  male,  by  lying,  keep  alive  for  yourselves. 
And  do  ye  abide  without  the  camp  seven  days:  whosoever  19 
hath  killed  any  person,  and  whosoever  hath  touched  any  one 
slain,  purify  loth  yourselves  and  your  captives,  on  the  third 
day,   and  on  the  seventh  day;    Every  garment  and  every  20 
vessel  of  skin,  and  every  work  of  goats'  hair,  and  every 
vessel  made  of  wood;  purify  yourselves.    And  Eleazar  the  21 
priest  said  to  the  men  of  the  host  who  went  to  the  war, 
This  is  the  ordinance  of  the  law  which  the  Eternal  com- 
manded Moses;  Only  the  gold,  and  the  silver,  the  copper,  22 
the  iron,  the  tin,  and  the  lead,  Every  thing  that  may  come  23 
into  the  fire,  ye  shall  pass  through  the  fire,  and  it  shall  be 
clean;  nevertheless  it  shall  be  purified  with  the  water  of 
separation:  and  all  that  cometh  not  into  the  fire  ye  shall 
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pass  through  the  water.    And  ye  shall  wash  your  garments  24 
on  the  seventh  day,  and  ye  shall  be  clean,  and  afterwards 
ye  shall  come  into  the  camp.    And  the  Eternal  spake  to  25 
Moses,  saying,    Take  the  sum  of  the  prey  that  was  captured, 26 
loth  of  man  and  of  beast,  thou,  and  Eleazar  the  priest,  and 
the  heads  of  the  fathers  of  the  congregation:    And  divide 27 
the  prey  into  two  parts;  between  them  that  took  the  war 
upon  them,  who  went  out  to  the  host,  and  between  all  the 
congregation :    And  levy  a  tribute  to  the  Eternal  of  the  men  28 
of  war  who  went  out  to  the  host:  one  soul  of  five  hundred, 
loth  of  the  persons,  and  of  the  herd,  and  of  the  asses,  and 
of  the  flock;    Take  it  of  their  half,  and  give  it  to  Eleazar 29 
the  priest,  for  a  heave  offering  of  the  Eternal.    And  of  the  30 
children  of  Israel's  half,  thou  shalt  take  one  portion  of  fifty, 
of  the  persons,  of  the  herds,  of  the  asses,  and  of  the  flocks, 
of  all  manner  of  beasts,  and  give  them  to  the  Levites,  who 
keep  the  charge  of  the  dwelling  of  the  Eternal.    And  Moses  31 
and  Eleazar  the  priest  did  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses. 
And  the  prey,  leing  the  rest  of  the  booty  which  the  men  of  32 
the  host  had  taken,  was  six  hundred  thousand,  and  seventy 
thousand,  and  five  thousand  of  the  flock.    And  threescore  33 
and  twelve  thousand  of  the  herd.    And  threescore  and  one  34 
thousand  asses,    And  thirty  and  two  thousand  persons  in  35 
all,  of  women  that  had  not  known  a  male  by  lying  with  Mm. 
And  the  half,  which  was  the  portion  of  them  that  went  out  36 
to  the  host,  was   of  the  flock  in  number  three  hundred 
thousand,  and  seven  thousand  and  thirty  thousand  and  five 
hundred :   And  of  the  flock  the  tribute  of  the  Eternal  was  37 
11  Vol.  IV. 
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six  hundred  and  threescore  and  fifteen.    And  the  herd  tvasss 
thirty  and  six  thousand;  of  which  the  tribute  of  the  Eternal 
was  threescore  and  twelve.  And  the  asses  were  thirty  thousand  3£ 
and  five  hundred;  of  which  the  tribute  of  the  Eternal  was 
threescore  and  one.    And  the  persons  were  sixteen  thousand; 40 
of  which  the  tribute  of  the  Eternal  was  thirty  and  two 
persons.    And  Moses  gave  the  tribute,  which  was  the  heave 41 
offering  of  the  Eternal,  to  Eleazar  the  priest;  as  the  Eternal 
commanded  Moses.    And  of  the  children  of  Israel's  half,  42 
which  Moses  divided  from  the  men  that  warred  —  Now  the  43 
half  of  the  flock  that  pertained  to  the  congregation  was  three 
hundred  thousand,  and  thirty  thousand,  and  seven  thousand 
and  five  hundred.    And  thirty  and  six  thousand  of  the  herd.  44 
And  thirty  thousand  asses  and  five  hundred,    And  sixteen^ 
thousand  persons  —  Even  of  the  children  of  Israel's  half,  47 
Moses  took  one  portion  of  fifty,  both  of  man  and  of  beast, 
and  gave  them  to  the  Levites,  who  kept  the  charge  of  the 
dwelling  of  the  Eternal,  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses. 
And  those  appointed  over  the  thousands  of  the  host,  the  48 
captains  of  thousands,  and  captains  of  hundreds,  came  near 
to  Moses:  And  they  said  to  Moses,  Thy  servants  have  taken 49 
the  sum  of  the  men  of  war  who  are  under  our  charge,  and 
there  is  not  missed  one  man  of  us.    We  have  therefore  50 
offered  the  offering  for  the  Eternal,  what  every  man  hath 
found,  of  vessels  of  gold,  chains,  and  bracelets,  rings,  ear- 
rings, and  beads,  to  make  an  expiation  for  our  souls  before 
the  Eternal.    And  Moses  and  Eleazar  the  priest  took  the  51 
gold  of  them,  even  all  wrought  vessels.   And  all  the  gold  of  52 
the  heave  offering  that  they  heaved  to  the  Eternal,  of  the 
captains  of  thousands,  and  of  the  captains  of  hundreds,  was 
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sixteen  thousand  seven  hundred  and  fifty  shekels.    For  the  53 
men  of  war  had  plundered  every  man  for  himself.    And  Moses  54 
and  Eleazar  the  priest  took  the  gold  of  the  captains  of 
thousands  and  of  hundreds,  and  brought  it  in  the  appointed  tent, 
for  a  memorial  for  the  children  of  Israel  before  the  Eternal. 

Now  the  children  of  Reuben  and  the  children  of  Gad  ^ 
had  cattle  in  a  very  great  multitude:   and  when  they  saw 
the  land  of  Jazer,  and  the  land  of  Gilead,  that,  behold,  the 
place  was  a  place  for  cattle:    The  children  of  Gad  and  the 2 
children  of  Reuben  came  and  spake  to  Moses,  and  to  Eleazar 
the  priest,  and  to  the  princes  of  the  congregation,  saying, 
Ataroth,  and  Dibon,  and  Jazer,  and  Nimrah,  and  Heshbon,  3 
and  Elealeh,  and  Shebam,  and  Nebo,  and  Beon.   Even  the  4 
country  which  the  Eternal  smote  before  the  congregation  of 
Israel,  is  a  land  for  cattle,  and  thy  servants  have  cattle: 
Wherefore,  said  they,  if  we  have  found  favour  in  thine  eyes,  5 
let  this  land  be  given  to  thy  servants  for  a  possession,  and 
make  us  not  pass  over  the  Jordan.    And  Moses  said  to  the  6 
children  of  Gad  and  to  the  children  of  Reuben,  Shall  your 
brethren  go  to  war,  and  shall  ye  abide  here  ?  And  wherefore  7 
discourage  ye  the  heart  of  the  children  of  Israel  from  passing 
into  the  land  which  the  Eternal  hath  given  them?    Thus 8 
did  your  fathers,  when  I  sent  them  from  Kadesh-barnea  to 
see  the  land.   For  when  they  went  up  to  the  brook  of  9 
Eshcol,  and  saw  the  land,  they  discouraged  the  children  of 
Israel,  that  they  should  not  go  into  the  land  which  the 
Eternal  had  given  them.    And  the  anger  of  the  Eternal  10 
was  kindled  on  that  day,  and  he  sware,  saying,  If  the  menu 
that  went  up  out  of  Egypt,  from  twenty  year  old  and  upwards, 
see  the  ground  which  I  sware  unto  Abraham,  unto  Isaac, 
and  unto  Jacob ;   for  they  have  not  wholly  followed  me : 
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Save  Caleb  the  son  of  Jephunneh  the  Kenezite,  and  Joshua  the  12 
son  of  Nun:  for  they  have  wholly  followed  the  Eternal.  .  .  . 
And  the  anger  of  the  Eternal  was  kindled  against  Israel,  13 
and  he  made  them  wander  in  the  wilderness  forty  years, 
until  all  the  generation,  that  had  done  evil  in  the  eyes  of 
the  Eternal,  was  consumed.    And,  behold,  ye  are  risen  up  14 
in  your  fathers'  stead,  an  encrease  of  sinful  men,  to  add  yet 
to  the  fierce  wrath  of  the  Eternal  towards  Israel.    For  if  15 
ye  turn  away  from  after  him,  he  will  yet  again  leave  them 
in  the  wilderness;  and  ye  shall  destroy  all  this  people.    And  16 
they  came  near  to  him,  and  said,  We  will  build  sheepfolds 
here  for  our  cattle,  and  cities  for  our  little  ones:    But  we  17 
ourselves  will  equip  and  speed  before  the  children  of  Israel, 
until  we  have  brought  them  to  their  place:  and  our  little 
ones  shall  abide  in  the  fenced  cities  because  of  the  inhabitants 
of  the  land.    We  will  not  return  to  our  houses,  until  the  18 
children  of  Israel  have  inherited  every  one  his  inheritance. 
For  we  will  not  inherit  with  them  on  yonder  side  of  the  19 
Jordan,  or  forward;  because  our  inheritance,  is  fallen  to  us 
on  this  side  of  the  Jordan  eastward. 

And  Moses  said  to  them,   If  ye  will  do  this  thing,  if  ye  20 
will  equip  before  the  Eternal  to  war,    And  will  pass  all  of  21 
you  equipped  over  the  Jordan  before  the  Eternal,  until  he 
hath  driven  out  his  enemies  from  before  him,    And  the  land  22 
be  subdued  before  the  Eternal:  then  afterwards   ye  shall 
return,  and  be  guiltless  before  the  Eternal,  and  before  Israel; 
and  this  land  shall  be  your  possession  before  the  Eternal. 
But  if  ye  will  not  do  so,  behold,  ye  have  sinned  against 23 
the  Eternal :   and  know  your  sin  which  will  find  you.   Build  24 
ye  cities  for  your  little  ones,  and  folds  for  your  flock;  and 
do  that  which  hath  gone   out  of  your  mouth.    And  the  25 
children  of  Gad  and  the  children  of  Reuben  spake  to  Moses, 
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saying-,   Thy  servants  will  do  as  my  lord  commandeth.    Our 26 
little  ones,  our  wives,  our  cattle,  and  all  our  beasts,  shall  be 
there  in  the  cities  of  Gilead.    But  thy  servants  will  pass  27 
over,  every  man  equipped  for  the  host,  before  the  Eternal 
to  war,  as  my  lord  speaketh.    So  concerning-  them  Moses  28 
commanded  Eleazar  the  priest,   and  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun, 
and  the  heads  of  the  fathers  of  the  tribes  of  the  children 
of  Israel :    And  Moses  said  to  them ,  If  the  children  of  Gad  29 
and  the   children  of  Reuben  will  pass  with  you  over  the 
Jordan,  every  one  equipped  for  the  war,  before  the  Eternal, 
and  the  land  shall  be  subdued  before  you;  then  ye  shall 
give  them  the  land  of  Gilead  for  a  possession:    But  if  they  30 
will  not  pass  over  with  you  equipped,  they  shall  have  pos- 
sessions among*  you  in  the  land  of  Canaan.   And  the  children  31 
of  Gad  and  the  children  of  Reuben  answered,  saying,  As 
the  Eternal  hath  spoken  to  thy  servants,  so  will  we  do. 
We  will  pass  over  equipped  before  the  Eternal  into  the  land  32 
of  Canaan,  that  the  possession  of  our  inheritance  on  this 
side  of  the  Jordan  may  be  our's.    And  Moses  gave  to  them,  33 
even  to  the  children  of  Gad,  and  to  the  children  of  Reuben, 
and  to  half  the  tribe  of  Manasseh  the  son  of  Joseph,  the 
kingdom  of  Sihon,  king  of  the  Amorites,  and  the  kingdom 
of  Og  king  of  Bashan,  the  land,  with  the  cities  thereof  in 
the  boundaries,  even  the  cities  of  the  country  round  about. 
And  the  children  of  Gad    built  Dibon,   and  Ataroth,    and  34 
Aroer.    And   Atroth,  Shophan,    and  Jazer,  and  Jogbehah,  35 
And  Beth-nimrah,  and  Beth-haran,  fenced  cities:  and  folds 36 
for  sheep:    And  the  children  of  Reuben  built  Heshbon,  and 37 
Elealeh  and  Kirjathaim.    And  Nebo,  and  Baal-meon,  their 38 
names  being  altered,  and  Shibmah:  and  called  other  names 
to  the  cities  which  they  builded.   And  the  children  of  Machir  39 
the  son  of  Manasseh  went  to  Gilead,  and  conquered  it,  and 
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dispossessed  the  Amorite  which  was  in  it.    And  Moses  gave  40 
Gilead  to  Machir  the  son  of  Manasseh;  and  he  abode  therein. 
And  Jair  the   son  of  Manasseh  went  and  conquered  the  41 
hamlets  thereof,  and  called  them  the  hamlets  of  Jair.    And  42 
Nobah  went  and  conquered  Kenath,  and  the  villages  thereof, 
and  called  it  Nobah,  after  his  own  name. 

These  are  the  journeys  of  the  children  of  Israel,  who  l 
went  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  with  their  hosts  under 
the  hand  of  Moses   and  Aaron.     And  Moses  wrote  their  2 
goings  out  according  to  their  journeys  by  the  commandment 
of  the  Eternal :  and  these  are  their  journeys  according  to 
their  goings  out.   And  they  journeyed  from  Rameses  in  the  3 
first  month,  on  the  fifteenth  day  of  the  first  month;  on  the 
morrow  after  the  passover  the  children  of  Israel  went  out 
with  a  high  hand  in  the  eyes  of  all  Egypt.    And  the  4 
Egyptians  buried  all  their  firstborn,  whom  the  Eternal  had 
smitten   among  them:   upon   their  gods   also   the  Eternal 
executed  judgments.    And  the  children  of  Israel  journeyed  5 
from  Rameses,  and  encamped  in  Succoth.  And  they  journeyed  6 
from  Succoth,  and  encamped  in  Etham,  which  is  in  the  edge 
of  the  wilderness.    And  they  journeyed  from  Etham ,  and  7 
turned  unto  Pi-hahiroth,  which  is  before  Baal-zephon:  and 
they   encamped    before  Migdol.    And  they  journeyed  from  8 
before  Pi-hahiroth,  and  passed  through  the  midst  of  the  sea 
into  the  wilderness,  and  went  three  days'  journey  in  the 
wilderness  of  Etham,  and  encamped  in  Marah.    And  they 9 
journeyed  from  Marah,  and  came  to  Elim:  and  in  Elim  were 
twelve  springs  of  water,  and  threescore  and  ten  palm  trees; 
and  they  encamped  there.  And  they  journeyed  from  Elim,  and  10 
encamped  by  the  Red  sea.    And  they  journeyed  from  the  Red  11 
sea,  and  encamped  in  the  wilderness  of  Sin.  And  they  journeyed  12 
out  of  the  wilderness  of  Sin,  and  encamped  in  Dophkah. 
And  they  journeyed  from  Dophkah,  and  encamped  in  Alush.  13 
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And  they  journeyed  from  Alush,  and  encamped  at  Rephidim,  14 
where  was  no  water  for  the  people  to  drink.    And  they  15 
journeyed  from  Rephidim,  and  encamped  in  the  wilderness 
of  Sinai.    And  they  journeyed  from  the  wilderness  of  Sinai,  16 
and  encamped  at  Kibroth-hattaavah.     And  they  journeyed  17 
from  Kibroth-hattaavah,  and  encamped  at  Hazeroth.     And  18 
they  journeyed  from  Hazeroth,   and  encamped  in  Rithmah. 
And  they  journeyed  from  Rithmah,  and  encamped  at  Rimmon-19 
parez.  And  they  journeyed  from  Rimmon-parez ,  and  encamped  20 
in  Libnah.    And  they  journeyed  from  Libnah,  and  encamped  21 
at  Rissah.    And  they  journeyed  from  Rissah,  and  encamped  22 
in  Kehelathah.    And  they  journeyed  from  Kehelathah,  and  23 
encamped  in  mount  Shapher.    And  they  journeyed  from  mount  24 
Shapher,  and   encamped  in  Haradah.     And  they  journeyed  25 
from  Haradah,    and   encamped    in   Makheloth.     And  they  26 
journeyed  from  Makheloth,  and  encamped  at  Tahath.    And  27 
they  journeyed  from  Tahath,  and  encamped  at  Tarah.    And  28 
they  journeyed  from  Tarah,  and  encamped  in  Mithcah.    And  29 
they  journeyed  from  Mithcah,  and  encamped  in  Hashmonah. 
And   they  journeyed   from   Hashmonah.   and  encamped  at 30 
Moseroth.    And  they  journeyed  from  Moseroth,  and  encamped  31 
iu  Bene-jaakan.    And  they  journeyed  from  Bene-jaakan,  and  32 
encamped  at  Hor-hagidgad.    And  they  journeyed  from  Hor-33 
hagidgad,  and  encamped  in  Jotbathah.    And  they  journeyed  34 
from  Jotbathah,  and  encamped  at  Ebronah.  And  they  yourneyed  35 
from  Ebronah,  and  encamped    at   Ezion-gaber.    And  they 36 
journeyed  from  Ezion-gaber,  and  encamped  in  the  wilderness 
of  Zin,  which  is  Kadesh.    And  they  journeyed  from  Kadesh,  37 
and  encamped  in  mount  Hor,  in  the  edge  of  the  land  of 
Edom.   And  Aaron  the  priest  went  up  to  mount  Hor  at  the  38 
commandment  of  the  Eternal,  and  died  there,  in  the  fortieth 
year  after  the  children  of  Israel  were  come  out  of  the  land 
of  Egypt,  iu  the  first  day  of  the  fifth  month.    And  Aaron  39 
was  a  hundred  and  twenty  and  three  years  old  when  he 
died  on  mount  Hor.    And  the  king  of  Arad  tbe  Cauaanite,  40 
who  abode  in  the  south  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  heard  of 
the  coming  of  the  children  of  Israel.    And  they  journeyed  41 
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from  mount  Hor,  and   encamped  in  Zalmonah.    And  they  42 
journeyed  from  Zalmonah,   and  encamped   in  Punon.    And  43 
they  journeyed  from  Punon,  and  encamped  in  Oboth.    And  44 
they  journeyed  from  Oboth,  and  encamped  in  Ije-abarim,  in 
the  boundary  of  Moab.    And  they  journeyed  from  Iim,  and  45 
encamped  in  Dibon-gad.    And  they  journeyed  from  Dibon-gad,  46 
and   encamped  in  Almon-diblathaim.     And   they   journeyed  47 
from  Almon-diblathaim,  and  encamped  in  the  mountains  of 
Abarim,  before  Nebo.   And  they  journeyed  from  the  mountains  48 
of  Abarim,  and  encamped  in  the  plains  of  Moab  by  the 
Jordan  near  Jericho.    And  they  encamped  by  the  Jordan,  49 
from  Beth-jesimoth,  even  unto  Abel-shittim  in  the  plains  of 
Moab.    And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  in  the  plains  of  50 
Moab,  by  the  Jordan  near  Jericho,  saying*,    Speak  to  the  51 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them,  When  ye  are  passed 
over  the  Jordan  into  the  land  of  Canaan;    Then  ye  shall  52 
drive  out  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  land  before  you,  and 
destroy  all  their  sculptures,  and  destroy  all  their  molten 
images,  and  quite  pluck  down  all  their  high  places:    And  53 
ye  shall  dispossess  the  inhabitants  of  the  land,  and  abide 
therein:  for  I  have  given  you  the  land  to  possess  it.    And 54 
ye  shall  divide  the  land  by  lot  for  an  inheritance  among 
your  families:  and  to  the  numerous  ye  shall  increase  the 
inheritance,  and  to  the  few  ye  shall  lessen  the  inheritance: 
every  man's  inheritance  shall  be  in  the  place  where  his  lot 
falleth;  according  to  the  tribes  of  your  fathers  ye  shall 
divide  the  inheritance.    But  if  ye  will  not  drive  out  the  55 
inhabitants  of  the  land  before  you ;  then  it  shall  come  to 
pass,  that  those  whom  ye  leave  of  them  shall  be  pricks  in 
your  eyes,  and  thorns  in  your  sides,  and  shall  vex  you  in 
the  land  wherein  ye  abide.    Moreover  it  shall  come  to  pass,  56 
that  I  shall  do  to  you,  as  I  thought  to  do  to  them. 
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And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying",   Command  the1 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them,   When  ye  come  into  the'~ 
land  of  Canaan,  this  is  the  land  that  shall  fall  to  you  for 
an  inheritance,  even  the  land  of  Canaan  with  the  boundaries 
thereof;    Then  the  south  corner  shall  be  to  you  from  the  3 
wilderness  of  Zin  along-  by  the  coast  of  Edom,  and  your 
south  boundary  shall  be  the  edge  of  the  salt  sea  eastward: 
And  your  boundary  shall  fetch  a  compass  from  the  south  to  4 
the  ascent  of  Akrabbim,  and  pass  on  to  Zin:  and  the  going 
forth  thereof  shall  be  from  the  south  to  Kadesh-barnea ,  and 
shall  go  on  to  Hazar-addar,  and  pass  on  to  Azmon:    And  5 
the  boundary  shall  fetch  a  compass  from  Azmon  to  the  brook 
of  Egypt,  and  the  goings  out  of  it  shall  be  at  the  sea. 
And  as  for  the  western  boundary,  ye  shall  even  have  the  ft 
great  sea  for  a  boundary:  this  shall  be  your  west  boundary. 
And  this  shall  be  your  north  boundary:  from  the  great  sea  7 
ye  shall  point  out  for  you  mount  Hor:    From  mount  Horg 
ye  shall  point  out  your  border  to  the  entrance  of  Hamath; 
and  the  goings  forth  of  the  boundary  shall  be  to  Zedad: 
And  the  boundary  shall  go  forth  from  Ziphron,   and  the  9 
goings  out  of  it  shall  be  at  Hazar-enan:  this  shall  be  your 
north  boundary.    And  ye  shall  point  out  your  north  boundary  10 
from  Hazar-enan  to  Shepham :    And  the  boundary  shall  go  1 1 
down  from  Shepham  to  Riblah,  on  the  east  side  of  Ain; 
and  the  boundary  shall  go  down,  and  shall  reach  to  the 
side  of  the  sea  of  Chinnereth  eastward:    And  the  boundary  \% 
shall  go  down  to  the  Jordan,  and  the  goings  out  of  it 
shall  be  at  the  salt  sea:   this  shall  be  your  land  with  the 
boundaries  thereof  round  about.   And  Moses  commanded  the  13 
children  of  Israel,  saying,    This  is  the  land  which  ye  shall 
divide  for  inheritance  by  lot,  which  the  Eternal  commanded 
to  give  to  the  nine  tribes,  and  to  the  half  tribe:   For  the  14 
tribe  of  the  children  of  Reuben  according  to  the  house  of 
their  fathers,  and  the  tribe  of  the  children  of  Gad  according 
to  the  house  of  their  fathers,  have  taken  their  inheritance; 
and  half  the  tribe  of  Manasseh  have  taken  their  inheritance : 
The  two  tribes  and  the  half  tribe  have  taken  their  inheritance  1 5 
12  Vol.  IV. 
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on  this  side  of  the  Jordan  near  Jericho  eastward,  towards 
the  sun-rising:. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying-,    These  are  the  ^ 
names  of  the  men  who  shall  divide  the  land  by  inheritance  1 7 
to  yon;   Eleazar  the  priest,  and  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun. 
And  ye  shall  take  one  prince  of  every  tribe,  to  divide  the  18 
land  by  inheritance.    And  the  names  of  the  men  are  these:  19 
Of  the  tribe  of  Judah,  Caleb  the  son  of  Jephunneh.    And  20 
of  the  tribe  of  the  children  of  Simeon,  Shemuel  the  son  of 
Ammihud.     Of  the  tribe  of  Benjamin,  Elidad  the  son  of 21 
Chislon.    And  the  prince  of  the  tribe  of  the  children  of  22 
Dan,  Bukki  the  son  of  Jogli.    The  prince  of  the  children  23 
of  Joseph,    for   the   tribe  of  the  children  of  Manasseh, 
Hanniel  the  son  of  Ephod.    And  the  prince  of  the  tribe  of  24 
the  children  of  Ephraim,  Kemuel  the  son  of  Shiphtan.    And  25 
the  prince  of  the  tribe  of  the  children  of  Zebulun,  Elizaphan 
the  son  of  Parnach.    And  the  prince  of  the  tribe  of  the  26 
children  of  Issachar,    Paltiel  the  son  of  Azzan.    And  the  27 
prince  of  the  tribe  of  the  children  of  Asher,  Abihud  the 
son  of  Shelomi.   And  the  prince  of  the  tribe  of  the  children  28 
of  Naphtali,  Pedahel  the  son  of  Ammihud.    These  are  they  29 
whom  the  Eternal  commanded  to  divide  the  inheritance  to 
the  children  of  Israel  in  the  land  of  Canaan.

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses  in  the  plains  of  Moab  i 
by  the  Jordan  near  Jericho,  saying*,    Command  the  children 2 
of  Israel,  that  they  give  to  the  Levites  of  the  inheritance 
of  their  possession  cities  to  abide  in:   and  ye  shall  give 
also  to  the  Levites  an  out-place  for  the  cities  round  about 
them.    And  the  cities  shall  they  have  to  dwell  in;  and  the 3 
out-places  of  them  shall  be  for  their  beasts,  and  for  their 
substance,  and  for  all  their  necessaries  of  life.    And  the 4 
out-places  of  the  cities,  which  ye  shall  give  to  the  Levites, 
shall   reach  from  the  wail   of  the  city  and   outward  a 
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thousand  cubits  round  about.    And  ye  shall  measure  from  5 
without  the  eity  on  the  east  corner  two  thousand  cubits, 
and  on  the  south  corner  two  thousand  cubits,  and  on  the 
west  corner  two  thousand  cubits,  and  on  the  north  corner 
two  thousand  cubits;  and  the  city  shall  be  in  the  midst: 
this  shall  be  to  them  the  out-places  of  the  cities.    And  6 
the  cities  which  ye  shall  give  to  the  Levites  shall  be,  six 
cities  for  refuge,  which  ye  shall  give  in  order  that  the 
manslayer  may  flee  thither:  and  to  them  ye  shall  add  forty 
and  two  cities.    So  all  the  cities  which  ye  shall  give  to  the  7 
Levites  shall  be  forty  and  eight  cities:  them  shall  ye  give 
with  their  out-places.   And  the  cities  which  ye  shall  give  8 
shall  be  of  the  possession  of  the  children  of  Israel:  from 
him  that  has  much  ye  shall  take  much;  but  from  him  that 
has  little  ye  shall  take  little;    every  one  shall  give  of  his 
cities  to  the  Levites  according  to  his  inheritance  which  he 
inheriteth. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,   Speak  to  the9 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them,  When  ye  have  passed*** 
over  the  Jordan  into  the  land  of  Canaan;    Then  ye  shall  11 
appoint  you  cities  to  be  cities  of  refuge  for  you;  that  the 
slayer  may  flee  thither,  who  killeth  any  person  unintentionally. 
And  they  shall  be  to  you  cities  for  refuge  from  the  avenger;  12 
that  the  man-slayer  die  not,  until  he  stand  before  the  con- 
gregation in  judgment.    And  of  the  cities  which  ye  shall  13 
give  six  cities  shall  ye  have  for  refuge.    Ye  shall  give  three  14 
cities  on  this  side  of  the  Jordan,  and  three  cities  shall  ye 
give  in  the  land  of  Canaan,  which  shall  be  cities  of  refuge. 
These  six  cities  shall  be  a  refuge,  both  for  the  children  of  15 
Israel,  and  for  the  stranger,  and  for  the  sojourner  among 
them:  that  every  one  that  killeth  any  person  unintentionally 
may  flee  thither.    And  if  he  smite  him  with  an  instrument  1 6 
of  iron,  so  that  he  die,  he  is  a  murderer:  the  murderer 
shall  surely  be  put  to  death.    And  if  he  smite  him  with  a  1 7 
stone  in  the  hand,  wherewith  he  may  die,  and  he  die,  he 
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is  a  murderer:  the  murderer  shall  surely  be  put  to  death. 
Or  if  he  smite  him  with  a  vessel  of  wood  in  the  hand,  18 
wherewith  he  may  die,  and  he  die,  he  is  a  murderer:  the 
murderer  shall  surely  be  put  to  death.    The  avenger  of  10 
blood  himself  shall  kill  the  murderer:    when  he  meeteth 
him  he  may  kill  him.    But  if  he  thrust  him  of  hatred,  or 20 
cast  upon  him  by  lying-  in  wait,  that  he  die;    Or  in  enmity 21 
smite  him  with  his  hand,  that  he  die:  he  that  smote  him 
shall  surely  be  put  to  death;  for  he  is  a  murderer:  the 
avenger  of  blood  may  kill  the  murderer,  when  he  meeteth 
him.    But  if  he  thrust  him   suddenly  without  enmity,  or  22 
have  cast  upon  him  any  vessel  without  lying  in  wait,    Or  23 
with  any  stone  wherewith  one  may  die,  seeing  him  not, 
and  cast  it  upon  him,  that  he  die,  and  was  not  his  enemy, 
neither  sought  his  harm.    Then  the  congregation  shall  judge  24 
between  the  slayer  and  the  avenger  of  blood  according  to 
these  judgments:    Aud  the  congregation  shall  deliver  the 25 
slayer  out  of  the  hand  of  the  avenger  of  blood,  and  the 
congregation  shall  restore  him  to  the  city  of  his  refuge, 
whither  he  was  fled:  and  he  shall  abide  in  it  to  the  death 
of  the  high  priest,  who  was  anointed  with  the  oil  of  holiness. 
But  if  the  slayer  shall  any  how  go  without  the  boundary  26 
of  the  city  of  his  refuge,  whither  he  was  fled;    And  the  27 
avenger  of  blood  find  him  without  the  boundary  of  the  city 
of  his  refuge ,  and  the  avenger  of  blood  kill  the  slayer ;  he 
shall  not  be  guilty  of  blood ;    For  he  shall  abide  in  the  28 
city  of  his  refuge  til  the  death  of  the  high  priest ;  but  after 
the  death  of  the  high  priest  the  slayer  shall  return  to  the 
land  of  his  possession.    So  these  things  shall  be  for  an  29 
ordinance  of  judgment  to  you,  throughout  your  generations, 
in  all  your  habitations.    Whoso  smiteth  any  person  by  the  30 
evidence  of  witnesses,  the  murderer  shall  be  put  to  death; 
but  one  witness  shall  not  testify  against  any  person  to  cause 
him  to  die.  Moreover,  ye  shall  take  no  ransom  for  the  life  31 
of  a  murderer,  who  is  guilty  of  death ;  but  he  shall  be  surely 
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put  to  death.    And  ye  shall  take  no  ransom  for  him  that  32 
is  fled  to  the  city  of  his  refuge  to  return  to  abide  in  the 
land,  until  the  death  of  the  priest.    So  ye  shall  not  pollute  33 
the  land  wherein  ye  are;  for  blood  it  polluteth  the  land: 
and  the  land  cannot  be  cleansed  of  the  blood  that  is  shed 
therein,  but  by  the  blood  of  him  that  shed  it.    Defile  not  34 
therefore  the  land  wherein  ye  abide,  in  the  midst  of  which  I 
dwell :  for  I  the  Eternal  dwell  among  the  children  of  Israel.  00 

And  the  heads  of  the  fathers  of  the  families  of  the  1 
children  of  Gilead,  the  son  of  Machir,  the  son  of  Manasseh, 
of  the  families  of  the  sons  of  Joseph,  came  near,  and  spake 
before  Moses,   and  before  the  princes,   the  heads  of  the 
fathers  of  the  children  of  Israel:     And  they  said,   The  2 
Eternal  commanded  my  lord  to  give  the  land  for  an  inheritance 
by  lot  to  the  children  of  Israel :  and  my  lord  was  commanded 
by  the  Eternal  to  give  the  inheritance  of  Zelophehad  our 
brother  to  his  daughters.    And  if  they  be  wives  of  any  of  3 
the  sons  of  the  other  tribes  of  the  children  of  Israel ,  then 
shall  their  inheritance  be  taken  from  the  inheritance  of  our 
fathers,  and  shall  be  added  to  the  inheritance  of  the  tribe 
whereunto  they  are  received  so  shall  it  be  taken  from  the 
lot  of  our  inheritance.    And  when  the  jubilee  of  the  children  4 
of  Israel  shall  be,  then  shall  their  inheritance  be  added  to 
the  inheritance  of  the  tribe  whereinto  they  are  received:  so 
shall  their  inheritance  be  taken  away  from  the  inheritance 
of  the  tribe  of  our  fathers.    And  Moses  commanded  the  5 
children  of  Israel  according  to  the  word  of  the  Eternal, 
saying,    The  tribe  of  the  sons  of  Joseph  hath  spoken  well. 
This  is  the  thing  which  the  Eternal  doth  command  concerning  6 
the  daughters  of  Zelophehad,  saying,  Let  them  be  wives  of 
whom  they  think  best;  only  to  the  family  of  the  tribe  of 
their  father  shall  they  be  for  wives.     So  shall  not  the  7 
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inheritance  of  the  children  of  Israel  remove  from  tribe  to  tribe, 
for  every  one  of  the  children  of  Israel  shall  cleave  to  the 
inheritance  of  the  tribe  of  his  fathers.    And  every  daughter,  8 
that  possesseth  an  inheritance  in  any  tribe  of  the  children 
of  Israel,  shall  be  wife  to  one  of  the  family  of  the  tribe  of 
her  father,  that  the  children  of  Israel  may  possess  every 
man  the  inheritance  of  his  fathers.    Neither  shall  the  inherit-  9 
ance  remove  from  one  tribe  to  another  tribe:   but  every 
one  of  the  tribes  of  the  children  of  Israel  shall  cleave  to 
his  own  inheritance.    Even  as  the  Eternal  commanded  Moses,  \  o 
so  did  the  daughters  of  Zelophehad :    For  Mahlah ,  Tirzah,  1 1 
and  Hoglah,   and  Milcah,   and  Noah,    the   daughters  of 
Zelophehad,  were  wives  to  their  fathers'  brothers'  sons.   Of  12 
the  families  of  the  sons  of  Manasseh  the  son  of  Joseph, 
were  those  whose  wives  they  were,  and  their  inheritance 
remained  in  the  tribe  of  the  family  of  their  father.    These  13 
are  the  commandments  and  the  judgments ,  which  the  Eternal 
commanded  by  the  hand  of  Moses  to  the  children  of  Israel 
in  the  plains  of  Moab  by  the  Jordan  near  Jericho.

Blessed  art 
thou,  0  Lord!  who  hast  chosen  the  law,  thy  servant  Moses, 
thy  people  Israel,  and  the  true  and  righteous  prophets. 

The  Sefardim  and  Italians,  after  the  Haftarah,  say:  — 
The  Eternal  of  Hosts  is  our  Redeemer,  the  Holy  One  of  Israel. 

After  reading   the  Haftarah,  the  following  four  Blessings 

are  said, 

Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal  our  God!  King*  of  the  universe; 
Rock  of  all  the  worlds,  who  is  righteous  in  all  generations; 
the  faithful  God,  who  promiseth  and  performeth;  speaketh  and 
accomplisheth ;  for  all  his  words  are  true  and  just.  Faithful 
art  thou,  0  Eternal  our  God!  and  thy  words  are  faithful: 
for  not  one  of  thy  words  shall  return  back  fruitless:  for 
thou,  0  God!  art  a  faithful  and  merciful  King.  Blessed  art 
thou,  0  Eternal!  the  God  who  is  faithful  in  all  his  words. 

0  have  compassion  upon  Zion,  for  it  is  the  dwelling  of  our 
life;  and  speedily  in  our  days  save  the  afflicted  in  spirit.  Blessed 
art  thou,  0  Eternal!  causing  Zion  to  rejoice  in  her  children. 

0  Eternal  our  God!  cause  us  to  rejoice  in  the  coming  of 
thy  servant  Elijah,  the  prophet,  and  in  the  kingdom  of  the 
house  of  David,  thy  anointed.  May  he  come  speedily,  and 
gladden  our  hearts.  Suffer  no  stranger  to  sit  on  his  throne, 
nor  any  others  to  inherit  his  glory ;  for  by  thy  holy  name  hast 
thou  sworn  unto  him  that  his  lamp  should  never  be  extin- 
guished.   Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal!  the  Shield  of  David.

HAFTARAH  OF  BAMIDBAR. 


HOSEA  II.  1-22. 
And  the  number  of  the  children  of  Israel  shall  be  as  the  1 
sand  of  the  sea,  which  cannot  be  measured  or  numbered; 
and  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  in  the  place  where  it  was 
said  unto  them,  Ye  are  not  my  people,  there  it  shall  be  said 
unto  them,  Ye  are  the  sons  of  the  living-  God.    Then  shall  2 
the  children  of  Judah  and  the  children  of  Israel  be  gathered 
together,  and  appoint  themselves  one  head,  and  they  shall 
come  up  out  of  the  land,  for  great  shall  be  the  day  of  Jez- 
reel.    Say  ye  unto  your  brethren,  Ammi,  and  to  your  sisters,  3 
Ruhama.    Quarrel  with  your  mother,  quarrel:  for  she  is  not 4 
iny  wife,  neither  am  I  her  husband:  let  her  therefore  remove 
her  whoredoms  out  of  her  sight,  and  her  adulteries  from  be- 
tween her  breasts ;    Lest  I  strip  her  naked ,  and  set  her  as  5 
in  the  day  she  was  born,  and  make  her  as  the  desert,  and 
set  her  like  a  dry  land,  and  put  her  to  death  with  thirst. 
And  I  will  not  have  mercy  upon  her  children ;  for  they  be  6 
the  children  of  whoredoms.    For  their  mother  hath  played  7 
the  harlot:  she  that  conceived  them  hath  done  shamefully: 
for  she  said,  I  will  go  after  my  lovers,  that  give  me  my 
bread  and  my  water,  my  wool  and  my  flax,  mine  oil  and 
my  drink.    Therefore,  behold,  I  will  hedge  up  thy  way  with 8 
thorns,  and  make  a  fence,  that  she  shall  not  find  her  paths. 
And  she  shall  pursue  her  lovers,  but  she  shall  not  overtake  9 
them;  and  she  shall  seek  them  but  shall  not  find  them  :  then 
shall  she  say,  I  will  go  and  return  to  my  first  husband,  for 
then  was  it  better  with  me  than  now.    For  she  did  not  know  10 
that  I  gave  her  corn,  and  must,  and  oil,  and  multiplied  her 
silver  and  gold,  which  they  prepared  for  the  Baal.    There- H 
fore  will  I  return ,  and  take  away  my  corn  in  the  time  thereof, 
and  my  must  in  the  appointed  season  thereof,  and  will  recover 
my  wool  and  my  flax  given  to  cover  her  nakedness.    And  12 
now  will  I  uncover  her  lewdness  before  the  eyes  of  her  lovers, 
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and  none  shall  deliver  her  out  of  my  hand.  I  will  also  cause  13 
all  her  mirth  to  cease,  her  festivals,  her  new  moons,  and 
her  sabbaths,  and  all  her  appointed  seasons.    And  I  will  14 
make  desolate  her  vines  and  her  fig*  trees ,  whereof  she  hath 
said,  These  are  my  prostitution  hire  that  ray  lovers  have 
given  me;  and  I  will  make  them  a  forest,  and  the  animals 
of  the  forest  shall  eat  them.    And  I  will  visit  upon  her  the  15 
days  of  the  Baalim,  wherein  she  burned  incense  to  them, 
and  she  decked  herself  with  her  pendants  and  her  jewels, 
and  she  went  after  her  lovers,  and  format  me,  is  the  declara- 
tion of  the  Eternal.    Therefore,  behold,  I  will  entice  her,  16 
and  bring-  her  into  the  desert,  and  speak  comfortably  unto 
her.    And  I  will  give  her  her  vineyards  from  thence,  and  17 
the  valley  of  Achor  for  an  entrance  of  hope:  and  she  shall 
sing-  there,  as  in  the  days  of  her  youth,  and  as  in  the  day 
when  she  came  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt.    And  it  shall  18 
be  at  that  day,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal ,  that  thou 
shalt  call  me  my  husband;  and  thou  shalt  call  me  no  more 
my  own.    For  I  will  remove  the  names  of  the  Baalim  out  19 
of  her  mouth,  and  they  shall  no  more  be  remembered  by 
their  name.    And  in  that  day  will  I  make  a  covenant  for  20 
them  with  the  animal  of  the  field,  and  with  the  fowl  of  heaven, 
and  with  the  creeping  things  of  the  ground:  and  I  will  break 
the  bow  and  the  sword  and  the  battle  out  of  the  earth ,  and 
will  make  them  to  lie  down  safely.    And  I  will  betroth  them  21 
unto  me  for  ever;  yea,  I  will  betroth  thee  unto  me  in  right- 
eousness and  in  judgment,  and  in  mercy,  and  in  compassion. 
I  will  even  betroth  thee  unto  me  in  faithfulness :  and  thou  22 
shalt  know  the  Eternal. 

HAFTARAH  OF  NASO. 

JUDGES  XIII.  2-25. 

And  there  was  a  certain  man  of  Zorah ,  of  the  family  of  2 
the  Danites ,  whose  name  was  Manoah ;  and  his  wife  wras  bar- 
ren, and  bare  not.    And  an  angel  of  the  Eternal  appeared  3 
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tinto  the  woman,  and  said  to  her,  Behold  now,  thou  art 
barren,  and  bearest  not:  but  thou  shalt  be  pregnant,  and 
bear  a  son.   Now  therefore  beware,  I  pray  thee,  and  drink 4 
not  wine  nor  strong  drink,  and  eat  not  any  unclean  thing-: 
For  lo,  thou  shalt  be  pregnant,  and  bear  a  son;  and  no  5 
razor  shall  come  on  his  head;  for  the  lad  shall  be  a  Naza- 
rite  unto  God  from  the  womb:   and  he  shall  begin  to  save 
Israel  out  of  the  hand  of  the  Philistines.   Then  the  woman  6 
came,  and  said  to  her  husband  as  follows.    A  man  of  God 
came  unto  me,  and  his  countenance  was  like  the  countenance 
of  an  angel  of  God,  very  fearful;  but  I  asked  him  not  whence 
he  was,  neither  told  he  me  his  name.    But  he  said  unto  me,  7 
Behold,  thou  shalt  be  pregnant,  and  bear  a  son;  and  now 
drink  no  wine  nor  strong  drink,  neither  eat  any  unclean 
thing:  for  the  lad  shall  be  a  Nazarite  to  God  from  the  womb 
to  the  day  of  his  death.   Then  Manoah  entreated  the  Eternal,  8 
and  said,  0  my  Lord,  let  the  man  of  God  which  thou  didst 
send  come  again  unto  us,  and  teach  us  what  we  shall  do 
unto  the  lad  that  shall  be  born.    And  God  hearkened  to  9 
the  voice  of  Manoah,  and  an  angel  of  God  came  again  unto 
the  woman  as  she  sat  in  the  field:  but  Manoah  her  husband 
was  not  with  her.    And  the  woman  made  haste,   and  ran,  io 
and  told  her  husband,  and  said  unto  him,  Behold,  the  man 
hath  appeared  unto  me,  that  came  unto  me  the  other  day. 
And  Manoah  arose,  and  went  after  his  wife,  and  came  to  the  11 
man,  and  said  unto  him,  Art  thou  the  man  that  spakest  un- 
to the  woman?    And  he  said,  I  am.   And  Manoah  said,  Now  12 
let  thy  words  come  to  pass  what  shall  be  the  treatment  of 
the  lad  and  his  doings?    And  the  angel  of  the  Eternal  said  1 3 
unto  Manoah,  Of  all  that  I  said  unto  the  woman  let  her* 
beware.    She  may  not  eat  of  any  thing  that  cometh  out  of  1 4 
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the  vine,  neither  let  her  drink  wine  or  strong-  drink,  nor  eat 
any  unclean  thing :  all  that  I  commanded  her  let  her  keep. 
And  Manoah  said  unto  the  angel  of  the  Eternal,  pray,  let  15 
us  detain  thee  until  we  shall  have  made  ready  a  kid  of  the 
goats  for  thee.    And  the  angel  of  the  Eternal  said  unto  1 6 
Manoah,  Though  thou  detain  me,  I  will  not  eat  of  thy  bread; 
and  if  thou  wilt  offer  a  burnt-offering,  thou  must  offer  it 
unto  the  Eternal:  for  Manoah  knew  not  that  he  was  an 
angel  of  the  Eternal.    And  Manoah  said  unto  the  angel  of  17 
the  Eternal,  What  is  thy  name,  that  when  thy  words  come 
to  pass,  we  may  do  thee  honour?    And  the  angel  of  the  18 
Eternal  said  unto  him,  Wherefore  askest  thou  after  my  name, 
seeing  it  is  secret?    So  Manoah  took  a  kid  of  the  goats,  19 
with  an  oblation,  and  offered  it  upon  the  crag  unto  the 
Eternal:  and  the  angel  did  wondrously:  and  Manoah  and  his 
wife  looked  on.    For  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  flame  went 20 
up  towards  the  heaven  from  off  the  altar,  that  the  angel  of 
the  Eternal  went  up  in  the  flame  of  the  altar:  and  Manoah 
and  his  wife  saw  it,  and  fell  on  their  faces  to  the  earth. 
And  the  angel  of  the  Eternal  did  not  continue  to  appear  to  21 
Manoah  and  to  his  wife.    Then  Manoah  knew  that  he  was 
an  angel  of  the  Eternal.    And  Manoah  said  unto  his  wife,  22 
We  shall  surely  die  ,  because  we  have  seen  God.    But  his  23 
wife  said  unto  him,  If  the  Eternal  were  pleased  to  put  us 
to  death,  he  would  not  have  taken  a  burnt-offering  and  an 
oblation  at  our  hands;  neither  would  he  have  shewed  us  all 
these  things,  nor  would,  as  at  this  time,  have  told  us  such 
things  as  these.    And  the  woman  bare  a  son,  and  called  his  24 
name  Samson;  and  the  boy  grew,   and  the  Eternal  blessed 
him.    And  the  Spirit  of  the  Eternal  began  to  move  him  in  25 
the  camp  of  Dan,  between  Zorah  and  Eshtaol. 
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ZECHARIAH  II.  14— 17,  III.  1—10,  IV.  1—7. 
Shout  and  rejoice,    0  daughter  of  Zion:  for,  lo,  I  come.  14 
and  I  will  dwell  in  the  midst  of  thee,  is  the  declaration  of 
the  Eternal.   And  many  nations  shall  be  joined  to  the  Eternal  15 
in  that  day,   and  shall  be  my  people:  and  I  will  dwell  in 
the  midst  of  thee,  and  thou  shalt  know  that  the  Eternal  of 
hosts  hath  sent  me  unto  thee.    And  the  Eternal  shall  inherit  16 
Judah  his  portion  on  the  ground  of  holiness,  and  shall  choose 
Jerusalem  again.    Hush,  0  all  flesh,  before  the  Eternal:  for^' 
he  is  awakened  out  of  the  habitation  of  his  holiness.    And  \ 
he  showed  me  Joshua  the  high  priest  standing  before  the 
angel  of  the  Eternal,  and  the  obstructor  standing  at  his  right 
to  obstruct  him.   And  the  Eternal  said  unto  the  obstructor,  % 
The  Eternal  rebuke  thee,  0  obstructor;   even  the  Eternal 
that  hath  chosen  Jerusalem  rebuke  thee ;  is  not  this  a  brand 
delivered  out  of  fire  ?    Now  Joshua  was  clothed  with  soiled  3 
garments,  and  stood  before  the  angel.    And  he  answered  4 
and  spake  unto  those  that  stood  before  him,  saying,  Remove 
the  soiled  garments  from  him.    And  unto  him  he  said,  Be- 
hold, I  have  caused  thine  iniquity  to  pass  from  thee,   and  I 
will  clothe  thee  with  holiday  apparel.    And  I  said,  Let  them 5 
put  a  clean  hood  upon  his  head.    So  they  put  a  clean  hood 
upon  his  head,  and  clothed  him  with  garments.    And  the 
angel  of  the  Eternal  stood  by.    And  the  angel  of  the  Eternal  6 
protested  unto  Joshua,  saying,  Thus  saith  the  Eternal  of 
hosts;    If  thou  wilt  walk  in  my  ways,  and  if  thou  wilt  keep  7 
my  charge,  then  thou  shalt  also  pronounce  judgment  on  my 
house,  and  shalt  also  keep  my  enclosures,  and  I  will  give 
thee  places  to  walk  among  these  that  stand  by.    Hear  now,  8 

0  Joshua  the  high  priest,  thou,  and  thy  fellows  that  sit  be- 
fore thee:  for  they  are  men  of  wonders:  for,  behold,  I  will 
bring  forth  my  servant  Tsemach.    For  behold  the  stone  that  9 

1  have  laid  before  Joshua;  upon  one  stone  shall  be  seven 
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eyes:  behold,  I  will  engrave  the  graving-  thereof,  is  the  dec- 
laration of  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  and  I  will  let  depart  the 
iniquity  of  that  land  in  one  day.    In  that  day,  is  the  dec- 10 
laration  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts,  shall  ye  call  every  man  his  4 
fellow  under  a  vine  and  under  a  fig-  tree.    And  the  angel  1 
that  talked  with  me  returned,  and  waked  me,  as  a  man  that 
is  wakened  out  of  his  sleep,    And  said  unto  me,  What  seest2 
thou?   And  I  said,  I  saw,  and  behold  a  candelabrum  all  of 
gold,  with  a  bowl  upon  the  top  of  it,  and  its  seven  lamps 
thereon,  and  seven  pipes  to  the  seven  lamps,  which  are  upon 
the  top  thereof:    And  two*  olive  trees  by  it,  one  upon  the  3 
right  side  of  the  bowl,  and  the  other  upon  the  left  side 
thereof.    So  I  answered  and  said  to  the  angel  that  talked  4 
with  me,  saying,  What  are  these,  my  lord?   Then  the  angel  5 
that  talked  with  me  answered  and  said  unto  me,  Knowest 
thou  not  what  these  are?  And  I  said,  No,  my  lord.    Then  6 
he  answered  and  said  unto  me,  as  follows,  This  is  the  word 
of  the  Eternal  unto  Zerubbabel,  saying,  Not  by  force,  nor 
by  strength,  but  by  my  spirit,  saith  the  Eternal  of  hosts. 
Who  art  thou,  0  mountain  of  the  great  one?  before  Zerub- 7 
babel  thou  shalt  become  a  plain :  and  he  shall  bring  forth  the 
headstone  thereof  with  tumult,  crying,  Grace,  grace  unto  it. 

HAFTARAH  OF  SHELACH  LECHA. 
JOSHUA  II. 

And  Joshua  the  son  of  Nun  sent  out  of  Shittim  two  men  1 
as  spies  privately,  saying,  Go  see  the  land,  even  Jericho. 
And  they  went,  and  came  into  an  harlot's  house,  and  her 
name  was  Rahab ,  and  lay  down  there.  And  it  was  said  to  2 
the  king  of  Jericho,  as  follows,  Behold,  there  came  men  in 
hither  to-night  of  the  children  of  Israel  to  search  out  the 
country.    And  the  king  of  Jericho  sent  unto  Rahab ,  saying,  3 
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Bring-  forth  the  men  that  are  come  to  thee,  who  are  come 
into  thine  house :  for  they  are  come  to  search  out  the  country. 
And  the  woman  took  the  two  men ,  and  concealed  them ,  and  4 
said  thus,  There  came  men  unto  me,  but  I  wist  not  whence 
they  were;    And  it  came  to  pass  about  the  time  of  shutting- 5 
of  the  gate,  in  the  darkness,  that  the  men  went  out:  whither 
the  men  went  I  wot  not;  pursue  after  them  quickly;  for  ye 
shall  overtake  them.    But  she  had  brought  them  up  to  the  6 
roof  of  the  house,  and  hid  them  with  the  stalks  of  flax, 
which  she  had  set  in  order  upon  the  roof.    And  the  men  7 
pursued  after  them  the  way  to  the  Jordan  unto  the  fords : 
and  they  shut  the  gate,  as  soon  as  the  pursuers  had  gone 
out  after  them.    And  before  they  lay  dowrn,  she  came  up  8 
unto  them  upon  the  roof;    And  she  said  unto  the  men,  1 9 
know  that  the  Eternal  hath  given  you  the  land,  and  that 
the  horror  of  you  is  fallen  upon  us,  and  that  all  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  land  faint  because  of  you.    For  we  have  heard  10 
how  the  Eternal  dried  up  the  water  of  the  Red  Sea  for  you, 
when  ye  came  out  of  Egypt;  and  what  ye  did  unto  the  two 
kings  of  the  Amorites,  that  were  on  the  other  side  of  the 
Jordan,  Sihon  and  Og,  whom  ye  doomed  to  destruction.  Andli 
as  soon  as  we  had  heard  these  things,  our  hearts  did  melt, 
neither  did  there  remain  any  more  spirit  in  any  man,  because 
of  you:  for  the  Eternal  your  God,  he  is  God  in  the  heaven 
above,  and  in  the  earth  beneath.    Now,  therefore,  I  pray  12 
you,  swear  unto  me  by  the  Eternal,  since  I  have  shown  you 
mercy,  that  ye  will  also  shew  mercy  unto  my  father's  house ; 
and  give  me  a  true  sign.    And  that  ye  will  keep  alive  my  13 
father,  and  my  mother,  and  my  brethren,  and  my  sisters,  and 
14  Vol.  IV.

all  that  they  have,  and  deliver  our  souls  from  death.    And  14 
the  men  answered  her,  Our  soul  be  given  for  your's  unto 
death,  if  ye  tell  not  these  our  words.    And  it  shall  be,  when 
the  Eternal  hath  given  us  the  land,  that  we  will  deal  kindly 
and  truly  with  thee.    Then  she  let  them  down  by  the  cord  15 
through  the  window:  for  her  house  was  in  a  wall  of  the 
rampart,  and  she  abode  in  the  rampart.    And  she  said  unto  16 
them,  Go  ye  to  the  mountain,  lest  the  pursuers  meet  you: 
and  hide  yourselves  there  three  days,  until  the  pursuers  be 
returned:  and  afterwards  may  ye  go  your  way.    And  the  17 
men  said  unto  her,  We  will  be  guiltless  of  this  thine  oath 
which  thou  hast  adjured  us.    Behold ,  when  we  come  into  1 8 
the  land,  thou  shalt  bind  this  cord  of  crimson  thread  in  the 
window  which  thou  didst  let  us  down  by:  and  thou  shalt 
gather  thy  father,  and  thy  mother,  and  thy  brethren,  and 
all  thy  father's  household  into  the  house  unto  thee.    And  it  19 
shall  be,  that  whosoever  shall  go  outside  of  the  doors  of 
thy  house ,  his  blood  shall  be  upon  his  head ,  and  we  will  be 
guiltless:  and  whosoever  shall  be  with  thee  in  the  house,  his 
blood  shall  be  on  our  head,  if  any  hand  be  upon  him.    And  20 
if  thou  tell  this  our  word,  then  we  will  be  guiltless  of  thine 
oath,  with  which  thou  hast  adjured  us.    And  she  said,  Ac- 21 
cording  unto  your  words,  so  be  it.    And  she  let  them  go, 
and  they  went:  and  she  bound  the  crimson  cord  in  the  win- 
dow.   And  they  went,  and  came  unto  the  mountain,  and 22 
abode  there  three  days,  until  the  pursuers  were  returned: 
and  the  pursuers  sought  them  throughout  all  the  way,  but 
found  them  not.    So  the  two  men  returned,  and  came  down  23 
from  the  mountain,  and  passed  over,  and  came  to  Joshua 
the  son  of  Nun,  and  related  to  him  all  that  befel  them: 
And  they  said  unto  Joshua,    Truly  the  Eternal  hath  given  24 
into  our  hands  all  the  land :  for  even  all  the  inhabitants  of 
the  country  do  faint  because  of  us. 
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1  SAMUEL  XL  14,  15,  XII.  1—22. 
Then  said  Samuel  to  the  people,  Come,  and  let  us  go  to  14 
the  Gilgal,  and  renew  the  kingdom  there.    And  all  the  people  15 
went  to  the  Gilgal ;  and  there  they  made  Saul  king  before 
the  Eternal  in  the  Gilgal ;  and  there  they  sacrificed  sacrifices 
of  feast-offerings  before  the  Eternal;  and  there  Saul  and  all 
the  men  of  Israel  rejoiced  greatly.    And  Samuel  said  unto  1 
all  Israel,  Behold,  1  have  hearkened  unto  your  voice  in  all 
that  ye  said  unto  me,  and  have  made  a  king  over  you.    And  2 
now,  behold,  the  king  walketh  before  you:  and  I  am  old 
and  gray-headed;  and,  behold,  my  sons  are  with  you;  and  I 
have  walked  before  you  from  my  youth  unto  this  day.    Be- 3 
hold,  here  I  am:  witness  against  me  before  the  Eternal,  and 
before  his  anointed :  whose  ox  have  I  taken  ?  or  whose  ass 
have  I  taken?  or  whom  have  1  wronged?  whom  have  I 
crushed?  or  of  whose  hand  have  I  taken  any  ransom  so  that 
I  hid  mine  eyes  from  him?  and,  I  will  restore  it  you.    And 4 
they  said,  Thou  hast  not  wronged  us,  nor  crushed  us,  neither 
hast  thou  taken  ought  of  any  man's  hand.    And  he  said  un-5 
to  them,  The  Eternal  is  witness  against  you,  and  his  anoiu- 
ted  is  witness  this  day,  that  ye  have  not  found  ought  in 
my  hand.    And  they  answered,  He  is  witness.    And  Samuels 
said  unto  the  people,  It  is  the  Eternal  that  created  Moses 
and  Aaron,  and  that  brought  your  fathers  up  out  of  the  land 
of  Egypt.    Now,  therefore ,  stand  still ,  that  I  may  reason  7 
with  you  before  the  Eternal  of  all  the  righteous  acts  of  the 
Eternal,  which  he  did  to  you  and  to  your  fathers.    When 8 
Jacob  was  come  into  Egypt,  and  your  fathers  cried  unto  the 
Eternal,  then  the  Eternal  sent  Moses  and  Aaron,  who  brought 
forth  your  fathers  out  of  Egypt,  and  made  them  abide  in 
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this  place.    And  when  they  forgat  the  Eternal  their  God,  9 
he  sold  them  into  the  hand  of  Sisera,  officer  of  the  host  of 
Hazor,  and  into  the  hand  of  the  Philistines,  and  into  the 
hand  of  the  King  of  Moab;  and  they  fought  against  them. 
And  they  cried  unto  the  Eternal,  and  said,  We  have  sinned,  10 
because  we  have  forsaken  the  Eternal,  and  have  served  the 
Baalim  and  the  Ashtaroth:  but  now  deliver  us  out  of  the 
hand  of  our  enemies,  and  we  will  serve  thee.   And  the  Eternal  11 
sent  Jerubbaal,  and  Bedan,  and  Jephthah,  and  Samuel,  and 
delivered  you  out  of  the  hand  of  your  enemies  round  about, 
and  ye  abode  safe.   And  when  ye  saw  that  Nahash ,  the  king  1 2 
of  the  children  of  Ammon,  came  against  you,  ye  said  unto 
me,  Nay,  but  a  king  shall  reign  over  us;  when  the  Eternal 
your  God  was  your  king.    Now  therefore  behold  the  king  13 
whom  ye  have  chosen,  and  whom  ye  have  asked  for:  and, 
behold,  the  Eternal  hath  set  a  king  over  you.    If  ye  will  14 
fear  the  Eternal,  and  serve  him,  and  obey  his  voice,  and 
not  rebel  against  the  commandment  of  the  Eternal,  both  ye, 
and  also  the  king  that  reigneth  over  you,  continue  following 
the  Eternal  your  God.  .  .  .  But  if  ye  will  not  obey  the  15 
voice  of  the  Eternal,  but  rebel  against  the  commandment  of 
the  Eternal,  then  shall  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  be  against 
you,  as  it  was  against  your  fathers.    Now  therefore  stand  16 
and  see  this  great  thing,  which  the  Eternal  will  do  before 
your  eyes.    Is  it  not  wheat-harvest  to-day?  I  will  call  unto  17 
the  Eternal,  and  he  shall  send  thunder  and  rain;  that  ye 
may  know  and  see  that  your  evil  is  great,  which  ye  have 
done  in  the  eyes  of  the  Eternal,  in  asking  you  a  king.    So  18 
Samuel  called  unto  the  Eternal;  and  the  Eternal  sent  thunder 
and  rain  that  day:  and  all  the  people  greatly  feared  the 
Eternal  and  Samuel.    And  all  the  people  said  unto  Samuel,  19 
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Pray  for  thy  servants  unto  the  Eternal  thy  God,  that  we 
die  not:  for  we  have  added  unto  all  our  sins  this  evil,  to 
ask  us  a  king.    And  Samuel  said  unto  the  people,  Fear  not:  20 
ye  have  done  all  this  evil ;  yet  depart  not  from  the  Eternal, 
but  serve  the  Eternal  with  all  your  heart;    And  turn  ye  not 21 
aside:  for  then  should  ye  go  after  vain  things,  which  cannot 
profit  nor  deliver;  for  they  are  vain:    For  the  Eternal  will 22 
not  forsake  his  people  for  his  great  name's  sake;  because  the 
Eternal  hath  consented  to  make  you  his  people. 

HAFTARAH  OF  CHUKATH. 
JUDGES  XL  1—33. 
Now  Jephthah  the  Gileadite  was  a  hero  of  force,  and  he  1 
was  the  son  of  a  harlot:  and  Gilead  begat  Jephthah.    And 2 
Gilead's  wife  bare  him  sons:  and  his  wife's  sons  grew  up, 
and  they  drove  away  Jephthah,  and  said  unto  him,  thou 
shalt  not  inherit  in  our  father's  house :  for  thou  art  the  son 
of  another  woman.    Then  Jephthah  fled  from  his  brethren,  3 
and  abode  in  the  land  of  Tob:  and  there  were  collected 
empty  men  to  Jephthah,  and  went  out  with  him.    And  it 4 
came  to  pass  in  process  of  time,  that  the  children  of  Ammon 
foirght  with  Israel.    And  it  was  so,  that  when  the  children 5 
of  Ammon  fought  with  Israel,  the  elders  of  Gilead  went  to 
fetch  Jephthah  out  of  the  land  of  Tob :    And  they  said  unto  6 
Jephthah,  Come,  and  be  our  captain,  that  we  may  fight  with 
the  children  of  Ammon.    And  Jephthah  said  nnto  the  elders  7 
of  Gilead,  Did  not  ye  hate  me,  and  drive  me  out  of  my 
father's  house?  and  why  are  ye  come  unto  me  now  when  ye 
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are  in  distress  ?    And  the  elders  of  Gilead  said  unto  Jephthah,  8 
Therefore  we  return  unto  thee  now,  that  thou  may  est  go 
with  us,  and  fight  against  the  children  of  Ammon,  and  be  our 
head  over  all  the  inhabitants  of  Gilead.    And  Jephthah  said  9 
unto  the  elders  of  Gilead,  If  ye  bring-  me  home  again  to 
fight  against  the  children  of  Ammon,  and  the  Eternal  deliver 
them  before  me,  shall  I  be  your  head?    And  the  elders  of  10 
Gilead  said  unto  Jephthah,  The  Eternal  be  witness  between 
us,  if  we  do  not  so  according  to  thy  word.   Then  Jephthah  11 
went  with  the  elders  of  Gilead,  and  the  people  made  him 
head  and  captain  over  them:  and  Jephthah  spake  all  his 
words  before  the  Eternal  in  Mizpeh.     And  Jephthah  sent  12 
messengers  unto  the  king  of  the  children  of  Ammon,  saying, 
What  hast  thou  to  do  with  me,  that  thou  art  come  against 
me  to  fight  in  my  land?   And  the  king  of  the  children  of  13 
Ammon  answered  unto  the  messengers  of  Jephthah,  Because 
Israel  took  away  my  land  when  they  came  up  out  of  Egypt, 
from  Arnon  even  unto  the  Jabbok,  and  unto  the  Jordan: 
now,  therefore  restore  those  lands   again  peaceably.    And  14 
Jephthah  sent  messengers  again  unto  the  king  of  the  children 
of  Ammon,    And  said  unto  him,  Thus  saith  Jephthah,  Israelis 
took  not  away  the  land  of  Moab ,  nor  the  land  of  the  children 
of  Ammon:    But  when  Israel  came  up  from  Egypt,   and  16 
walked  through  the  desert  unto  the  Red  Sea,  and  came  to 
Kadesh:    Then  Israel  sent  messengers  unto  the  king  of  Edom,  17 
saying,  Let  me,  pray,  pass  through  thy  land:  but  the  king 
of  Edom  would  not  hearken  thereto.    And  in  like  manner 
they  sent  unto  the  king  of  Moab;  but  he  was  not  willing: 
and  Israel  abode  in  Kadesh.    Then  they  went  along  through  18 
the  desert,  and  compassed  the  land  of  Edom  and  the  land 
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of  Moab,  and  came  by  the  east  side  of  the  land  of  Moab, 
and  encamped  on  the  other  side  of  Arnon,  but  came  not 
within  the  boundary  of  Moab :  for  Arnon  was  the  boundary 
of  Moab.    And  Israel  sent  messengers  unto  Sihon  king-  of  19 
the  Amorites,  the  king-  of  Heshbon;  and  Israel  said  unto  him, 
Let  us  pass,  pray,  through  thy  land  unto  my  place.    But 20 
Sihon  trusted  not  Israel  to  pass  through  his  boundary;  but 
Sihon  gathered  all  his  people  together,  and  encamped  in 
Jahaz,  and  fought  against  Israel.    And  the  Eternal  God  of  21 
Israel  gave  Sihon  and  all  his  people  into  the  hand  of  Israel, 
and  they  smote  them:  so  Israel  possessed  all  the  land  of  the 
Amorite,  the  inhabitant  of  that  land.    And  they  possessed  22 
all  the  boundaries  of  the  Amorite,  from  Arnon  even  unto  the 
Jabbok,  and  from  the  desert  even  unto  the  Jordan.    So  now  23 
the  Eternal  God  of  Israel  has  dispossessed  the  Amorite  from 
before  his  people  Israel,  and  shouldst  thou  possess  it?    Wilt 24 
not  thou  possess  that  which  Chemosh  thy  god  giveth  thee 
to  possess?    So  whomsoever  the  Eternal  our  God  shall  dis- 
possess from  before  us,  them  will  we  possess.    And  now,  art  25 
thou  anything  better  than  Baiak  the  son  of  Zippor,  king  of 
Moab?  did  he  ever  quarrel  with  Israel,  or  did  he  ever  fight 
against  them  ?    While  Israel  abode  in  Heshbon  and  her  towns,  26 
and  in  Aroer  and  her  towns,  and  in  all  the  cities  that  are 
along  by  the  coasts  of  Arnon,  three  hundred  years:  why 
therefore  did  ye  not  recover  them  within  that  time?  Where- 27 
fore  1  have  not  sinned  against  thee,  but  thou  doest  me  evil 
to  fight  against  me  :  the  Eternal ,  the  Judge ,  be  judge  this 
day  between  the  children  of  Israel  and  the  children  of  Ammon. 
Howbeit  the  king  of  the  children  of  Ammon  hearkened  not  28 
unto  the  words  of  Jephthah  which  he  sent  him.   Then  the  29 
Spirit  of  the  Eternal  came  upon  Jephthah ;  and  he  passed 
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over  Gilead  and  Manasseh ,  and  passed  over  Mizpeh  of  Gilead, 
and  from  Mizpeh  of  Gilead  he  passed  over  unto  the  children 
of  Amnion.    And  Jephthah  vowed  a  vow  unto  the  Eternal,  30 
and  said ,  If  thou  shalt  without  fail  give  the  children  of  Am- 
nion into  mine  hands,    Then  it  shall  be,  that  he  who  going 31 
forth  cometh  out  of  the  doors  of  my  house  towards  me, 
when  I  return  in  peace  from  the  children  of  Ammon,  shall 
belong  to  the  Eternal,  and  I  will  offer  it  up  for  a  burnt- 
offering.    So  Jephthah  passed  over  unto  the  children  of  Am-  32 
mon,  to  fight  against  them;  and  the  Eternal  gave  them  into 
his  hands.    And  he  smote  them  from  Aroer,  even  till  thou  33 
come  to  Minnith,  even  twenty  cities,  and  unto  Abel  Keranim, 
with  a  very  great  slaughter.    Thus  the  children  of  Ammon 
were  humbled  before  the  children  of  Israel. 

HAFTARAH  OF  BALAK. 
MICHA  V.  6-14,  VI.  1-8. 
And  the  remnant  of  Jacob  shall  be  in  the  midst  of  many  6 
peoples  as  a  dew  from  the  Eternal,  as  the  showers  upon  the 
grass,  that  tarrieth  not  for  man,  nor  waiteth  for  the  sons 
of  men.    And  the  remnant  of  Jacob  shall  be  among  the  na-7 
tions  in  the  midst  of  many  peoples  as  a  lion  among  the 
beasts  of  the  forest,  as  a  young  lion  among  the  droves  of 
sheep :  who ,  if  he  pass ,  both  treadeth  down ,  and  teareth  in 
pieces,  and  none  can  deliver.    Thy  hand  shall  be  lifted  up  s 
upon  thine  adversaries ,  and  all  thine  enemies  shall  be  cut  off. 
And  it  shall  come  to  pass  in  that  day,  is  the  declaration  of  9 
the  Eternal,  that  I  will  cut  off  thy  horses  out  of  the  midst 
of  thee,  and  I  will  destroy  thy  chariots:    And  I  will  cut  off  10 
the  cities  of  thy  land,  and  pull  down  all  thy  fortresses. 
And  I  will  cut  off  witchcrafts,  out  of  thy  hand;  and  thou  11 
shalt  have  no  more  observers  of  clouds;    Thy  graven  images  12 
also  will  I  cut  off,  and  thy  monuments  out  of  the  midst  of 
thee:  and  thou  shalt  no  more  prostrate  thyself  to  the  work 
of  thy  hands.    And  1  will  pluck  up  thy  groves  out  of  the  13 
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midst  of  thee:  so  will  I  destroy  thy  cities.   And  I  will  execute^ 
vengeance  in  wrath  and  fury  upon  the  nations ,  such  as  they 
have  not  heard.   Hear  ye  now  what  the  Eternal  saith ;  Arise,  ® 
quarrel  thou  with  the  mountains,  and  let  the  hills  hear  thy 
voice.    Hear  ye,  0  mountains,  the  controversy  of  the  Eternal,  2 
and  ye  strong-  foundations  of  the  earth :  for  the  lord  hath  a 
controversy  with  his  people,  and  he  will  plead  with  Israel. 
0  my  people,  what  have  I  done  unto  thee?  and  wherein 3 
have  I  wearied  thee  ?  testify  agaiust  me.    For  I  brought  thee  4 
up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  and  released  thee  out  of  the 
house  of  servants;  and  I  sent  before  thee  Moses,  Aaron,  and 
Miriam.    0  my  people,  remember  now  what  Balak  king  of 5 
Moab  consulted,  and  what  Balaam  the  son  of  Beor  answered 
him  from  the  Shittim  unto  the  Gilgal;  that  ye  may  know 
the  righteousness  of  the  Eternal.    Wherewith  shall  I  come  5 
before  the  Eternal,  and  bend  myself  before  the  high  God? 
shall  I  come  before  him  with  burnt  offerings,  with  calves  of 
a  year  old?  Will  the  Eternal  be  pleased  with  thousands  of 7 
rams,  or  with  myriads  of  rivers  of  oil?  shall  I  give  my  first- 
born for  my  transgression,  the  fruit  of  my  body  for  the  sin 
of  my  soul?    He  hath  told  thee,  0  man,  what  is  good;  and 8 
what  doth  the  Eternal  require  of  thee,  but  to  do  judgment, 
and  to  love  mercy,  and  to  walk  humbly  with  thy  God? 

HAFTARAH  OF  PINCHAS. 

If  this  Sabbath  should  happen  after  the  17th  of  Tamuz,  the 
Haftarah  „Dibre  Yirmayahu"  (Matoth)  is  said. 

1  KINGS  XVIII.  46,  XIX.  1—21. 
And  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  was  on  Elijah:  and  he  girded  46 
up  his  loins,  and  ran  before  Ahab  to  the  entrance  of  Jezreel.^ 
And  Ahab  told  Jezebel  all  that  Elijah  had  done,  and  withal,  ^ 
15  Vol.  IV. 
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how  he  had  slain  all  the  prophets  with  the  sword.    Then  2 
Jezebel  sent  a  messenger  unto  Elijah,  saying-,  So  let  the 
gods  do  to  me,  and  thus  shall  they  continue  that  I  make 
thy  life  as  the  life  of  one  of  them  by  to-morrow  about  this 
time.    And  when  he  saw  that,  he  arose,  and  went  for  his  3 
life,  and  came  to  Beer-sheba,  which  belongeth  to  Judah,  and 
left  his  lad  there.    But  he  himself  went  a  day's  journey  into  4 
the  desert,  and  came  and  sat  down  under  a  broom:  and  he 
requested  for  himself  that  he  might  die ;  and  said,  It  is  enough ; 
now,  0  Eternal,  take  away  my  life;  for  I  am  not  better  than 
my  fathers,   And  as  he  lay  and  slept  under  a  broom,  behold,  5 
then  an  angel  touched  him,  and  said  anto  him,  Arise  and 
eat.    And  he  looked,  and,  behold,  there  was  at  the  resting- 6 
place  for  his  head  a  hearth-cake  baken  on  the  coals,  and  a 
cruse  of  water.    And  he  did  eat  and  drink,  and  laid  him 
down  again.    And  the  angel  of  the  Eternal  returned  the  7 
second  time,  and  touched  him,  and  said,  Arise  and  eat:  be- 
cause the  journey  is  too  great  for  thee.    And  he  arose,  and  8 
did  eat  and  drink,  and  went  in  the  strength  of  that  eatiug 
forty  days  and  forty  nights,  unto  Horeb  the  mount  of  God. 
And  he  came  thither  unto  the  cave,  and  lodged  there  over  g 
night;  and,  behold,  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  to  him, 
and  he  said  unto  him,  What  doest  thou  here,  Elijah?    And  10 
he  said,  I  have  been  very  jealous  for  the  Eternal  God  of 
hosts:  for  the  children  of  Israel  have  forsaken  thy  covenant, 
pulled  down  thine  altars,  and  slain  thy  prophets  with  the 
sword:  and  I,  even  I  only,  am  left;  and  they  seek  my  life, 
to  take  it  away.   And  he  said,  Go  forth,   and  stand  upon  11 
the  mount  before  the  Eternal.    And,   behold,  the  Eternal 
passed  by,  and  a  great  and  strong  wind  rent  the  mountains, 
and  brake  in  pieces  the  rocks,  before  the  Eternal,  but  the 
Eternal  was   not  in  the  wind :   and   after  the  wind  ail 
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earthquake;  but  the  Eternal  was  not  in  the  earthquake.  And  12 
after  the  earthquake  a  fire;  but  the  Eternal  was  not  in  the 
fire;  and  after  the  fire  a  voice — a  soft  whisper.  And  it  was  1$ 
so,  when.  Elijah  heard  it,  that  he  wrapped  his  face  iu  his 
robe,  and  went  out,  and  stood  in  the  entrance  of  the  cave. 
And,  behold,  there  came  a  voice  unto  him,  and  said,  What 
doest  thou  here,  Elijah?    And  he  said,  I  have  been  very  14 
jealous  for  the  Eternal  God  of  hosts  ;  because  the  children 
of  Israel  have  forsaken  thy  covenant,  pulled  down  thine  altars, 
and  slain  thy  prophets  with  the  sword:  and  I,  even  I  only, 
am  left ;  and  they  seek  my  life ,  to  take  it  away.    And  the  1 5 
Eternal  said  unto  him,  Go,  return  on  thy  way  to  the  desert 
of  Damascus:  and  when  thou  comest,  anoint  Hazael  to  be 
king-  over  Syria:    And  Jehu  the  son  of  Niinshi  shalt  thou  15 
anoint  to  be  king-  over  Israel :  and  Elisha  the  son  of  Shaphat, 
of  Abelmeholah,  shalt  thou  anoint  to  be  prophet  instead  of 
thee.    And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  him  that  escapeth  the  17 
sword  of  Hazael  shall  Jehu  put  to  death;  and  him  that  es- 
capeth the  sword  of  Jehu  shall  Elisha  put  to  death.    Yet  118 
have  allowed  to  remain  seven  thousand  in  Israel,  all  the  knees 
which  have  not  stooped  down  unto  the  Baal,  and  every  mouth 
which  hath  not  kissed  him.    So  he  went  thence,  and  found  19 
Elisha  the  son  of  Shaphat,  who  was  ploughing1,  twelve  teams 
of  oxen  were  before  him,  and  he  was  with  the  twelfth:  and 
Elijah  passed  by  him,  and  cast  his  robe  upon  him.   And  he 20 
left  the  oxen,  and  ran  after  Elijah,  and  said,  Pray,  Let  me 
kiss  my  father  and  my  mother,  and  then  I  will  g*o  after  thee. 
And  he  said  unto  him,  Go  return:  for  what  have  I  done  to 
thee?   And  he  returned  back  from  him,  and  took  a  team  of 21 
the  herd,  and  slew  them,  and  boiled  their  flesh  with  the  in- 
struments of  the  herd,  and  g-ave  unto  the  people,  and  they 
did  eat:  then  he  arose,  and  went  after  Elijah,  and  minis- 
tered unto  him. 
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JEREMIAH  I.  1-19,  II.  1-3. 
The  words  of  Jeremiah  the  son  of  Hilkiah,  of  the  priests  1 
that  were  in  Anathoth,  in  the  land  of  Benjamin:   To  whom  2 
the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  in  the  days  of  Josiah  the  son 
of  Amon  king  of  Judah,  in  the  thirteenth  year  of  his  reign. 
It  came  also  in  the  days  of  Jehoiakim  the  son  of  Josiah  3 
king-  of  Judah,  unto  the  end  of  the  eleventh  year  of  Zedekiah 
the  son  of  Josiah  king  of  Judah,  unto  the  exile  of  those  of 
Jerusalem  in  the  fifth  month.   Then  the  word  of  the  Eternal  4 
came  unto  me,  saying,  Before  I  formed  thee  in  the  belly  15 
knew  thee;  and  before  thou  earnest  forth  out  of  the  womb 
I  sanctified  thee;  and  I  ordained  thee  a  prophet  unto  the 
nations.    Then  said  I,  Ah,  Lord  Eternal!  behold,  I  do  not  6 
know  how  to  speak ;  for  1  am  a  lad.    But  the  Eternal  said  7 
unto  me,  Say  not,  I  am  a  lad:  for  thou  shalt  go  to  all  that 
I  shall  send  thee,  and  whatsoever  I  command  thee  thou  shalt 
speak.    Be  not  afraid  of  their  faces :  for  I  am  with  thee  to  8 
deliver  thee,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.    Then  the  9 
Eternal  put  forth  his  hand,  and  touched  my  mouth:  and  the 
Eternal  said  unto  me,  Behold,  I  have  put  my  words  in  thy 
mouth.    See,  I  have  this  day  appointed  thee  over  the  nations,  10 
and  over  the  kingdoms,  to  root  out,  and  to  pull  down,  and 
to  destroy,  and  to  throw  down,  to  build,  and  to  plant.  More- 11 
over,  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  me,  saying,  Jere- 
miah, What  seest  thou,  And  I  said,  1  see  a  rod  of  an  almond- 
tree.    Then  said  the  Eternal  unto  me,  Thou  hast  well  seen:  12 
for  I  will  watch  for  my  word  to  perform  it.    And  the  word  13 
of  the  Eternal  came  unto  me  the  second  time,  saying,  What 
seest  thou?  And  I  said,  I  see  a  seething-pot ,  and  the  face 
thereof  is  towards  the  north.    Then  the  Eternal  said  unto  14 
me,  Out  of  the  north  the  evil  shall  break  forth  upon  all  the 
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inhabitants  of  the  land.    For.  lo,  I  will  call  all  the  families  15 
of  the  kingdoms  towards  the  north,  is  the  declaration  of  the 
Eternal;  and  they  shall  come,  and  they  shall  set  every  one 
his  throne  at  the  entrance  of  the  gates  of  Jerusalem,  and 
against  all  the  ramparts  thereof  round  about,  and  against  all 
the  cities  of  Judah.    And  I  will  utter  my  judgments  against  16 
them  touching  all  their  wickedness,  that  they  have  forsaken 
me,  and  have  burnt  incense  unto  other  gods,  and  prostrated 
themselves  before  the  works  of  their  own  hands.    Thou  17 
therefore  gird  up  thy  loins,  and  arise,  and  speak  unto  them 
all  that  I  command  thee:  be  not  dismayed  at  their  faces, 
lest  I  dismay  thee  before  them.    For,  behold,  I  have  made  18 
thee  this  day  a  fortified  city,  and  an  iron  column,  and  cop- 
per ramparts,  against  the  whole  land;  against  the  kings  of 
Judah,  against  the  officers  thereof,  against  the  priests  thereof, 
and  against  the  people  of  the  land.    And  they  shall  fight  19 
against  thee ,  but  they  shall  not  prevail  against  thee ;  for  I 
am  with  thee,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  to  deliver ^ 
thee.    Moreover,  the  word  of  the  Eternal  came  unto  me,  \ 
saying,   Go,  and  call  in  the  ears  of  Jerusalem,  saying,  Thus  2 
saith  the  Eternal,  I  remember  thee,  the  kindness  of  thy  boy- 
hood, the  love  of  thine  espousals,  when  thou  wentest  after 
me  in  the  desert,  in  a  land  that  was  not  sown.   Israel  was  3 
holiness  unto  the  Eternal  and  the  first-fruits  of  his  increase: 
all  that  devour  him  shall  be  guilty;  evil  shall  come  upon 
them,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal. 

HAFTARAH  OF  MASSE. 
JEREMIAH  II.  4—28,  III.  4,  IV.  1,  2. 
Hear  ye  the  word  of  the  Eternal ,  0  house  of  Jacob ,  and  4 
all  the  families  of  the  house  of  Israel:    Thus  saith  the 5 
Eternal,  What  wrong  have  your  fathers  found  in  me,  that 
they  are  gone  far  from  me,  and  have  walked  after  vanity, 
and  are  become  vain  ?    Neither  said  they,  Where  is  the  6 
Eternal  that  brought  us  up  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt,  that 
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led  us  through  the  desert;  through  the  land  of  plains,  and 
of  depression;  through  a  land  of  drought,  and  of  the  shadow 
of  death;  through  a  land  that  no  man  passed  through,  and 
where  no  man  abode?   And  I  brought  you  into  a  country  7 
of  fruitful  soil,  to  eat  the  fruit  thereof,  and  the  goodness 
thereof:  but  when  ye  came,  ye  defiled  my  land,  and  made 
mine  heritage  an  abomination.    The  priests  said  not,  Where 8 
is  the  Eternal?  and  they  that  handle  the  law  knew  me  not: 
the  shepherds  also  transgressed  against  me,  and  the  prophets 
prophesied  by  the  Baal,  and  walked  after  things  that  do  not 
profit.   Wherefore  I  will  yet  plead  with  you,  is  the  declara-9 
tion  of  the  Eternal,  and  with  your  children's  children  will  I 
plead.    For  pass  over  the  maritime  settlements  of  Chittim,  10- 
and  see;  and  sent  unto  Kedar,  and  consider  diligently,  and 
see  if  there  be  such  a  thing.   Hath  a  nation  exchanged  their  1 1 
gods,  which  are  yet  no  gods?  but  my  people  have  exchanged 
their  glory  for  that  which  doth  not  profit.    Be  amazed,  012 
ye  heavens,  at  this,  and  let  your  hair  stand  on  end,  be  ye 
very  desolate,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.    For  my  13 
people  have  done  two  evils;  they  have  forsaken  me  the  source 
of  living  waters,  and  hewed  them  out  cisterns,  broken  cisterns, 
that  can  hold  no  water.    Is  Israel  a  servant?  is  he  home- 14 
born?  why  has  he  become  a  spoil?    Young  lions  roared  15 
upon  him,  and  yelled,  and  they  made  his  land  waste:  his 
cities  are  set  on  fire  without  inhabitant.    Also  the  children  1 6 
of  Noph  and  Tahapanes  have  devoured  thee  to  the  crown  of 
the  head.  Hast  thou  not  procured  this  unto  thyself,  in  that  17 
thou  hast  forsaken  the  Eternal  thy  God,  at  the  time  when 
he  led  thee  by  the  way?    And  now  what  hast  thou  to  do  18 
in  the  way  of  Egypt?  to  drink  the  waters  of  Sihor?  or  what 
hast  thou  to  do  in  the  way  of  Assyria?  to  drink  the  waters 
of  a  river?   Thine  own  wickedness  shall  chastise  thee,  and  19 
thy  defections  shall  reprove  thee:  know  therefore  and  see 
that  it  is  an  evil  thing  and  bitter,  that  thou  hast  forsaken 
the  Eternal  thy  God,  and  that  my  dread  is  not  in  thee,  is 
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the  declaration  of  the  Eternal  of  hosts.    For  of  old  time  120 
have  broken  thy  yoke,  and  loosened  thy  bands;  and  thou 
saidst,  I  will  not  transgress;  when  upon  every  high  hill  and 
under  every  bushy  tree  thou  wanderest,  playing-  the  harlot. 
Yet  I  had  planted  thee  a  noble  vine,  wholly  seed  of  truth:  21 
how  then  art  thou  turned  into  the  excrescences  of  the  vine 
alien  unto  me?    For  though  thou  wash  thee   with  nitre, 22 
and  increase  thee  lye,   yet  thine  iniquity  is  marked  before 
me,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Lord  Eternal.   How  canst  thou 23 
say,  I  am  not  polluted,  I  have  not  gone  after  the  Baalim? 
see  thy  way  in  the  glen,  know  what  thou  hast  done:  thou 
art  a  swift  dromedary  traversing*  her  ways;   A  wild  ass  used 24 
to  the  desert  that  snuffeth  up  the  wind  at  her  pleasure;  in 
her  occasion  who  can  turn  away?  all  they  that  seek  her  will 
not  weary  themselves;  in  her  month  they  shall  find  her. 
Withhold  thy  foot  from  being*  unshod,  and  thy  throat  from 25 
thirst:  but  thou  saidst,  There  is  no  hope;  no;  for  I  have 
loved  strangers,  and  after  them  will  I  g*o.    As  the  shame  of 26 
the  chief  when  he  is  found,  so  is  the  house  of  Israel  ashamed; 
they,  their  king's,  their  officers ,  and  their  priests,  and  their 
prophets,  Saying*  to  the  wood,  Thou  art  my  father;  and  to  27 
the  stone,  Thou  hast  brought  me  forth;  for  they  have  turned 
their  back  unto  me,  and  not  their  face:  but  in  the  time  of 
their  trouble  they  will  say,  Arise,  and  save  us.    But  where  28 
are  thy  g*ods  that  thou  hast  made  thee?  let  them  arise,  if 
£hey  can  save  thee  in  the  time  of  thy  trouble:  for  according* 
to  the  number  of  thy  cities  are  thy  gods,  0  Judah. 

The  Sefardim  add  the  following  two  verses: —  ^ 

If  thou  wilt  return,  0  Israel,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal,  1 
return  unto  me:  and  if  thou  wilt  remove  thine  abominations  out  of 
my  sight,  and  wilt  not  swerve,  And  wilt  swear,  The  Eternal  2 
liveth,  in  truth,  in  judgment,  and  in  righteousness;  then  nations 
shall  bless  themselves  in  him,  and  in  him  shall  they  boast. 

The  Ashhenasim  add  the  following  verse:  — 

Wilt  thou  not  from  this  time  call  unto  me,  My  father,  4 
thou  art  the  guide  of  my  youth? 
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ISAIAH  LXVI. 

Thus  saith  the  Eternal,  The  heaven  is  my  throne,  and  the  1 
earth  is  iny  footstool :  were  is  a  house  that  ye  build  unto 
me?  and  where  is  a  place  for  my  rest?    For  all  those  things  2 
hath  my  hand  made,  and  all  those  things  have  been,  is  the 
declaration  of  the  Eternal:  but  to  this  man  will  I  look,  even 
to  him  that  is  poor  and  of  a  contrite  spirit,  and  trembleth 
at  my  word.    He  that  slaughtered  one  of  the  herd  is  as  if  3 
he  smote  a  man;  he  that  sacrificeth  one  of  the  flock,  as  if 
he  broke  a  dog's  nape  of  the  neck;  he  that  offereth  an  ob- 
lation, as  if  he  offered  swine's  blood;  he  that  burneth  incense 
as  if  he  blessed  iniquity:  yea.  they  have  chosen  their  own 
ways ,  and  their  soul  is  pleased  in  their  abominations.  I  also  4 
will  choose  their  delusions,  and  will  bring  their  dread  upon 
thern;  because  when  1  called,  none  did  answer;  when  I  spake, 
they  did  not  hear:  but  they  did  the  evil  before  mine  eyes, 
and  choose  that  in  which  I  was  not  pleased.  Hear  the  word  5 
of  the  Eternal,  ye  that  tremble  at  his  word:  Your  brethren 
that  hated  you,  that  cast  you  out  for  my  name's  sake,  said, 
Let  the  Eternal  be  glorified,  that  we  may  see  your  rejoicing, 
and  they  shall  be  ashamed.    A  voice  of  noise  from  the  city,  6 
a  voice  from  the  temple,  a  voice  of  the  Eternal  that  rendereth 
recompense  to  his  enemies.   Before  she  travailed,  she  brought  7 
forth;  before  her  anguish  came,  she  was  delivered  of  a  male 
child.    Who  hath  heard  such  a  thing?  who  hath  seen  such 8 
things?  Shall  a  land  be  made  to  travail  in  one  day?  or 
shall  a  nation  be  born  at  once,    that  Zion  should  have 
travailed,  and  also  brought  forth  her  children?    Shall  1 9 
bring  to  the  birth,  and  not  cause  to  bring  forth?  saith 
the  Eternal:   shall    I   who  causeth  to  bring  forth,  shut 
the  womb?   saith  thy  God.    Rejoice  ye  with   Jerusalem,  10 
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and  be  glad  with  her  all  ye  that  love  her:  rejoice  for  joy 
with  her,  all  ye  that  mourn  for  her:    That  ye  may  stick,  11 
and  be  satisfied  with  the  breasts  of  her  consolations;  that 
ye  may  drain,  and  be  delighted  with  the  abundance  of  her 
glory.    For  thus  saith  the  Eternal,  Behold,  I  will  extend  12 
peace  to  her  like  a  river,  and  the  glory  of  nations  like  an 
overflowing*  brook,  then  shall  ye  suck;  ye  shall  be  born  upon 
her  sides,  and  be  dandled  upon  her  knees.  Like  a  man  whom  13 
his  mother  comforteth,  so  will  I  comfort  you;  and  ye  shall 
be  comforted  in  Jerusalem.    And  when  ye  see  this,  your  14 
heart  shall  rejoice,  and  your  bones  shall  flourish  like  sprouts; 
and  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  shall  be  known  towards  his 
servants,  and  be  indignant  at  his  enemies.    For,  behold,  the  15 
Eternal  will  come  with  the  fire,  and  with  his  chariots  like  a 
whirlwind,  to  render  his  wrath  with  fury,  and  his  rebuke 
with  flames  of  fire.    For  by  fire  and  by  his  sword  will  the  1 6 
Eternal  plead  with  all  flesh;  and  the  slain  of  the  Eternal  shall 
be  many.    They  that  sanctify  themselves,  and  purify  them- 17 
selves  iu  the  gardens,  behind  one  tree  in  the  midst,  eating- 
swine's  flesh,  and  the  abomination,  and  the  mouse,  shall  be 
swept  away  together,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal.   Fori 8 
I  know  their  works  and  their  thoughts:  the  time  shall  come, 
that  I  will  gather  all  nations  and  tongues;  and  they  shall 
come ,  and  see  my  glory.   And  I  will  set  a  sign  among  them,  \  9 
and  I  will  send  forth  from  among  them  fugitives  unto  the 
nations,  to  Tarshish,  Pui,  and  Lud,  that  draw  the  bow,  to 
Tubal  and  Javan,  to  the  maritime  settlements  afar  off,  that 
have  not  heard  my  fame,  neither  have  seen  my  glory;  and 
they  shall  declare  my  glory  among  the  nations.    And  they20 
shall  bring  all  your  brethren  for  an  oblation  unto  the  Eternal, 
out  of  all  nations,  upon  the  horses,  and  in  the  chariots,  and 
in  the  litters,  and  upon  the  mules,  and  upon  the  dromedaries, 
to  the  mountain  of  my  holiness ,  Jerusalem ,  saith  the  Eternal, 
as  the  children  of  Israel  bring  the  oblation  in  a  clean  vessel 
into  the  house  of  the  Eternal.    And  I  will  also  take  of  them  21 
16  Vol.  IV. 
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for  the  priests,  and  for  the  Levites,  saith  the  Eternal.    For 22 
as  the  new  heavens  and  the  new  earth,  which  I  will  make, 
shall  remain  before  me,  is  the  declaration  of  the  Eternal ,  so 
shall  your  seed  and  your  name  remain.    And  it  shall  come  to  23 
pass,  that  from  new  moon  to  new  moon,  and  from  Sabbath 
to  Sabbath,  shall  all  flesh  come  to  prostrate  themselves  be- 
fore me,  saith  the  Eternal.    And  they  shall  go  forth,  and  24 
see  the  carcases  of  the  men  that  have  transgressed  against 
me;  for  their  worm  shall  not  die,  neither  shall  their  fire  go 
out :  and  they  shall  be  an  abhorring  unto  all  flesh. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  from  new  moon  to  new 23 
moon,  and  from  Sabbath  to  Sabbath,  shall  all  flesh  come  to 
prostrate  themselves  before  me,  saith  the  Eternal. 

HAFTARAH  OF  EREB  ROSH  HODESH. 

1  SAMUEL  XX.  18-42. 

Then  Jonathan  said  to  him,  To-morrow  is  the  new  moon;  18 
and  thou  shalt  be  missed,  because  thy  seat  will  be  empty. 
And  after  to-morrow  thou  shalt  go  down  quickly,  and  come  1 9 
to  the  place  where  thou  wast  hidden  on  the  day  of  the  work, 
and  shalt  abide  by  the  stone  Ezel.    And  I  will  shoot  three  20 
arrows  towards  the  side  thereof,  as  though  I  shot  at  a  mark. 
And,  behold,  I  will  send  the  lad,  saying,    Go  find  out  the  21 
arrows.    If  I  expressly  say  unto  the  lad,  Behold,  the  arrows 
are  on  this  side  of  thee,  lay  hold  of  him  and  come:  for 
there  is  peace  to  thee,  and  no  hurt;  as  the  Eternal  liveth. 
But  if  I  say  thus  unto  the  yonng  man,  Behold,  the  arrows  22 
are  beyond  thee;  go  thy  way:  for  the  Eternal  hath  sent 
thee  away.    And  as  touching  the  thing  which  thou  and  1 23 
have  spoken  of,  behold,  the  Eternal  be  between  thee  and 
me  for  ever.    So  David  hid  himself  in  the  field :  and  when  24 
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the  new  moon  was  come,  the  king:  sat  him  down  to  eat,  As  25 
at  other  times,  even  upon  a  seat  at  the  wall:  and  Jonathan 
arose,  and  Abner  sat  by  Saul's  side,  and  David's  place  was 
empty.    Nevertheless,  Saul  spake  not  anything*  that  day:  for  2d 
he  thought,  It  is  a  casualty,  he  is  not  clean;  surely  he  is 
not  clean.    And  it  came  to  pass  on  the  second  morrow  of  27 
the  new  moon ,  that  David's  place  was  empty :  and  Saul  said 
unto  Jonathan  his  son,    Wherefore  cometh  not  the  son  of 
Jesse  to  meat,  neither  yesterday  nor  to-day?    And  Jonathan  28 
answered  Saul,  David  earnestly  asked  leave  of  me  to  go  to 
Bethlehem:    And  he  said,  Let  me  go,  pray,  for  we  have  a2^ 
family  sacrifice  in  the  city,  and  my  brother  he  hath  com- 
manded me  to  be  there;  and  now,  if  I  have  found  favour  in 
thine  eyes,  let  me  get  away,  pray,  and  see  my  brethren: 
therefore  he  cometh  not  unto  the  king's  table.    Then  Saul's  30 
wrath  glowed  against  Jonathan;  and  he  said  unto  him,  Thou 
son  of  perverse  rebelliousness,  do  not  I  know  that  thou  hast 
chosen  the  son  of  Jesse  to  thine  own  shame,  and  unto  the 
shame  of  thy  mother's  nakedness?   For  as  long  as  the  son  31 
of  Jesse  liveth  upon  the  ground,  thou  shalt  not  be  established, 
nor  thy  kingdom.    Wherefore  now  send  and  fetch  him  unto 
me,  for  he  shall  surely  die.    And  Jonathan  answered  Saul  32 
his  father,  and  said  unto  him,   Wherefore  shall  he  be  put  to 
death?  what  hath  he  done?    And  Saul  hurled  the  spear  at 33 
him  to  smite  him :  whereby  Jonathan  knew  that  it  was  deter- 
mined of  his  father  to  put  David  to  death.    So  Jonathan  34 
arose  from  the  table  in  fierce  wrath,  and  did  eat  no  meat 
the  second  new  moon  day:  for  he  was  pained  for  David,  for 
his  father  had  put  him  to  shame.    And  it  came  to  pass  in  35 
the  morning,  that  Jonathan  went  out  into  the  field,  at  the 
time  appointed  with  David,  and  a  little  lad  with  him.    And  36* 
he  said  unto  his  lad,  Run,  find  out  now  the  arrows  which  I 
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shoot.    And,  as  the  lad  ran,  he  shot  an  arrow,  causing-  it 
to  pass  him.    And  when  the  lad  was  come  to  the  place  of  37 
the  arrow  which  Jonathan  had  shot,  Jonathan  called  after 
the  lad,  and  said,  Is  not  the  arrow  beyond  thee?   And 38 
Jonathan  cried  after  the  lad,  Quickly,  make  speed,  stand  not. 
And  Jonathan's  lad  collected  the  arrows,   and  came  to  his 
lord.    But  the  lad  knew  not  any  thing- :   only  Jonathan  and  39 
David  knew  the  thing.    And  Jonathan  gave  his  vessels  unto  40 
his  lad,  and  said  unto  him,  Go,  carry  them  to  the  city.  And  41 
as  soen  as  the  lad  was  g-one,  David  arose  out  of  the  south 
side,  and  fell  on  his  face  to  the  ground,  and  prostrated 
himself  three  times;  and  they  kissed  one  another,  and  wept 
one  with  another,  until  David  exceeded.    And  Jonathan  said  42 
to  David,  Go  in  peace,  forasmuch  as  we  have  sworn  both  of 
us  in  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  saying-,  The  Eternal  be  be- 
tween me  and  thee  for  ever,  and  between  my  seed  and  thy 
seed  for  ever. 
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EZEKIEL  I.  1—28,  III.  12. 
Now  it  came  to  pass  in  the  thirtieth  year,  in  the  fourth  1 
month,  in  the  fifth  day  of  the  month,  as  I  was  among*  the 
exiles  by  the  river  of  Chebar,  that  the  heavens  were  opened, 
and  I  saw  visions  of  God.    In  the  fifth  day  of  the  month,  2 
which  was  the  fifth  year  of  King  Jehoiachin's  exile.    The  3 
word  of  the  Eternal  came  expressly  unto  Ezekiel  the  priest, 
the  son  of  Buzi,  in  the  land  of  Chaldeans  by  the  river  Chebar; 
and  the  hand  of  the  Eternal  was  there  upon  him.    And  14 
saw,  and,  behold,  a  tempest  came  out  of  the  north,  a  great 
cloud,  and  a  fire  infolding  itself,  and  a  brightness  was  about 
it,  and  out  of  the  midst  thereof  as  the  colour  of  gold  ore, 
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out  of  the  midst  of  the  fire.    Also  out  of  the  midst  thereof  5 
came  the  likeness  of  four  animals.    And  this  was  their  ap- 
pearance ;  they  had  the  likeness  of  a  man.    And  every  one  6 
had  four  faces ,  and  every  one  had  four  wings.    And  their  7 
feet  were  straight  feet ;  and  the  sole  of  their  feet  was  like 
the  sole  of  a  calf's  foot:  and  they  sparkled  like  the  colour 
of  burnished  copper.    And  they  had  the  hands  of  a  man  8 
under  their  wings  on  their  four  sides:  and  the  four  of  them 
had  their  faces  and  their  wings.    Their  wings  were  joined  9 
one  to  another;  they  turned  not  when  they  went;  they  went 
every  one  towards  the  side  of  his  face.    As  for  the  likeness  10 
of  their  faces,  the  four  of  them  had  the  face  of  a  man,  and 
the  face  of  a  lion,  on  the  right:  and  the  four  of  them  had 
the  face  of  an  ox  on  the  left ;  the  four  of  them  also  had  the 
face  of  an  eagle.    Thus  were  their  faces :  and  their  wings  1 1 
were  expanded  above;  each  had  two  wings  joining  another, 
and  two  covered  their  bodies.    And  they  went  every  one  12. 
towards  the  side  of  his  face:  whither  the  spirit  was  to  go, 
they  went;  and  they  turned  not  when  they  went.    As  forlS 
the  likeness  of  the  animals,  their  appearance  was  like  live 
coals  of  fire,  burning  like  the  appearance  of  the  torches,  it 
went  about  the  animals;  and  the  fire  had  a  brightness,  and 
out  of  the  fire  went  forth  lightning.    And  the  animals  ran  1 4 
and  returned  as  the  appearance  of  a  flash  of  lightning.    Now  15 
as  I  saw  the  animals,  behold  one  wheel  upon  the  earth  by 
animals  towards  his  four  faces.   The  appearance  of  the  wheels  1(> 
and  their  work  was  like  unto  the  colour  of  a  beryl:  and  the 
four  of  them  had  one  likeness:  and  their  appearance  and 
their  work  was  as  it  were  a  wheel  in  the  middle  of  a  wheel. 
When  they  went,  they  went  upon  their  four  sides:  and  they  17 
turned  not  when  they  went.    As  for  their  backs  they  had  18 
a  great  height  and  were  dreadful ;  and  their  backs  were  full 
of  eyes  round  about  them  four.  And  when  the  animals  went,  1 9 
the  wheels  went  by  them :  and  when  the  animals  were  lifted 
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up  from  the  earth,  Ihe  wheels  were  lifted  up.   Whithersoever  20 
the  spirit  was  to  go,  they  went,  thither  was  also  the  spirit 
of  the  others  to  go;  and  the  wheels  were  lifted  up  over 
against  them :  for  the  spirit  of  the  animal  was  in  the  wheels. 
When  those  went,  these  went;  and  when  those  stood,  these  21 
stood;  and  when  those  were  lifted  up  from  the  earth,  the 
wheels  were  lifted  up  over  against  them :  for  the  spirit  of 
the  animal  was  in  the  wheels.    And  the  likeness  of  the  ex-  22 
pause  upon  the  heads  of  the  animals  was  as  the  colour  of 
the  glistening-  ice,  inclined  over  their  heads  above:    And  23 
under  the  expanse  were  their  wings  straight,  the  one  towards 
the  other:  this  had  two  as  a  covering  to  them,  and  that 
had  two  as  a  covering  to  them,  viz.,  their  bodies.   And  when  24 
they  went,  I  heard  the  noise  of  their  wings,  like  the  noise 
of  many  waters,  as  the  voice  of  the  Almighty,  the  voice  of 
speech,  as  the  noise  of  a  camp:  when  they  stood,  they  let 
down  their  wings.    And  there  was  a  voice  from  above  the  25 
expanse  that  was  over  their  heads,  when  they  stood,  and 
had  let  down  their  wings.    And  above  the  expanse  that  was  26 
over  their  heads  was  the  likeness  of  a  throne,  as  the  ap- 
pearance of  a  sapphire  stone:  and  upon  the  likeness  of  the 
throne  was  the  likeness  as  the  appearance  of  a  man  upon  it. 
And  I  saw  as  the  colour  of  gold  ore,  as  the  appearance  of 27 
fire  round  about  within  it,  from  the  appearance  of  his  loins 
even  upward,  and  from  the  appearance  of  his  loins  even  down- 
ward, I  saw  as  it  were  the  appearance  of  fire,  and  it  had 
brightness  round  about.    As  the  appearance  of  the  bow  that  28 
is  in  the  cloud  in  the  day  of  rain ,  so  was  the  appearance 
of  the  brightness  round  about.    This  was  the  appearance 
of  the  likeness  of  the  glory  of  the  Eternal.  And  when  1  saw^ 
it,  I  fell  upon  my  face,  and  I  heard  a  voice  speaking.    Then  |9 
a  spirit  took  me  up,  and  I  heard  behind  me  a  voice  of  a 
great  rushing,  saying,  Blessed  be  the  glory  of  the  Eternal 
from  his  place.

0  Let 
us  this  day  and  all  others  find  grace,  favour,  and  mercy 
in  thine  eyes,  and  in  the  eyes  of  all  who  behold  us,  and 
bestow  on  us  acts  of  loving  kindness.  Blessed  art  thou,  0 
Eternal  who  bestowest  loving  kindness  upon  thy  people,  Israel 

May  it  be  thy  will,  0  Eternal,  my  God!  and  God  of  my 
fathers,  to  preserve  me  this  day  and  every  other  day  from 
arrogant  and  impudent  faces;  from  bad  men,  and  from  evil 
associates,  from  bad  neighbours,  from  evil  occurrences,  and 
from  destructive  seduction;  from  harsh  judgement,  as  well 
as  from  a  harsh  opponent,  whether  he  be,  or  he  be  not  a 
son  of  the  convenant. 

Man  should  ever  fear  God  in  the  privacy  of  life,  confess 
the  truth,  and  speak  the  truth  as  it  is  in  his  heart,  and 
let  him  rise  early  and  pray  thus : 

Sovereign  of  all  worlds!  Not  in  reliance  upon  our  rigtheous- 
ness  do  we  present  our  supplications  before  thee;  but  because 
of  thy  abundant  mercies.  What  are  we?  What  our  Being? 
What  our  righteousness?  What  our  help?  What  our  power? 
What  our  strength?  What  shall  we  say  in  thy  presence  0 
Eternal,  our  God!  and  God  of  our  fathers?  Are  not  the 
heroes  as  naught  before  thee?  men  of  renown  as  if  they 
had  never  existed  ?  wise  men,  as  deprived  of  knowledge?  and 
men  of  intelligence,  as  void  of  understanding.  For  the  majority 
of  their  deeds  are  mere  emptiness,  and  the  days  of  their 
life  but  vanity  before  thee;  even  the  preference  of  man  above 
the  beast,  is  naught,  for  all  is  vanity. 

But  we  are  thy  people,  the  confederates  of  thy  covenant, 
the  children  of  Abraham  thy  beloved,  to  whom  thou 
didst  swear  on  Mount  Moriah;  We  are  the  descendants 
of  Isaac,  his  only  son,  who  was  bound  upon  the  altar.  — 
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We  are  the  congregation  of  thy  first  born  son  Jacob,  to 
whotu  tbou  didst  bear  so  much  love,  and  the  joy  thou  didst 
experience  in  hiin  made  thee  call  hirn  Israel,  and  Jeshurun. 

We,  are  therefore  in  duty  bound  to  give  thanks  unto  theer 
to  praise  and  glorify  thee,  to  bless  and  to  sanctify,  and  to 
offer  praise  and  thanksgiving-  to  thy  name.  0  how  happy 
are  we!  how  goodly  is  our  portion,  how  pleasant  our  lot, 
how  beautiful  our  inheritance.  0,  Happy  we,  who  twice  a 
day  early  in  the  morning  and  late  in  the  evening  do  exclaim 
Hear,  0  Israel!  The  Eternal  our  God,  the  Eternal  is  One 
Blessed  be  the  name  of  the  glory  of  his  kingdom  for  ever 
and  ever. 

Thou  wert  the  same  ere  the  world  was  created  and  thou 
art  the  same  since  its  creation.  The  same  in  this  world  and 
the  same  in  the  future  world.  Sanctify  thy  name  through 
those  who  are  selected  to  hallow  it,  and  sanctify  thy  name 
throughout  thy  world,  and  through  thy  Salvation,  exalt  and 
raise  our  horn  of  prosperity.  Blessed  art  thou,  0  Eternal! 
who  sanctiflest  thy  name,  before  the  whole  world. 

Thou  art,  Eternal,  our  God,  in  heaven  and  on  earth,  and 
in  the  highest  heavens ;  Truly  thou  art  the  first,  and  thou 
art  the  last,  and  besides  thee  there  is  no  God.  0  gather 
those  who  hope  in  thee,  from  the  four  corners  of  the  earth 
that  all  the  inhabitants  of  the  world  may  recognize  and 
acknowledge  that  thou  alone  art  God  over  all  the  Realms  of 
earth.  Thou  hast  created  the  heaven  and  the  earth,  the  sea 
and  all  that  is  therein.  Who  amongst  all  the  works  of  thy 
hand  above  or  below  can  say  to  thee,  What  doest  thou? 
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Oar  Father  who  art  in  heaven,  we  beseech  thee:  show  mercy 
unto  us  for  the  sake  of  thy  great  name  which  has  been 
conferred  upon  us  and  fulfil  unto  us,  0  Eternal  our  God 
what  is  written.  „At  that  time  will  I  restore  you,  at  the  time 
when  I  will  assemble  you  I  will  give  you  a  name  and  a 
glory  amongst  all  the  people  of  the  earth,  when  I  bring 
back  your  captives  before  your  eyes  saith  the  Lord." 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying.  Thou  shalt  also 
make  a  laver  of  copper,  and  its  frame  also  of  copper,  to 
wash  withal:  and  thou  shalt  put  it  between  the  appointed 
tent  and  the  altar,  and  thou  shalt  put  water  therein.  For 
Aaron  and  his  sons  shall  wash  their  hands  and  their  feet 
thereat:  "When  they  come  into  the  appointed  tent,  they  shall 
wash  with  water,  that  they  die  not;  or  when  they  come 
near  to  the  altar  to  minister,  to  cause  an  offering-  made  by 
fire  to  ascend  in  fumes  to  the  Eternal.  So  they  shall  wash 
their  hands  and  their  feet,  that  they  die  not:  and  it  shall 
be  a  statute  for  ever  to  them,  even  to  him  and  to  his  seed 
throughout  their  generations.  And  the  priest  shall  put  on 
his  linen  robe,  and  his  linen  breeches  shall  he  put  upon 
his  flesh,  and  take  up  the  ashes  which  the  fire  hath 
consumed  —  the  burnt  offering-  on  the  altar,  and  he  shall  put 
them  beside  the  altar.  And  he  shall  put  off  his  garments 
and  put  on  other  garments,  and  bring  out  the  ashes  without 
the  carnp  to  a  clean  place. 

And  the  Eternal  spake  to  Moses,  saying,  Command  the 
children  of  Israel,  and  say  to  them.  My  offerring,  my  bread 
for  my  fire  offerings  for  a  pleasing  odour  to  me,  shall  ye 
keep  to  offer  to  me  in  its  appointed  season.  And  thou 
shalt  say  to  them,  This  is  the  lire  offering  which  ye  shall 
offer  to  the  Eternal;  two  lambs  of  one  year  without  blemish, 
for  every  day,  for  a  continual  burnt  offering.  The  one  Iamb 
shalt  thou  offer  in  the  morning,  and  the  other  lamb  shalt 
thou  offer  at  even:  And  a  tenth  part  of  an  ephah  of  flour 
2  * 
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for  an  oblation,  mingled  with  the  fourth  part  of  a  hin  of 
beaten  oil.  It  is  a  continual  burnt  otfering,  ordained  in 
mount  Sinai  for  a  pleasing  odour,  a  fire  offering  to  the 
Eternal.  And  the  drink  offering  thereof  shall  be  the  fourth 
part  of  a  hin  for  the  one  iamb:  in  the  holy  place  shalt 
thou  cause  the  strong  drink  to  be  poured  to  the  Eternal 
for  a  drink  offering.  And  the  second  lamb  shalt  thou  offer 
at  even:  as  the  oblation  of  the  morning,  and  as  the  drink 
offering  thereof,  thou  shalt  offer  it,  a  fire  offering  of  a 
pleasing  odour  to  the  Eternal 

And  he  shall  slaughter  it  on  the  side  of  the  altar  northward 
before  the  Eternal :  and  the  priests,  Aarons  sons,  shall  sprinkle 
its  blood  round  about  the  altar. 

Thou  art  the  Eternal,  our  God,  before  whom  our  ancestors 
offered  incense  whilst  thy  holy  temple  was  standing,  as  thou 
didst  command  them  by  the  hands  of  Moses,  thy  prophet, 
as  it  is  written  in  thy  law. 

And  the  Eternal  said  to  Moses,  Take  to  thee  aromaticsy 
stacte,  and  onycha,  and  galbanum;  these  aromatics  with  pure 
frankincense:  let  each  be  taken  separately.  And  thou  shalt 
make  it  an  incense,  a  compound  after  the  work  of  the 
compounder,  tempered  together,  pure  for  holiness:  And  ihm 
shalt  rub  some  of  it  very  small,  aud  put  of  it  before  the 
testimony  in  the  appointed  tent,  where  I  will  be  met  by  thee: 
it  shall  be  to  you  most  holy.  And  it  is  said:  And  Aaron 
shall  cause  incense  of  aromatics  to  ascend  thereon  in  fnmes 
every  morning:  when  he  trimmeth  the  lamps  he  shall  cause 
it  to  ascend  in  fumes.  And  when  Aaron  lighteth  the  lamps 
at  even  he  shall  offer  incense  there  shall  be  a  perpetual 
Incense  before  the  Eternal  troughout  your  generations. 
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0  Lord  we  beseech  thee  to  loosen,  with  the  greatness, 
of  thy  powerful  band,  those  that  are  fettered  in  captivity. 
Accept  the  cry  of  thy  people;  clean  and  purify  us,  0  thoa 
who  art  tremendous !  0  most  powerful  God !  we  beseech  thee 
to  preserve,  as  the  apple  of  the  eye,  those  that  seek  thee, 
thou  art  God  alone.  Bless  and  purify  them  continually,  reward 
them  according  to  thy  righteousness.  Thou  who  art  most 
mighty  and  holy;  guide  thy  people  with  thy  abundant  mercy. 
Thou,  who  art  God  alone,  and  most  mercifull  behold  thy  people, 
who  continually  praise  thy  holiness.  Accept  our  prayers,  and 
give  ear  to  our  cries,  0  Thou  to  whom  all  secrets  are  known,. 

Blessed  be  the  name  of  the  glory  of  his  kingdom  for 
ever  and  ever. 

And  on  the  sabbath  day  two  lambs  of  one  year,  without 
blemish,  and  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled 
with  oil  and  the  drink  offering  thereof.  This  is  the  burnt 
offering  of  every  sabbath  besides  the  continual  burnt  offering, 
and  its  drink  offering. 

On  Rosh  Hodesh,  the  following  is  added; 

And  in  the  beginnings  of  your  months  ye  shall  offer  a 
burnt  offering  to  the  Eternal;  two  young  bullocks,  and  one 
ram,  seven  lambs  of  one  year,  without  blemish;  And  three 
tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation,  mingled  with  oil,  for 
one  bullock:  and  two  tenth  deals  of  flour  for  an  oblation, 
mingled  with  oil,  for  one  ram;  And  a  several  tenth  deal  of 
lour  mingled  with  oil  for  an  oblation  to  the  one  lamb,  for 
a  burnt  offering  of  a  pleasing  odour,  a  fire  offering  to  the 
Eternal.  And  their  drink  offerings  shall  be  half  a  hin  of 
wine  to  a  bullock,  and  the  third  part  of  a  hin  to  a  ramr 
and  a  fourth  part  of  a  hin  to  a  Iamb:  this  is  the  burnt 
offering  of  every  month  in  its  month  throughout  the  month* 
of  the  year.  And  one  kid  of  the  goats  for  a  sin  offering 
to  the  Eternal  shall  be  offered,  besides  the  continual  burnt 
offering,  and  its  drink  offering. 
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On  putting  on  the  Arbah  kanfos  is  said. 
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Previous  to  wrapping  yourself  with  the  nty,  repeat  the  following. 
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The  Reader  chants  the  first  verse,  and  the  congregation 
the  next,  which  is  observed  throughout  the  hymn.  —

Of  old  thou  didst  rest  on  the  seventh  day,  and  thenceforth 
didst  thou  proclaim  the  Sabbath  day  blessed.  Each  work 
of  thine  is  ready  to  praise  thee,  whilst  thy  pious  ones  will 
extol  thee  all  their  days.  Blessed  be  thou,  0  Eternal!  the 
Creator  of  every  thing,  The  ever-living  God,  the  everlasting 
King*.  For,  from  old  thy  abundant  heavenly  grace  was 
extended  over  thy  servants.  On  the  Egyptians  didst  thon 
commence  to  show,  that  thou  art  greatly  exalted  above  all 
Gods,  when  thou  didst  prove  them,  that  there  God  whom 
they  served  was  so  pitifully  weak.  When  thou  didst  divide 
the  Red  Sea,  thy  chosen  people  saw  thy  power  and  were 
seized  with  awe.  Thou  didst  lead  thy  people  to  make  unto 
thyself  a  glorious  name,  to  display  thy  greatness.  And  thou 
spokest  with  them  from  heaven,  and  the  clouds  also  dropped 
water.  Thou  hadst  regard  unto  their  course  all  through 
the  wilderness,  in  a  waste  land,  over  which  no  mortal  foot 
had  passed.  Thon  gavest  to  thy  people  bread  from  heaven, 
furnisheth  abundant  flesh  like  dust,  and  incessant  water  fronri 
the  rock.  Thou  didst  expel  peopled  nations  from  their  land, 
and  didst  give  the  soil,  to  thy  sacred  people  as  an  inheri- 
tance. That  they  observe  with  care  thy  statutes  and  thy 
laws,  thy  words,  0  Eternal!  words  as  pure  as  their  source; 
And  they  were  fed  by  bounteous  hand  with  fat  pasture^ 
and  oil  gushed  from  the  flinty  rock  like  a  fountain.  And  when 
they  came  to  rest,  they  built  thy  sacred  city  there,  and 
erected  and  adorned  thy  Holy  House,  and  then  thou  didst 
proclaim.  ,JIere  will  I  abide  to  the  utmost  length  of  days, 
and  1  will  support  it  with  my  blessings,  for  there  they  shall 
sacrifice  offerings  of  righteousness,  and  thy  priest  shall  there 
be  clad  with  righteousness.

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hymns,  and  chant  joyously  aloud  unto  thee,  songs  of  praise. 
The  House  of  Israel  and  all  who  fear  the  Lord,  shall  honour, 
and  thankfully  praise  thy  name,  0  Eternal.  Even  as  thy 
benefits  have  been  so  richly  showerd  unto  the  former  gene- 
rations, grant  them  now  to  us  and  Ours  for  ever  and  ever. 
Delight  in  us,  0  Eternal!  we  beseech  thee,  as  thou  wert 
wont  to  rejoice  over  our  fathers.  Do  increase  our  numbers, 
and  do  good  to  us,  and  never  ceasing  prayers  shall  reveal 
our  gratitude  unto  thee.  0  Lord,  Build  up  soon  thy  city, 
which  is  called  by  thy  name.  Raise  the  growing  power  of 
David  once  more  therein  and  choose  it  as  the  spot  where 
thou  wilt  dwell  0  Lord,  unto  everlasting.  Offerings  of 
righteousness  will  we  there  sacrifice,  and  our  meat-offering's 
find  acceptance  unto  thee  as  of  old.  Bless  also  thy  people 
with  the  light  of  thy  countenance  for  they  will  prove  their 
chief  delight  to  fulfill  thy  will.  Thou  decreest  the  granting 
of  each  wish  of  ours,  do  look  down  and  graciously  behold 
that  we  are  thy  people.  It  was  thou  who  first  selected  us 
as  thy  peculiar  treasure,  and  may'st  thou  show  blessings 
on  thy  people  without  measure,  Selah!  And  for  ever  will 
we  pronounce  thy  praise,  and  we  will  extol  thy  glorious 
name.  By  thee  thy  people  shall  be  blessed,  for  whomsoever 
Thou  blessest  is  blessed  indeed.  And  whilst  I  live  will  1 
praise  my  Creator,  will  bless  thee  everlastingly  throughout 
my  span  of  days.  Yea  let  the  name  of  the  Lord  be  blessed 
for  ever,  from  eternity  to  eternity. 

As  it  is  written:  Blessed  be  the  Eternal,  God  of  Israel, 
for  ever  and  ever.  And  all  the  people  responded:  Amen! 
and  praise  unto  the  Eternal !  Daniel  then  answering  thus, 
did  say:  Let  the  name  of  Gotl  be  blessed  for  ever  and  ever, 
for  his  are  wisdom  and  might.  And  as  it  is  further  said: 
And  the  Levites  said,  Jeshua  and  Kadmiel,  Boni,  Hashhabniah, 
Sherebiah,  Hodiah  and  Pettachiah  exclaimed :  Arise !  bless 
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The  Ark  is  opened,  and  the  following  hymn  is  repeated  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  former.

Thy  greatness  and  thy  power,  they  estimated 
after  thy  powerful  doings.  They  compared  thee,  but 
not  according  to  thy  actual  Being,  and  they  likened  thee 
according-  to  Ihy  works.  In  countless  visions  did  they  pre- 
sent thee,  yet  thou  wert  but  One  amidst  all.

May  ray  praise  be  a 
crown  to  thy  bead,  and  let  my  prayer  be  received  as  purest 
frankincense.  May  the  songs  of  the  poor  man  in  thine  eyes 
be  as  dear,  as  the  psalms  once  sung  over  thy  sacrifices.  — 
May  my  praises  ascend  unto  God  the  All-just,  unto  thee, 
who  ereateth  who  formest  and  bringeth  forth  All.  And 
when  I  bless  thee,  mayest  thon  in  acceptance  thereof,  incline 
Ihy  head  to  me,  and  receive  it  as  it  were  the  sweetest 
spices;  Oh'  may  my  words,  I  entreat  thee,  be  pleasant  unto 
fhee,  for  unto  thee  my  soul  doth  pant. 
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Blessed  be  lie,  who  but  spoke  and  the  world  existed. 
Blessed  be  he.  Blessed  be  the  Creator  from  beginning,  blessed 
he  who  sayeth  and  performeth,  blessed  be  he,  who  decreeth 
and  accomplished,  blessed  be  he,  who  hath  commiseration  on 
the  earth,  blessed  be  he,  who  hath  commiseration  on  bis 
creatures,  blessed  be  he,  who  rewards  with  a  goodly  recom- 
pense those  who  revere  him.  Blessed  be  he.  who  liveth  for 
ever  and  existeth  for  Evermore.  Blessed  be  he,  who  redeemeth 
and  delivereth  blessed  be  his  name.

Morning  Service 


To  the  chief  Musican,  a  Psalm  of  David.  The  heavens 
declare  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  high  expanse  declareth 
the  works  of  his  hands.  Day  unto  day  uttereth  speech;  and 
night  unto  night  proclaiineth  knowledge.  There  is  no  speech, 
there  are  no  words,  no  voice  is  to  be  heard:  Yet  their 
melody  extendeth  throughout  all  the  world  and  to  the  end 
of  the  Universe  their  word.  For  the  sun  he  hath  set  a 
tabernacle  among  them,  and  he  like  a  bride  groom  goetli 
forth  from  out  his  bridal-chamber,  and  rejoiceth  like  a 
mighty  man,  to  run  his  course.  From  the  end  of  the  heavens 
is  his  going  forth,  and  his  circuit  unto  the  ends  thereof, 
and  there  is  nothing  sheltered  from  his  glowing  heat.  The 
law  of  the  Eternal  is  perfect,  reviving  the  soul;  the  testimony 
of  the  Eternal  is  sure,  making  the  simple  wise.  The  statutes 
of  the  Eternal  are  righteous,  rejoicing  the  heart:  the  coin- 
mandment  of  the  Eternal  is  clear,  enlightening  the  eyes. 
The  fear  of  the  Eternal  is  pure,  enduring  for  ever;  the  judgments 
of  the  Eternal  are  true  and  alltogether  just:  They  are  more 
desirable  than  gold,  and  much  fine  gold;  they  are  sweeter 
than  honey,  and  the  droppings  of  the  honeycombs.  Moreover, 
thy  servant  is  admonished  by  them,  and  in  the  observance  of 
them  there  is  great  reward.  Who  can  guard  against  errors? 
From  secret  sins  do  thou  cleanse  me.  From  presumptious 
ones  withhold  thy  servant,  let  them  not  have  dominion 
over  me.  Then  shall  1  be  upright,  and  free  from  great 
transgressions.  May  the  words  of  my  mouth  and  the  medi- 
tations of  my  heart  be  acceptable  in  thy  presence,  0  Eternal, 
my  Rock  and  my  Redeemer. 

A  Psalm  of  David,  when  he  feigned  insanity  before  Abimelech, 
who  then  drove  him  away,  and  he  departed.  I  will  bless 
the  Eternal  at  all  times;  his  praise  shall  constantly  be  in 
my  mouth.  My  soul  shall  boast  in  the  Eternal;  the  afflicted 
shall  hear  it  and  rejoice.  0  magnify  the  Eternal  with  me, 
let  us  extol  his  name  together.  I  sought  the  Eternal,  and 
he  did  answer  me,  and  delivered  me  from  all  my  fears. 
Those  that  looked  unto  him  were  enlightened,  and  their 
faces  were  not  brought  into  disgrace.  This  poor  man  hath 
cried  and  the  Eternal  heard  him,  and  saved  him  from  his 
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distress.  The  angel  of  the  Eternal  encampeth  round  about 
those  that  fear  hitu,  and  delivers  them.  0  try  ye,  and  see 
that  the  Eternal  is  good,  happy  is  the  man  that  trusteth 
in  him.  Fear  the  Eternal,  ye  his  holy  ones  for  there  is  no 
want  to  those  who  fear  him.  Young  lions  do  lack  and  suffer 
hunger,  but  they  who  seek  the  Eternal  shall  not  want  what 
is  good.  Come  ye  children,  hearken  unto  me,  1  will  teach 
you  the  fear  of  the  Eternal.  Who  is  the  man  that  delighteth 
in  life,  and  loveth  many  days,  to  experience  happiness? 
Guard  thy  tongue  from  evil,  and  thy  lips  from  speaking  guile. 
Depart  from  evil,  and  do  good ;  seek  peace  and  pursue  it 
The  eyes  of  the  Eternal  are  upon  the  righteous  and  his 
ears  are  open  unto  their  cry.  But  the  anger  of  the  Eternal 
is  fixed  upon  those  who  do  evil,  to  cut  off  their  memery 
from  the  earth.  They  cry,  and  the  Lord  heareth,  and  de- 
li vereth  them  from  all  their  tribulations.  The  Eternal  is  nigh 
unto  the  broken  hearted,  and  will  save  those  who  are  of 
contrite  spirit.  Many  are  the  afflictions  of  the  righteous,  but 
the  Eternal  will  deliver  him  from  them  all.  He  guardeth 
all  his  bones,  so  that  none  of  them  is  broken.  Evil,  slayeth 
the  wicked  man,  and  they  who  hate  the  righteous  shall 
not  escape  penance.  The  Eternal  redeemeth  the  soul  of  his 
servants,  and  all  who  trust  in  him  shall  not  be  condemned. 

A  Prayer  of  Moses,  the  man  of  God.  0  Lord,  thou  h?st 
been  a  refuge  unto  us  from  generation  to  generation.  Before 
the  mountains  were  brought  forth,  ere  thou  hadst  formed 
the  Universe,  from  eternity  unto  eternity,  thou  art  God. 
Thou  reducest  men  unto  contrition,  and  sayest:  Return,  ye 
children  of  man.  For  thousand  years  in  thy  sight  are  but 
as  yesterday,  when  it  is  passed,  and  as  a  watch  in  the  night. 
Thou  earnest  them  away,  whilst  they  are  asleep,  in  the

morning  they  are  like  grass  which  sprouteth.  In  the  morning 
it  blooineth  and  groweth;  in  the  evening  it  is  cut  down 
and  withered.  For  we  are  consumed  in  thy  anger  and 
troubled  by  thy  wrath.  Thou  hast  set  our  iniquities  before 
thee,  our  secret  sins  in  the  light  of  thy  countenance.  For 
all  our  days  are  passed  away  in  thy  wrath,  we  consume 
our  years  like  idle  talk.  The  days  of  our  years  are  seventy 
years,  but  if  in  vigour  they  reach  eighty,  their  pride,  but 
labour  and  sorrow,  for  it  is  soon  cut  off  and  we  flee  away.  Who 
knoweth  the  power  of  thine  anger,  even  according  to  thy 
fear,  so  is  thy  wrath.  Teach  us  so  to  number  our  days,  that 
we  may  apply  our  hearts  to  wisdom.  Return,  0  Eternal, 
how  long  shall  it  last  yet?  and  have  mercy  on  thy  servants. 
Satisfy  us  each  morning  with  thy  mercy ;  that  we  may  rejoice 
and  be  glad  all  cur  days.  Let  us  rejoice,  according  to  the 
days  wherein  thou  hast  afflicted  us,  and  the  years  wherein 
we  have  seen  evil.  Let  thy  work  be  visible  unto  thy  servants 
and  thy  glory  unto  their  children.  May  the  tender  mercy  of  the 
Eternal  our  God  be  upon  us  and  confirm  the  work  of  our  hands 
unto  us,  and  the  work  of  our  hands  do  thou  establish  it.

For  thou 
Eternal  art  my  reliance,  thou  didst  make  the  Most  High 
thy  refuge.  No  evil  shall  befall  thee,  neither  shall  any 
plague  come  nigh  unto  thy  tent.  For  he  will  have  his 
angels  watch  over  thee,  to  protect  thee  in  all  thy  ways. 
On  their  hands  shall  they  bear  thee,  lest  thou  dash  thy  foot 
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against  a  stone.  On  the  lion  and  the  asp  shalt  thou  tread, 
the  young  lion  and  the  viper  shalt  thou  trample  under  foot. 
Because  he  has  set  his  delight  upon  me,  therefore  will  I 
deliver  him,  I  will  exalt  him.  for  he  knoweth  my  name. 
When  he  calleth  upon  me,  1  will  answer  him,  I  will  be  with 
him  in  trouble,  I  will  deliver  him  and  grant  him  honour. 
With  length  of  days  will  1  satisfy  him,  and  grant  him  to 
behold  my  salvation. 

Hallelujah!  praise  ye  the  name  of  the  Eternal,  praise  him, 
ye  servants  of  the  Eternal,  who  stand  in  the  house  of  the 
Eternal  in  the  courts  of  the  house  of  our  God.  Hallelujah! 
for  the  Eternal  is  good!  sing  hynms  unto  his  name,  for 
it  is  comely.  For  the  Lord  liath  chosen  Jacob  for  himself, 
and  Israel  for  his  peculiar  treasure.  For  I  know  that  the 
Eternal  is  great  and  that  our  Lord  is  above  all  Gods.  The 
Eternal  hath  done  whatsoever  he  pleased,  in  heaven  and 
on  earth,  in  the  seas,  and  all  the  depths  He  causeth  vapours 
to  arise  from  the  ends  of  the  earth;  produceth  lightning 
with  rain,  and  bringeth  forth  the  wind  from  its  treasuries.

Riches  and  honour  proceed  from  thee, 
and  thou  rulest  over  all;  in  thy  hand  is  power  and  might, 
and  it  is  in  thy  power  to  make  great,  and  to  give  strength 
unto  all.

—  Thou  art  Lord 
alone,  thou  hast  made  the  heavens,  the  highest  heavens, 
with  all  their  host,  the  earth,  and  all  things  that  are 
thereon,  the  seas,  and  all  that  is  therein;  thou  preservest 
them  all  and  the  heavenly  host  worship  thee.

The  Eternal  is  a  man  of  war:  the  Eternal  is  his  name. 
Pharaoh's  chariots  and  his  army  hath  he  cast  into  the  seai 
and  the  choicest  of  his  fighting-men  are  sunk  in  the  Re<J 
sea.  The  murmuring  depths  have  covered  them:  they  went 
down  to  the  bottom  as  a  stone.  Thy  right  hand,  0  Eternalr 
is  become  glorious  in  power:  thy  right  hand,  0  Eternal, 
hath  dashed  in  pieces  the  enemy,  And  in  the  greatness 
of  thine  excellency  thou  hast  overthrown  them  that  rose 
up  against  thee  :  thou  sentest  forth  thy  wrath,  which  con- 
sumed them  as  stubble.  And  with  the  blast  of  thy  nostrils 
the  waters  were  heaped  up,  the  floods  stood  as  a  mound, 
and  the  murmuring  depths  were  congealed  in  the  heart 
of  the  sea.  The  enemy  said,  I  will  pursue,  I  will  overtake,. 
I  will  divide  the  spoil;  my  soul  shall  be  full  of  them;  I 
will  draw  my  sword,  my  hand  shall  dispossess  them.  Thou- 
didst  blow  with  thy  wind,  the  sea  covered  them:  they 
dropped  like  lead  in  the  mighty  waters.  Who  is  like  theer 
0  Eternal,  among-  the  mighty  beings?  who  is  like  thee, 
glorious  in  holiness,  fearful  in  praises,  doing  wonderful 
things?  Thou  stretchedst  out  thy  right  hand,  the  eartb 
swallowed  them.  Thou  in  thy  mercy  hast  led  forth  the 
people  which  thou  hast  redeemed:  thou  hast  conducted 
them  in  thy  might  to  the  abode  of  the  holiness.  People 
shall  hear,  and  be  afraid:  pangs  shall  seize  the  inhabitants 
of  Palashath.  Then  the  chieftains  of  Edom  shall  be  amazed: 
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the  powerful  of  Moab,  quaking-  shall  seize  them ;  all  the 
inhabitants  of  Canaan  shall  despond.  Horror  and  dread  shalf 
fall  upon  them;  by  the  greatness  of  thine  arm  they  shalf 
be  as  still  as  a  stone;  till  thy  people  pass,  0  Eternal,  till 
the  people  pass,  which  thou  hast  purchased.  Thou  shalt 
bring  them  in,  and  plant  them  in  the  mountain  of  thine 
Inheritance,  in  the  establishment,  0  Eternal,  which  thou  hast 
made  for  thy  residence,  in  the  sanctuary,  0  Eternal,  which 
thy  hands  have  established.  The  Eternal  shall  reign  for 
ever  and  ever. 

For  unto  the  Eternal  is  the  sovereignty,  and  he  governs 
the  nations.  And  deliverers  shall  ascend  Mount  Zion,  to 
judge  the  mount  of  Esau,  and  the  kingdom  shall  be  the 
Eternal's.  And  the  Eternal  shall  be  King  over  all  the  earthy 
on  that  day  the  Eternal  shall  be  one,  and  his  name  be  one. 
And  thus  it  is  written  in  thy  law:  „Hear,  0  Israel!  the 
Eternal  our  God,  the  Eternal  is  One." 

The  soul  of  whatsoever  hath  life  bless  thy  name,  0  Lord,, 
our  God!  the  spirit  of  all  flesh,  continually  glorify  and 
extol  thy  memorial,  0  our  King!  thou  arf  God  from  eter- 
nity to  eternity  and  besides  thee  we  acknowledge  neither 
king,  redeemer  nor  savioar;  thou  redeemest,  delivereth, 
maintainest  and  hast  compassion  with  us,  in  all  times  of 
trouble  and  distress!  we  have  no  King  but  thee.  Thou  art 
God  of  the  first;  and  God  of  the  last;  the  God  of  all 
creatures,  the  Lord  of  all  generations.  Thou  art  adored 
with  all  manner  of  praise;  who  governeth  the  Universe  with 
tenderness,  and  thy  creatures  with  mercy.  The  Lord  neitheF 
slumbereth  nor  sleepeth,  but  rouseth  those  who  sleep,  awa- 
keneth  those  who  slumber,  he  causeth  the  dumb  to  speak; 
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he  looseneth  those  that  are  bound;  he  supporteth  the  fallen, 
and  he  raiseth  up  those  who  are  bowed  down ;  and  therefore, 
unto  thee  alone  do  we  worship.
